Approximately  715  new  factory  jobs 
will  lie  provided  in  San  F-'rancisco  \>\ 
17  plant  expansions  and  17  new  indus- 
trial ventures  tabulated  during  No- 
\cnilicr  1945  by  the  hulustrial  Depart- 
menl  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

The  34  new  plants  and  expan- 
sions represent  expenditures  of 
$1,528,000,  compared  to  eigfit  new 
plants  and  five  expansions  with 
outlays  of  $780,000  reported  for 
October  1945. 

November  developments  for  North- 
ern California  and  the  Bay  Area  repre- 
sent 68  new  plants  with  $7,291,500  in 
investments  and  45  factory  expansions 
with  outlays  of  $2,422,400,  for  a  total 
of  113  new  plants  and  expansions 
aggregating  expenditures  of  over  $9,- 
713.000. 

•  Total  private  industrial  expan- 
sion for  Northern  California  for  1945 
up  to  December  1  includes  392  new 
factories  and  321  plant  e.xpansions  with 
outlays  of  $126,455,845. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  November 
developments  for  the  area  are: 

•  Simmons  Co.,  295  Bay  Street.  San  Kran- 
cisco.  is  reconverting  to  peacetime  manufacture 
of  beds  and  mattresses,  and  is  currently  pro- 
ducing about  25  per  cent  of  its  pre-war  volume 
with  some  items  not  yet  in  production.  The 
company  will  employ  200  more  workers  than 
before  the  war.  an  increase  of  about  40  per  cent, 

•  Schlage  Lock  Co.,  2201  Bayshore  Blvd., 
San  Francisco,  is  installing  some  S450.000  ol' 
new  equipment  and  is  nearly  doubling  size  of 
metals  finishing  department.  Productivity  of 
jtlant  will  be  increased  through  multiple  opera- 
linn  ipchniques  perfected  during  the  war.  The 
c'liiipany  expects  about  50  jier  cent  increase  in 
sales  of  its  lock  and  hardware  products  over 
pre-war  demands. 

•  Berkeley  Tool  &  Die  Co.,  with  plant  at 
1741 — 5th  Street.  Berkeley,  and  offices  at  116 
New  Montgomery.  San  Francisco,  plans  plant 
expansion.  Company  has  converted  to  peace- 
time operations,  producing  harness  snaps,  hose 
couplings,  fluorescent  lighting  fixtures,  and  toy 
pistols.  Over  100  persons  are  now  employed, 
representing  an  increase  of  70  per  cent  over 
war  production. 

•  Westinghousc  Electric  &  Manufacturinfi 
Co.  announced  plans  for  manufacturing  unit 
type  electric  heaters  under  license  granted  by 
VVcsix  Electric  Heater  Co..  San  Francisco. 
Manufacturing  will  be  done  in  Westinghouse 
plant  at  Emeryville. 

•  Dow  Chemical  Co.,  Pittsburg.  Contra 
Costa  County,  plans  to  erect  addition  to  chemi- 
cal plant  including  biological  laboratories, 
chemical  laboratories,  greenhouse,  and  ad- 
ministration offices. 

•  General  Petroleum  Corporation,  417 
Montgomery  .Street.  San  Francisco,  started 
construction  of  a  .50.000.000  cubic  foot  gasoline 
reduction  plant  at  Burrcl.  Fresno  County,  to 
cost  $2,500,000. 

•  Merlino  Macaroni  Company,  82nd  .Ave- 
nue. Oakland,  started  construction  of  a  two- 
story  reinforced  concrete  lactory  to  cost 
S50.000. 

•  Liqua-Zone  Company,  Healey  Way  and 
Tully  Road.  San  Jose,  is  commencing  construc- 
tion of  SIOO.OOO  soap  factory  on  five-acre  site 
at  above  location. 
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Bay  Region  Factory 
Growth  Leads  State 

Industrial  e.xpansions  in  tlie  San 
Francisco  Bay  Ak-ea  led  the  lintire 
state  during  the  first  10  months  of 
1945,  recording  figures  nearly  twice 
the  amount  reported  by  Los  Angeles. 

This  contradicts  an  "inaccurate  and 
misleading  published  report  to  the 
contrary,"  according  to  ('..  L.  I'dx, 
manager,  Industrial  Department,  San 
Francisco-Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  A  total  of  $116,741,945  was  spent  for  ex- 
pansions alone  in  northern  California,  90  per 
cent  of  which  were  in  the  Bay  Area.  This 
figure  e.xceeds  by  $53,114,715  the  total  of 
$63,627,230  spent  by  Los  Angeles  inrkistries. 

The  10  months  figure  of  $116,741,945 
covers  $63,683,545  for  275  e.xpansions  and 
$53,058,400  for  324  new  factory  projects 
in  northern  California.  Los  Angeles  ex- 
pansions for  the  same  period  amounted 
to  $41,960,230  and  new  factories  $21,667,- 
000,  making  a  total  of  $63,627,230,  accord- 
ing to  the  Los  Angeles  Chainber  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  Bay  Area's  high  rate  of  growth  con- 
tinued through  November  with  a  total  of 
$9,713,000  in  outlays  for  new  plants  and 
additions  for  northern  California.  Compar- 
able November  data  for  the  south  are  not 
available. 

August  was  northern  California's  bifigest 
month,  recording  projects  totalling  $.i.S,.'i8J,000. 
October  was  the  high  month  for  Los  Angeles,  re- 
porting a  total  of  $26,639,000  for  new  industrial 
developments.

Sessions  will  be  held  on  Jan- 
uary 24,  25  and  26  at  the  Extension  Di- 
vision's auditorium,  540  Powell  Street, 
San  Francisco. 

Romanowitz  urges  manufacturers  and 
others  interested  in  attending  the  sessions  to 
register  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  de- 
scriptive brochure  which  is  now  in  the  mail. 


Establishment  of  State  Aviation 
Agency  Favored  by  C  of  C  Board 

i.c^islali\'c  creation  ot  iiiachiiiery  for  ("ali- 
jfornia  participation  in  any  Federal  airport  aid 
program  enacted  by  Congress  has  been  urged 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  Boar<i  urged  that  any  State  aviation 
agen<\'  he  restricted  in  ils  powers  to: 

(1)  Receipt  and  disbursement  of  funds  made 
available  under  any  Federal  airport  aid  pro- 
(irani  which  calls  for  state  participation  as  a 
requirement  for  the  receipt  of  airport  aid 
funds  from  the  Federal  ftovernment. 

(2)  Conducting,  with  adequate  and  qualified  per- 
sonnel, a  study  of  (California  airport  needs, 
leadln}^  to  development  of  a  series  of  master 
airport  plans  wherein  the  efforts  of  local  com- 
munities and  private  enterprise  could  be  co- 
ordinated to  create  a  network  of  airports  ade- 
quate to  meet  requirements. 

(i)  Promotion  of  public  interest  In  aviation  to 
the  extent  that  California  may  retain  and  ex- 
pand its  already  existing  reputation  for 
nation-wide  leadership  in  every  phase  of 
aviation. 

In  a  note  of  caution,  the  Board  pointefl  out 
that  control  and  regulation  of  aviation  !>> 
several  or  each  of  the  48  stales  could  only  Icacl 
to  duplications  and  conflicts  which  would 
hinder  the  growth  of  a\ialion. 

The  Board  offered  duplication  and  conflict  as 
behind  its  opposition,  at  this  time,  to  legislation 
in  California  which  would  give  regulatory  power, 
economic  or  otherwise,  over  aviation  to  a  state 
agency,  preferring  that  such  control  be  left  to  the 
Federal  government. 

A  coordinating,  liaison  and  pronmiiona!  agency,  witli- 
out  regulatory  power  could,  however,  contribute  real 
value  to  aviation  in  the  State,  the  Board  asserted.

Holder,  president  of  the  ^"olorado  Kucl  \ 
lion  Corporation,  with  offices  in  New  '^'ork. 
the  California  Wire  Cloth  Corporation  has 
been  named  to  direct  and  manage  C.  F.  &  l.'s 
sales  and  service  operations  in  Washington. 
Oregon,  California  and  Nevada  from  Hay 
Area  headquarters.  The  California  corpora- 
lion  has  a  general  office  and  a  plant  in  Oak- 
land, offices  and  a  warehouse  in  .San  Fran- 
cisco, a  plant  in  South  San  Francisco  and  a 
I.os  Angeles  warehouse. 

v..  F.  &  I.  operates  one  of  the  West's  liasic  steel 
industries  in  Colorado  and  the  centralization  of 
western  sales  headquarters  in  the  Bay  Retiion  Is 
expected  to  improve  services  to  western  fabrica- 
tors. In  its  new  sales  and  service  proftram.  Cali- 
fornia Wire  Cloth  Corporation,  in  addition  to 
their  own  operations,  will  represent  Wickwire- 
Spencer  Steel  Division,  Wickwire-Spencer  Metal- 
lurgical Corporation,  Coburn  Trolley  Track  Divi- 
sion, the  American  Wire  Fabrics  Corporation  and 
C.  F.  &I. 

The  new  program  will  assure  western  steel  users  ol 
additional  supplies  Iroin  western  sources  and  is  anollier 
recognition  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  iron  and 
steel  industry  in  the  West  by  eastern  interests,  accord- 
ing to  the  chambers  of  commerce. 
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lncreaseof500,000U.S.Business 
Firms  Forecast  by  End  of  1947 

A  net  increase  of  approximately 
500,000  business  concerns  in  the 
United  States  by  the  end  of  1947  has 
been  forecast  by  Henry  A.  Wallace, 
Secretary  of  Commerce. 
•  Most  of  the  increase,  Wallace  said,  will 
occur  in  the  retail  and  service  industries,  with 
a  considerable  increase  also  taking  place  in 
the  field  of  construction. 

Wartime  restrictions  and  scarcity  of  materials 
caused  a  drop  from  a  peak  of  3,341,000  business 
firms  in  1942  to  2,840,000  by  the  first  of  1944.  By 
the  end  of  this  year,  however,  about  three-quar- 
ters of  the  wartime  deficit  in  the  number  of  firms 
will  be  made  up,  according  to  Wallace. 


Watsonville  C  of  C  Asks 
Truman  Appointment  of 
Westerner  to  C.  A.  B. 

Support  of  President  Harry  -S. 
Truman  in  the  appointment  of  a  West- 
erner to  the  Ci\'il  Aeronautics  Board 
has  been  urged  by  the  Watsonville 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a  letter  to 
the  Chief  E.xecutive. 

"The  West,  as  you  well  know,  is  an  air- 
minded  region  of  the  country,"  stated 
Don  O.  Colegrove,  Chamber  president. 
"Its  future  development  depends  in 
large  measure  upon  developing  air  serv- 
ice. We  believe  the  appointment  of  a 
Western  man  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  would  stimulate  interest  in  and 
give  representation  to  aviation  on  the 
Pacific  Coast." 


Future  Air  Hours  from  S.  F. 

I'l\lng  time  between  San  Francisco  and 
major  world  cities  will  be  drastically  cut  when 
new  luxury  airliners  are  put  into  operation, 
according  to  aviation  developments  reviewed 
in  the  December  27th  issue  of  Bay  Region 
Business. 

•  A  comparison  of  prospective  flying  hours 
presented  in  this  Chamber  survey  with  pres- 
ent actual  figures  supplied  by  Pan  American 
Airlines  reveal  the  following  future  savings  in 
flying  hours: 

San  Francisco-New  York,  cut  from  1 1  to  8 
hours;  San  Francisco-Ottawa,  from  12  to  9  hours; 
to  Mexico  City,  from  8  to  5  hours;  to  London, 
from  25  to  18  hours;  to  Paris,  from  26  to  19  hours;  to 
Moscow,  from  31 M  to  20  hours;  to  Riodc  Janeiro, 
from  271.^  to  22  hours;  to  Manila,  from  .).S  to  23 
hours;  and  to  Singapore,  from  41  to  28  hours. 


Certain  Restrictions  on 
Exports  Lifted  by 
Dept.  of  Commerce 

Certain  restrictions  on  exports  ha\e 
been  relaxed,  eft'ective  January  1, 
according  to  word  received  b>-  the 
Washington  office  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  The  registry-number  system,  which 
was  established  in  September,  1945,  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  imports  into  the  Phil- 
ippine Islanils,  has  been  discontinued. 

Certificates  of  Essentiality  covering  im- 
ports into  the  Union  of  South  Africa  are 
also  no  longer  required.  For  the  first 
quarter  of  1946,  however,  pending  export 
license  applications  which  bear  Essen- 
tiality Certificates  will  receive  priority 
consideration  over  applications  lacking 
the  certificates. 


TWA  Inaugurates  Air  Freight 
Service  to  East,  Middle  West 

A  new  service  inaugurated  by  Trans- 
continental &  Western  Airlines  on 
January  1  will  provide  San  Francisco 
with  direct  air  freight  service  to 
middle  western  and  eastern  cities,  ac- 
cording to  an  announcement  by  TWA 
District  Manager  G.  R.  Thornton. 
•  Direct  Service  to  East 

The  ser\  ice,  which  will  be  operated  with 
twin-engine  and  four-engine  aircraft,  will 
olTer  a  minimum  of  two  tlaily  cargo  flights  at 
reduced  rates.  Expansion  of  this  service  is 
scheduled  when  new  equipment  is  available. 


San  Mateo  C  of  C  Urges 
Use  of  Parking  Meters 

Installation  of  parking  meters  in  San  Mateo 
is  one  of  the  projects  on  the  1946  calendar  of 
the  .San  .Mateo  Chamber  of  Commerce,  it  was 
learned  today. 

•  Following  a  survey  of  six  Bay  Area  Coni- 
munities  where  parking  meters  are  now  in 
use,  the  Parking  Problems  Committee  of  the 
Chamber,  headed  by  Chairman  Jack  Howard, 
recommended  to  the  Chamber's  board  of  di- 
rectors that  .San  .Mateo  install  parking  meters 
on  a  trial  basis. 

The  Board  reported  this  stand  by  the 
merchants  to  the  .San  Mateo  City  (;oun- 
cil,  which  has  instructed  the  City  Man- 
ager to  ask  for  bids  on  the  installation  of 
parking  meters  soon. 


Kaiser  Sets  Construction 
Goal  of  10,000  Homes 
During  1946 

CiHi'^tnirtion  of  ten  thousrind  houses 
during  1946  is  the  goal  that  has  been 
set  by  his  company  to  meet  the  crucial 
housing  shortage,  according  to  Henry 
J.  Kaiser. 

Speaking  over  a  national  broadcasting 
network  recently.  Raiser  forecast  an  un- 
paralleled housing  demand  which  cannot 
be  satisfied  in  1946,  1947  or  even  in  1948. 

He  declared  that  his  organization,  which  is 
now  building  a  house  a  day,  has  set  a  goal 
which  will  reach  30  houses  a  day  in  .April, 
with  whatever  increase  is  necessary  to  com- 
plete 10,000  houses  by  the  last  day  of  De- 
cember. 

According  to  Kaiser,  hundreds  of  acres  of  land 
have  been  purchased  for  this  purpose,  and  more 
than  half  of  the  required  huildinft  lots  are  already 
under  development. 


RFC  Calls  for  Bids 
On  Geneva  Steel  Plant 

The  Reconstruction  Finance  Cor- 
poration has  called  for  sealed  bids  or 
[proposals  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of 
the  Government-owned  steel  plant  at 
Gene\'a,  Utah,  it  has  been  announced. 

Results  will  be  of  decisive  significance 
in  regard  to  objectives  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber's  Iron  &  Steel  Section  and 
the  Western  States  Council's  Steel  Com- 
mittee. 

*  Bids  or  proposals  will  be  opened  in  tlie  KFC's 
Witshinnton  office  on  March  1. 

Property  surplus  to  Government  needs  includes  a 
steel  plant  at  (Jeneva.  coal  mines  at  Columbia,  iron  ore 
mine  facilities  at  Cedar  City,  and  quarry  facilities  at 
Payson,  Utah.

•  TREND 

Substantial  (IfNolopnit'iits  in  the  Bay  Area  (luring  l')4.S  ifsnlled  in  the 
attainment  of  new  higlis  in  several  fields  of  activity  in  San  Francisco  includinj; 
financial  transactions,  postal  receipts,  airport  trafific,  retail  sales,  real  estate 
sales,  and  utilities.  At  the  same  time  commercial  failures  shrank  to  an  all  time 
low  based  on  the  11  months  cumulative. 

Although  it  is  yet  early  for  complete 
year-end  reports  on  the  Bay  Area  activ- 
ity, there  is  increasing  evidence  that 
many  new  all  time  highs  for  the  year's 
activity  were  established  in  this  area 
despite  the  rapid  decline  in  employment 
and  payrolls  in  the  rranufacturing  in- 
dustries and  freig"  f  ovements  due  to 
cutbacks  in  war  industries  and  work 
stoppages. 

The  numercu  temporary  work  stoppages 
in  industry  du2  to  labor  disputes,  wage  rates, 
prices  and  cost  absorption  experienced  in  the 
closing  months  of  the  year  must  be  settled 
tiefore  real  progress  can  be  made  toward 
supplying  (he  pent-up  civilian  needs  in  hous- 
ing and  other  essential  items  where  there  are 
such  tremendous  back-logs. 

Bay  Area  bank  debits  for  the  11  months 
cumulative  of  $24,772,414,000  were  approxi- 
mately one  and  one-half  billion  dollars  above 
the  same  period  last  year  or  6.7  per  cent  while 
transactions  for  ihe  full  year  are  expected  to 
exceed  twenty-seven  Ijillion  dollars  compared 
lu  about  ele\cn  liillion  dollars  in  1940. 

Retail  sales  which  have  been  running 
between  ten  and  thirteen  per  cent  above 
last  year  in  the  Bay  Area  are  e.xpected  to 
amount  to  nearly  two  billion  dollars 
compared  to  only  nine  hundred  million 
dollars  in  1940. 

Cumulative  freight  car  movements  for  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  switching  limits  for 
11  months  were  1.4  per  cent  under  last  year 
but  November  was  off  nearly  one-quarter 
compared  to  the  same  month  last  year. 

Payrolls  in  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  in- 
dustrial area  will  average  out  for  the 
year  1945  nearly  four  times  the  1940  pre- 
war level.  The  November  reports  reveal 
shrinkage  to  about  one  and  one-half 
times  the  prewar  base. 

•  EMPLOYMENT  OPPORTUNITIES 

Unfilled  openings  on  file  in  offices  of 
the  U.  S.  Employment  Service  serving 
the  Bay  Area  totaled  16,638  at  the 
close  of  the  first  week  in  December. 

Of  the  total,  64.6  per  cent  required 
skills  and  abilities  not  generally  found  in 
the  present  available  labor  supply,  re- 
ported as  primarily  composed  of  released 


war  workers  heavily  weighted  with  those 
in  unskilled  and  semi-skilled  occupa- 
tions. Actually,  40.6  percent  of  all  open- 
ings were  for  clerical  workers,  the  ma- 
jority requiring  some  specialized  train- 
ing. The  ratio  of  general  referrals  to  con- 
tacts at  the  U.  S.  E.  S.  offices  is  reported 
at  9.9  per  cent  compared  to  25.8  per  cent 
for  World  War  II  veterans.  Only  about 
72  per  cent  of  the  total  unemployment 
claims  filed  by  workers  are  compensable. 

•  TRADE 

Bay  Region  department  stores  re- 
ported November  sales  5  per  cent 
above  last  November  with  11  months 
cumulative  up  11  per  cent,  while  22 
apparel  stores  reported  November 
sales  15  per  cent  above  last  November 
with  the  11  months  cumulative  up 
14  per  cent. 

Department  stores  sales  for  the  Central 
Valley  were  up  10  per  cent  above  last 
November,  and  11  months  cumulative 
was  also  up  10  per  cent.  Sales  in  Los 
Angeles  Area  for  November  were  up  14 
per  cent  and  13  per  cent  for  the  11 
months  cumulative.  San  Diego  Novem- 
ber sales  were  off  6  per  cent  but  up  3  per 
cent  for  the  11  months. 

Retail  sales  of  independent  stores  for  the 
10  months  in  the  Bay  Area  cities  reported  by 
the    Bureau    of   the   Census   were   generally 


above  the  same  period  last  year  with  Berke- 
ley up  9  per  cent,  Oakland  9  per  cem ,  Palo 
Alto  7  per  cent,  Pittsburg  19  per  cent,  San 
Francisco  10  per  cent,  San  Jose  10  per  cent, 
and  Santa  Rosa  19  per  cent.  In  San  PVancisco 
among  the  independent  retail  stores,  sales  for 
the  first  10  months  compared  to  the  same 
period  last  year  were  led  by  the  apparel 
group  with  a  gain  of  23  per  cent;  hardware 
store  sales  were  up  16  per  cent,  eating  and 
drinking  places  12  per  cent,  drug  stores  11 
per  cent,  motor  dealers  8  per  cent,  and  furni- 
ture stores  5  per  cent. 

In  the  wholesale  field  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  October  sales  were  up  4  per  cent 
over  last  October  with  the  10  months 
cumulative  up  2  per  cent  compared  to 
the  United  States  increase  of  9  per  cent 
and  2  per  cent  respectively. 

•  MANUFACTURING 

The  manufacturing  industries  in 
the  San  Francisco-Oakland  industrial 
area  during  November  were  employ- 
ing 84,600,  of  which  48,800  were  in  the 
durable  and  35,800  in  the  non-dur- 
able. In  October  the  wage  earners 
totaled  134,600  and  in  November  last 
year  237,400.  While  November  em- 
ployment compared  to  last  November 
was  off  64.3  per  cent  and  payrolls  74.9 
per  cent,  the  11  months  cumulative 
was  off  only  28.6  per  cent  in  employ- 
ment and  31.3  in  payrolls. 

In  the  non-manufacturing  industries 
most  lines  continued  to  show  increases 
in  payrolls  with  wholesale  trade  up  2.4 
per  cent,  retail  trade  6.5  per  cent  and 
hotels  11.4  per  cent,  but  laundry  and 
cleaning  were  off  2.6  per  cent. 

•  GENERAL  BUSINESS 

General  business  activity  in  November 
measured  by  our  index  at  211.2  was  a  bare 
0.7  per  cent  above  last  November  and  carried 
the  11  months  average  8.1  per  cent  above  the 
same  period  last  year. 

•  COST  OF  LIVING 

Cost  of  living  in  the  San  Francisco 
and  Bay  Area  according  to  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor  inde.x  for  No-; 
vember  at  134.4  was  up  2.1  per  cent 
over  last  November  compared  to  1.9' 
per  cent  in  Seattle,  3  per  cent  in  Los 
Angeles,  and  2.1  per  cent  for  the  na- 
tion as  a  whole. 

Food  costs  were  up  3.6  per  cent,  cloth- 
ing 2.9  per  cent,  rent  0.4  per  cent,  fuel 
and  ice  0.3  per  cent  and  miscellaneous 
1.5  per  cent.  House  furnishings  were  4.7 
per  cent  under  last  November.  The  cost 
of  living  index  average  for  the  11  months 
period  was  2.6  per  cent  above  the  same 
period  last  year.

These  estimates  include  only  surpluses 
located  in  the  continental  United  .States 
and  U.  S.  territories  and  possessions.  In- 
asmuch as  postwar  requirements  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  have  not  yet  been  firmly 
established  the  data  are  admittedly  only 
rough  estimates. 

•  SURPLUS  AIRPORTS 

Forty-four  airports  and  two  port  terminals 
which  cost  the  Government  more  than 
$.S.000.000  each  have  been  or  are  likely  to  be 
declared  surplus,  the  Surjjlus  Property  .Ad- 
ministration has  informed  Congress  in  a 
report  on  transportation  facilities.  The  total 
reported  cost  of  these  airports  was  S343.000,- 
000  and  of  the  port  terminals.  SI  2.000,000. 

The  airports  located  in  California 
which  cost  more  than  S.i.OOO.OOO  each 
and  are  likely  to  be  declared  surplus  are 
Santa  .\na  AAB,  California,  cost  $9,091,- 
000,  and  Hammer  PMeld,  Fresno,  Cali- 
fornia, cost  $5,837,000. 

•  SURPLUS  BARGES 

The  first  public  offering  of  steel  refrigera- 
tion barges,  knocked  down  and  crated,  ready 
for  shipping,  has  been  announced  by  the 
United  Stales  Maritime  Commission.  The 
barges,  declared  surplus  by  the  Army  Trans- 
portation Corps,  were  built  at  a  cost  of 
$146,500  each  and  will  be  sold  at  fixed  prices 
commensurate  with  present  day  market  levels. 
The  barges  are  located  at  Yermo,  Cali- 
fornia and  are  offered  for  sale  on  an  "as  is, 
f.o.b.  location"  basis.

at  Hotel  Los  Medanos. 
•  Installation  of  officers  was  held, 
with  L.  T.  Gease  installed  as  presi- 
dent, and  Ruben  Neubarth  reap- 
pointed manager. 


Philippine  Reciprocal  Trade  Bill 
Endorsed  by  S.  F.  C  of  C  Board 

E.xtension  of  preferential  trade  ar- 
rangements between  the  United  States 
and  the  Philippine  Islands  for  the 
next  eight  years,  as  proposed  in  the 
bill  H.R.  4676,  has  been  endorsed  in 
a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

•  The  bill  further  provides,  lollouing  the 
expiration  of  the  eight-year  period,  for  the 
levying  thereafter  of  an  ascending  scale  of 
duties  during  the  following  25  years. 

Provisions  also  call  for  recognition  of 
rights  of  United  States  citizens  and  cor- 
porations equal  to  those  enjoyed  by  cit- 
izens of  the  Philippine  Islands  in  regard 
to  property,  residence  and  occupation, 
and  the  levying  of  taxes,  assessments  and 
licenses. 

In  its  resolution,  the  Hoard  pointed  out  that 
the  setback  in  the  economic  status  of  the 
Philippines  due  to  the  war  necessitates  a  con- 
tinuation of  reciprocal  trade  advantages  in 
order  to  reconstruct  manufacturing  facilities 
and  rehabilitate  Philippine  industries. 

.Such  a  policy  of  mutual  trade  advan- 
tages, asserted  the  resolution,  would  fos- 
ter stronger  trade  relations  between  the 
two  countries  which  represent  substan- 
tial markets  for  each  other's  products.

1945  Industrial  Expansion  at  Record  Rate 


New  Sugar  and  Milk 
Allocations  for  Export 
To  Philippine  Islands 

Lircnse  applications  for  shipment  of 
refined  sugar  to  tfie  Philippine  Islands 
must  be  submitted  immediately  to  the 
Office  of  International  Trade  Opera- 
tions, according  to  word  received  by 
the  World  Trade  Department  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
from  the  Chamber's  Washington 
Office. 

•  Licenses  will  cover  allocation  of  1870 
tons  of  refined  sugar  for  the  first  quarter  of 
1946.  1000  tons  are  being  taken  up  by  the 
Philippine  Commonwealth  Government,  while 
the  remaining  870  tons  will  be  allotted  to 
private   exporters. 

Exporters  will  be  licensed  25  tons  for 
each  consignee.  Exporters  not  limited  to 
one  consignee,  however,  may  ship  25  tons 
each  to  several  consignees. 

If  the  entire  allocation  has  not  been  taken 
up  by  private  exporters  by  March  1 ,  the  re- 
mainder will  be  placed  under  government 
procurement,  according  to  the  Office  of  In- 
ternational Trade  Operations,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Traders  are  therefore  urged  to 
contact  the  Department  of  Agriculture  im- 
mediately for  the  purpose  of  expediting 
allocations  or  quotas  and  enlargement  when 
the  supply  situation  permits. 

At  the  same  time,  it  was  announced 
that  a  program  has  also  been  set  up  for 
the  allocation  of  2,000,000  pounds  of 
sweetened  condensed  and  15,400,000 
pounds  of  evaporated  milk  for  the  Phil- 
ippines. Licensing  will  be  based  on  volume 
of  pre-war  business. 


United  Inaugurates  Air 
Freight  Service  Soon 

Plans  for  inauguration  of  air  freight 
service  over  its  coast-to-coast  and 
Pacific  Coast  system,  effective  Febru- 
ary 1,  have  been  announced  by  United 
Air  Lines. 

•  United's  air  freight  tariff  will  be  based 
on  minimum  shipments  of  25  pounds.  Accord- 
ing to  C.  P.  Graddick,  the  company's  director 
of  air  cargo,  charges  will  be  graduated  accord- 
ing to  volume  and  distance  shipped  so  as  to 
give  the  lowest  possible  rates  to  volume  ship- 
pers for  long  distance  hauls. 

The  company's  air  freight  service  will 
be  inaugurated  with  three  daily  round 
trip  flights  which  United  is  currently  op- 
perating  from  coast  to  coast  with  a  fleet 
of  twin-engined  Douglas  DC-3  Cargo- 
liners. 

•  Through  contract  arrangements  with 
motor  carriers,  pickup  and  delivery  service 
will  be  provided,  at  the  option  of  air  freight 
shippers  or  receivers,  in  the  country's  major 
cities. 

At  the  same  time,  United  announced  Inaugura- 
tion of  service  between  San  Francisco  and  Ogden, 
Utah,  and  Detroit  and  San  Francisco,  effective 
January  16. 


State  Wool  Growers 
Association  to  Set  Up 
New  Quarters  in  S.  F. 

Plans  for  purchase  or  erection  of  a 
building  in  San  Francisco  to  serve  as 
permanent  headquarters  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Wool  Growers  Association  have 
been  announced  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  organization. 

Should  office  space  be  unavail- 
able, the  association  will  proceed 
with  plans  for  erection  of  its  own 
two-story  building,  costing  ap- 
proximately $57,000,  the  an- 
nouncement stated. 


Peacetime  records  for  industrial  development  were  made  in  northern  CaH- 
fornia  during  1045  when  projects  representing  investments  of  $137,499,368 
were  launched.  This  total  is  based  on  tabulations  jjy  the  -San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber's Industrial  DcparlmciU.

480  new  factories;  364  plant  ex- 
pansions. 

With  outlays  aggregating  $1 18,.580,268,  in- 
dustrial developments  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  (12  counties)  summarize  like  this: 

379  new  plants;  321  expansions. 

The  1945  record  for  .San  Francisco  proper 
shows: 

119  new  plants;  133  expansions;  $17,- 
381,650  in  outlays;  and  5000  additional 
jobs. 

Adding  the  $137,499,368  for  industrial  de- 
velopment announced  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  for  northern  California  to  $83,647,- 
<)00  reported  for  Los  Angeles  County  by  the 
Los  Angeles  Chamber  a  state  total  of  $221,- 
146,000— a  husky  indication  of  new  job  op- 
portunities in  the  Golden  State. 

•  December  reports  for  northern  Cali- 
fornia accounted  for  50  expansions  of  exist- 
ing firms  and  82  new  industries  with  a  total 
of  $11,042,448  in  investments.  The  Bay  Area 
accounted  for  $10,572,448  of  this  figure  with 
63  new  plants  spending  $7,575,948  and  47 
expansions  costing  $2,996,500. 

•  Corresponding  figures  for  San  Fran- 
cisco were  15  new  factories  for  $634,000  and 
18  expansions  costing  $644,500  or  total  out- 
lays of  $1,278,500  for  the  month. 

Record  month  for  the  Bay  Area  was  August 
which  topped  $34,000,000  in  new  plants  and  ex- 
pansions. 

Summarized  industrial  development  data  follow: 

Northern  California:  }bi  expansions,  $69,418,120; 
and  480  new  plants.  $69,081,345. 

San  Francisco  Bay  Region:  321  expansions,  $66.- 
687,620;  and  379  new  plants.  $51,892,648. 

San  Francisco:  133  expansions.  $5,463,350;  and  119 
new  plants.  $11,918,300. 

With  the  exception  of  San  Francisco,  average  cost  of 
new  factories  in  northern  California  is  less  than  the 
average  cost  of  expanding  existing  plants,  which  indi 
cates  a  trend  toward  the  smaller  decentralized  type  of 
industry. 


World  Trade  Head  Discusses 
Inter-American  Relations 

"Economic  Aspects  of  our  Inter- 
American  Relations"  were  discussed 
by  Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  manager  of  the 
World  Trade  Department  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Pan  American  League 
on  January  15. 

Emphasizing  the  importance  of  friendly  re- 
lations between  the  United  States  and  South 
America,  Eichholz  pointed  out  that  our  gov- 
ernment has  done  a  great  deal  toward  develop- 
ing inter-Ainerican  relationships  through  loan 
aid  and  through  cooperation  in  sponsoring 
health  and  cultural  programs  for  our  Latin 
American  neighbors.  They,  in  turn,  have 
helped  us  through  making  available  their  large 
supply  of  raw  materials  for  our  war  produc- 
tion needs. 

Now  this  responsibility  of  fostering  inter-Amer- 
ican relations  belongs  to  private  enterprise, 
asserted  Eichholz.  A  great  deal  can  also  be  con- 
tributed by  organizations  such  as  the  Pan  Amer- 
ican League  and  by  the  creation  of  an  Institute 
of  Inter-American  Relations  in  San  Francisco.

The  State  Chamber  expressed  this 
view  in  opposing  five  housing  bills  now 
pending  in  Congress,  including  the 
Wagner-Ellender-Taft  Bill,  known  as 
the  "General  Housing  Act  of  1945." 


Bay  Area  Unity  Policy 
Reaffirmed  by  Head 
of  Berkeley  C  of  C 

Bay  Area  Unity  was  reaffirmed  as  basic 
policy  of  the  Berkeley  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce by  newly  elected  President  Clarence 
Bullwinkel,  at  his  installation  dinner  last 
week,  marking  45th  anniversary  of  the  Berke- 
ley Chamber. 

".  .  .  our  interests  coincide  at  many 
points  with  those  of  neighboring  cities 
in  this  area,"  Bullwinkel  said. 

"During  the  war,  high  ranking  Army 
and  Navy  officers  remarked,  until  it  be- 
came a  commonplace,  that  the  Bay  Re- 
gion as  a  whole  had  become  the  heart 
and  strategic  center  of  American  offen- 
sive operations  in  the  Pacific.  We  know 
that  to  be  true.  Yet  no  city  lost  its 
identity  or  particular  advantages  be- 
cause of  this  mighty  cooperative  accom- 
plishment. All,  on  the  contrary,  profited 
because  of  it. 

"As  a  corollary,  may  I  suggest  to  this 
Chamber,  and  to  similar  bodies  in  all 
Bay  Area  communities,  that  in  large 
measure  we  are  co-owners  of  a  common 
future.  And  if  that  is  true,  then  it  seems 
apparent  that  joint  planning  and  co- 
operation— rather  than  destructive  com- 
petition—  where  our  common  interests 
are  concerned,  will  do  much  to  maintain 
this  area  and  its  prospering  cities  per- 
manently as  the  unchallenged  produc- 
tion and  distribution  hub  of  the  entire 
Pacific  Coast." 


Western  Steel  Protects  Supply 


Coast  Chambers  of  Commerce  will  carry 
the  ball  in  an  efFort  to  prevent  midwest  steel 
interests  from  diverting  scrap  steel  needed  by 
Pacific  Coast  furnaces  and  foundries,  it  was 
announced  here  by  Chamber  Transportation 
Department  Manager  Walter  A.  Rohde. 

San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Los  Angeles, 
Portland  and  Seattle  chambers  together 
with  local  steel  interests  are  joining  in 
the  fight. 

O  Opposition  will  be  made  at  tomorrow's 
hearing  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 


sion to  efforts  of  certain  midwest  steel  inter- 
ests and  the  Transcontinental  Railroads  to 
put  into  effect  drastic  reduction  in  the  rates 
on  scrap  steel  from  the  Pacific  Coast. 

A  petition  for  suspension  of  the  rate  re- 
duction has  been  successful  and  it  is  hoped 
to  defeat  it  permanently  at  tomorrow's  hear- 
ing. 

"The  proposed  protested  rate  is  not 
only  unreasonably  low,  but  would  allow 
midwestern  steel  interests  to  draw  away 
scrap  which  is  needed  by  Pacific  Coast 
furnaces  and  foundries,"  Rohde  said.

•  SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

Government-owneci  property  originally 
costing  $1 ,660,829,000  was  declared  surplus  in 
December,  bringing  total  declarations  of  sur- 
plus property  up  to  the  end  of  1945  to  $12,- 
431,040,000.  the  Surplus  Property  Adminis- 
tration has  announced. 

Of  the  total  of  property  declared  sur- 
plus by  the  end  of  December,  $4,643,- 
650,000,  or  37  per  cent,  was  aircraft  con- 
sidered probably  not  salable,  while  other 
property  accounted  for  the  balance  of 
$7,787,380,000.  The  entire  surplus  inven- 
tory at  the  end  of  1945  totaled  $10,092,- 
201,000.  Non-salable  surplus  aircraft  ac- 
counted for  about  35  per  cent  of  this,  or 
$3,550,010,000,  while  plants  and  indus- 
trial real  property  comprised  roughlv 
another  25  per  cent  or  $2,498,662,000.  The 
$10,092,201,000  inventory  figure  includes 
$145,033,000  of  property  on  lease. 

•  WASHINGTON  MEETING 

A  two-day  meeting  of  tlie  Cooperative 
Wholesale  Advisory  Connnittee  with  officials 
of  the  .Surplus  Properly  Administration  and 
of  Consumer  Goods  Division  of  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation  was  held  in  V\'ash- 
ington  on  January  15  and  16.  Members  of  the 
Cooperative  Wholesale  .Advisory  Committee 
from  California  are  William  T.  Brow  n.  Associ- 
ated Cooperatives,  Inc.,  Oakland,  and  John 
I.awler,  Poultry  Producers  of  Central  Cali- 
fornia, San  Francisco. 

•  FEDERAL  HOUSING 

.According  to  the  l'e<leral  Housing  .Adminis- 
tration, applications  covering  18,764  dwelling 
units  were  received  by  field  offices  of  the  FH.A 
during  the  first  six  working  days  under  the 
new  preference  rating  system  for  veterans' 
housing.  Of  this  number  44  per  cent  were  for 
units  to  sell  for  less  than  $7,500  or  rent  at  less 
than  $60  a  month.  It  is  hoped  that  under  the 
preference  system  production  of  400,000  to 
500.000  units  can  be  assured  this  year. 

•  RETAIL  SALES 

Retail  store  sales  in  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  fourth  quarter  of  1945  totaled  22  bil- 
lion dollars,  about  one-tenth  more  than  in  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  1944,  and  caused 
total  retail  sales  for  the  year  to  exceed  74  bil- 
lion dollars,  5  billion  dollars  more  than  in 
1944,  according  to  preliminary  estimates  by 
the  Department  of  Commerce. 

Consumer  expenditures  for  1945  were 
estimated  at  104  billion  dollars  and  net 
savings  of  individuals  at  35  billion  dol- 
lars. It  was  estimated  that  consumers 
spent  75  percent  of  their  disposable  in- 
come during  the  year  and  65  percent  of 
the  total  income  payments.

Announcement  by  Sears,  Roebuck 
&  Cf.mpany  of  its  plan  to  construct 
a  new  department  store  in  San  Fran- 
cisco was  hailed  by  Brayton  Wilbur, 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  as  "an  added  demon- 
stration of  the  faith  of  retailers  in  the 
future  of  this  city." 

Terming  the  $5,000,000  investment  as 
one  of  San  Francisco's  major  realty  de- 
velopments, Wilbur  declared  that  the 
Sears  expansion  would  also  help  to  main- 
tain high  levels  of  employment  in  this 
city  by  providing  500  new  jobs  for  San 
Franciscans. 

"San  Francisco's  postwar  eriiployiiient  and 
development  depend  upon  such  expansions," 
Wilbur  said.  "Not  only  will  this  company's 
step  provide  new  jobs,  but  it  will  offer  added 
consumer  ser\ices  tor  the  Bay  Area's  vastly 
increased  population.  The  growth  of  San 
Francisco's  consumer  market  should  be  en- 
couraging to  expansion  of  other  businesses  in 
the  city." 

Site  of  the  new  store  will  be  300,000  square  feet 
of  property  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Calvary 
Cemetery,  Masonic  Avenue  and  Geary  Street, 
according  to  an  announcement  by  D.  S.  Tarvid, 
Sears  manager  here  for  the  past  14  years.

\'.  Mills,  chairman  of  the  Bay  Area  Aviation  Committee,  on  which  Young 
serv-ed  for  more  than  a  year,  as  "recognition  of  the  West's  significant  con- 
tributions toward  aviation  development." 

Mills  pointed  out  that  the  Bay  Area  Avia- 
tion Committee  and  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  were  most  active  in  urging 
that  the  President  a|ii"ii"t  .i  Westerner  to 
the  C.  A.  B. 
•  "Young's  ap- 
pointment," Mills 
declared, "gives  San 
Francisco,  the  Bay 
Area  and  the  West 
sound,  clear  repre- 
sentation on  this 
Federal  agency 
which  will  deter- 
mine the  pattern  of 
aviation  develop- 
ment." 

George  C.  Ten- 
ney,  chairman  of 
the  Chamber's 
Aviation  Com- 
mittee, declared,  "Young's  appointment 
is  the  first  time  a  Westerner  has  been 
given  a  post  in  this  important  Federal 
agency.  The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
will  now  have  not  only  the  viewpoints 
and  needs  of  the  West,  but  also  the 
services  of  a  man  who  has  long  been  ac- 
tive both  in  aviation  and  in  government 
efforts  to  advance  aviation." 

Young,  who  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
C.A.B.  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Yice  Chairman  Edward  P.  Warner,  recently 
resigned  his  post  as  head  of  Pan  American 
Airways'  Pacific  Division.  He  is  a  former  di- 
rector of  the  Bureau  of  Air  Commerce  and 
Bureau  of  .Aeronautics  in  the  Department  of 
Commerce,  and  at  one  time  served  as  Assist- 
ant Secretary  of  Commerce  for  .^eronautics. 


S.  F.  Chamber  Supports 
Streetcar  Fare  Increase 

Proposed  increase  in  street  car  fares 
has  been  endorsed  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a 
statement  of  reasons  why  it  favors  the 
increase. 

"Replacement  of  the  present  mass 
transportation  system  by  a  completely 
new  Integrated  transit  system  is  of  para- 
mount importance  to  the  economic  and 
social  life  of  San  Francisco,"  declared 
R.  B.  Koeber,  Secretary  of  the  Chamber's 
Traffic  and  Highway  Committee. 

•  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  notified  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  at  a  public  hear- 
ing on  December  3,  1945,  that  it  approved  the 
proposal  of  the  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to 
adjust  Municipal  Railway  fares  to  finance 
modernization  and  rehabilitation  of  surface 
facilities  in  San  Francisco,"  Koeber  explained. 

•  Reasons  for  approving  these  proposals 

were  elaborated  b>-  Koeber  as  follows: 

"The  proposed  pay-as-you-go  plan  will 
greatly  facilitate  rehabilitation  of  the 
transportation  system.  It  will  cost  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  less  because  it 
should  eliminate  the  additional  costs  of 
a  long  range  financial  program. 

"This  proposal  will  give  the  city  a  new 
transit  system,  thereby  eliminating  the  eco- 
nomic loss  to  its  users  which  w'ould  result  from 
a  partial  or  piecemeal  program  spread  over 
many  years. 

•  "The  increase  in  cost  of  living  would  average  less 
than  one-tenth  of  one  percent  of  a  family's  average  in- 
come," Koeber  declared. 

"This  modernization  is  broadly  recognized  as 
urgently  needed.  The  cost-of-living  argument  is 
particularly  weak  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  in 
Effective  Buying  Income  per  capita  San  Fran- 
cisco ranks  as  first  among  all  cities  in  the  United 
States  of  over  500,000  population.  The  proposed 
fare  of  eight  and  one-third  cents  is  not  above  the 
average  for  comparable  cities  in  the  nation."

Admiral  Tisdale  Reports  on 
Bay  Area  Naval  Installations 

A  brief  report  on  San  Francisco's  naval  installations 
was  given  by  Rear  Admiral  Mahlon  S.  Tisdale.  Com- 
mandant. V.  S.  Naval  Base.  San  Francisco,  before  the 
Board  ol  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  at  its  meeting  on  January  24. 
•  San  Francisco  became  a  full  naval  base  on  Novem- 
ber 30.  1945.  Admiral  Tisdale  explained,  when  the  26 
existing  naval  installations  in  the  Bay  Area  were  or- 
ganized into  a  base  under  one  administrative  head — 
the  Commandant. 

"All  of  the  component  activities  are  separate 
commands,  each  under  direct  control  of  a  com- 
manding officer,"  Tisdale  stated.  "The  naval  base 
comprises  and  integrates  those  naval  activities 
which  contribute  to  the  mission  of  the  Naval 
Base,  to  serve  the  Fleet."

S.  F.  Chamber  Is  First 
To  Urge  Statehood 
For  Hawaii 

Immediate  admission  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Hawaii  to  statehood  was  urged 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  .San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
which  is  the  first  chamber  of  com- 
merce in  the  nation  to  take  such 
action. 

Asserting  that  Hawaii  has  fulfilled 
every  qualification  for  statehood,  the 
Board  cited  the  Territory's  well  function- 
ing, orderly  government  as  evidence  of 
Hawaii's  capacity  to  conduct  her  own 
affairs. 

•  Hawaii's  self-sustaining  economy  and 
\aluable  resources  and  property  also  give  her 
statehood  status,  (he  Board  maintained.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  the  Territory  has  greater 
population  than  four  states  and  a  greater 
area  I  haii  tliree  slates  in  the  Union. 

Though  a  Territory,  Hawaii  is  subject 
to  Federal  taxation  imposed  on  states, 
but  without  representation  in  Congress. 
Placing  Hawaii  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  other  states  of  the  United  States 
would  give  the  Territory  fair  representa- 
tion and  eliminate  unfair  discrimina- 
tions, the  Board  stated. 

•  From  the  military  standpoint,  the  admission  of 
Hawaii  to  statehood  would  have  far-reaching  inter- 
national importance,  for  it  would  bind  this  strategic 
military  base  more  closely  to  the  United  States,  it  was 
asserted. 

Brayton  Wilbur,  president  of  the  Chamber, 
pointed  out  that  the  admission  of  Hawaii  would 
also  have  great  social  significance.  "The  heteroge- 
neous people  of  Hawaii  have  already  demon- 
strated their  ability  to  integrate  their  lives  and 
interests  into  the  American  pattern  by  their 
harmonious  relations  and  their  loyalty  to  the 
United  States  during  World  War  II."  Wilbur  said. 
"Admission  of  Hawaii  to  statehood  would  inten- 
sify that  loyalty." 


Bay  Area  Expands 
Furniture  Production 

Increasing  importance  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  as  a  furniture 
production  center  is  reflected  in  an 
announcement  made  by  the  indus- 
trial departments  of  the  Oakland  and 
San  Francisco  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce. 

Plans  have  been  completed  by  the  Na- 
tional Automotive  Fibres  Corporation, 
the  largest  supplier  of  upholstered  equip- 
ment for  automotive  manufacturers,  to 
begin  the  manufacture  of  furniture  in 
the  Bay  Area.  Sales  headquarters  have 
already  been  established  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  Market  Week,  with  the  Oakland 
Division  selected  as  the  manufacturing 
site  from  among  the  company's  seven 
plants  throughout  the  country. 

Furniture  manufacturing  in  the  firm's  Oak- 
land plant  will  require  an  e.\pansion  of  some 
65,000  square  feet,  and  a  sizeable  expenditure 
for  new  construction  and  equipment.  Per- 
sonnel will  be  increased  by  200  to  250  people 
at  the  factory  level  and  will  constitute  an 
addition  to  the  industrial  permanent  payroll 
of  over  $750,000, 

•  Charles  Futterer,  autliority  in  furniture  produc- 
tion and  design,  and  recently  head  of  his  own  manu- 
facturing concern,  has  been  retained  to  supervise  the 
furniture  division,  according  to  J.  G.  Bannister,  Oak- 
land Divisional  Manager.

Payment  of  Philippine 
War  Damage  Urged 

Immediate  enactment  of  ("ongres- 
sioiuil  legislation  to  pro\'ide  for  the 
payment  of  war  damage  in  the  Phihp- 
pine  Islands  has  been  urged  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Cliamber  of  Commerce. 
•  The  Board  adopted  a  resolution  endors- 
ing Bill  S.  1610,  wilh  certain  amendments 
proposed  by  the  Chamber's  Philippine  Af- 
fairs Committee,  which  it  felt  would  accom- 
plish a  more  equitable  compensation  for  losses 
sustained. 

One  amendment  would  not  make  it  mandatory, 
as  the  Bill  now  states,  to  rebuild,  replace  or 
repair  property  before  payments  are  made,  but 
would  leave  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  Philippine 
Commission  to  determine,  in  individual  cases, 
whether  such  action  would  be  unreasonable  or 
impractical.  It  also  provides  that  nothing  shall 
preclude  the  partial  payment  of  claims  as  the 
rebuilding,  replacing  or  repairing  of  property 
progresses. 

Coupled  witli  this  measure  is  the  trade  relations  bill; 
the  early  approval  of  both  is  necessary  before  orderly 
rehabilitation  can  be  undertaken,  the  Board  stated.

•  ELECTRICAL  PRODUCTS 

A  spot  check  on  the  stocks  of  34  leading 
producers  of  electrical  refrigerators,  washers, 
radios,  ranges,  and  ironers  at  the  end  of  De- 
cember showed  no  excessive  inventories  of  fin- 
ished products  being  withheld  from  the  mar- 
ket, the  Civilian  Production  Administration 
has  disclosed.  Six  plants  had  no  inventories  at 
all.  I  hough  they  had  produced  a  total  of  78,525 
units — electrical  refrigerators,  washers  or 
radios — since  reconversion.  Another  six  com- 
panies (including  an  electric  ironer  firm)  had 
an  inventory  of  less  than  500  units  each.  As 
only  29  companies  were  in  production  at  that 
time,  of  the  34  firms  checked,  the  fact  that  12 
of  the  29  producing  companies  only  had  inven- 
tories of  less  than  500  units  each  indicates 
that  shipments  were  being  made  steadily. 

A  total  of  326,046  units — electrical  re- 
frigerators, washers,  radios,  ranges  or 
ironers  were  made  since  reconversion  by 
the  29  spot-checked  producing  plants. 
Only  47,350  units  of  this  total  were  in  in- 
ventory at  the  end  of  December,  the 
period  when  this  survey  was  made.  Many 
of  the  units  in  inventory  had  not  been 
shipped.  Civilian  Production  Administra- 
tion officials  found,  because  the  manu- 
facturer was  accumulating  quantities 
with  which  to  supply  his  distributors  for 
a  uniform  display  date,  or  because  pric- 
ing arrangements  had  not  been  com- 
pleted, or  because  of  difficulties  in  ob- 
taining crating  material. 

•  MOTOR   VEHICLES 

Sampling  of  the  condition  of  motor  vehicles 
available  in  surplus  as  of  December  21,  1945, 
showed  that  more  than  54  percent  rer|uired 
repairs,  6.8  percent  were  not  useable  as  ve- 
hicles and  only  6.1  percent  of  the  trucks  and 
jeeps  were  new,  the  .Surplus  Property  .Ad- 
ministration has  announced.  No  new  pas- 
senger cars  were  available. 

The  inventory  as  of  December  31,  1945, 
listed  31,084  surplus  motor  vehicles,  an 
increase  of  3,406  cars  over  the  November 
30  inventory.  The  bulk  of  these  vehicles 
were  trucks  and  jeeps,  totaling  together 
26,513  for  November  and  29,882  for  De- 
cember. 

•  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 

The  Department  of  .\griculture  has  reported 
to  the  .Surplus  Properl\  .Administration  that 
ac(|uisitionsof  surplus  agricultural  products  in 
December  1945  totaled  $16,800,000.  This  fig- 
ure is  twice  that  for  actpiisitions  in  Novemtier, 
but  far  below  the  $57,900,000  peak  reporte<l 
during  the  nionlli  of  ()(  lober.  The  report  said 
that  disposals,  on  the  other  hand,  dropped

•  GOVERNMENT  ACENOES 

According  to  Comptroller  (ieneral  Lindsay 
Warren,  there  are  29  Government  agencies 
lending  V.  S.  funds.  .5  insuring  deposits,  34 
buying  land.  16  in  wildlife  preservation.  10  in 
Federal  construction.  12  in  home  and  com- 
munity planning.  10  in  materials  and  con- 
struction. 28  in  welfare  matters.  14  in  forestrs- 
matters.  9  in  credit  and  finance.  4  in  bank  ex- 
amination, and  65  gathering  statistics. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

According  lo  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  the 
number  of  men  employed  increased  by  about 
1.200.000  between  December  and  January.  .■\t 
the  same  time  the  number  of  women  eniploxed 
showed  a  decline  of  more  than  800.000. 

These  preliminary  estimates  of  em- 
ployment and  unemployment  based  on  a 
cross-section  survey  of  the  civilian  popu- 
lation resulted  in  a  total  estimated  em- 
ployment in  Janury  of  51,720,000  or  al- 
most 400,000  greater  than  in  December. 
Changes  in  employment  and  unemploy- 
ment in  December-January  brought  the 
civilian  labor  force  to  a  level  of  53,990,000, 
a  figure  almost  700,000  above  December, 
and  1,200,500  above  the  number  in  the 
labor  force  in  l'>40. 

•  GENEVA  STEEL  PLANT 

It  is  expected  that  the  $200,000,000  (ieneva 
.Steel  Plant  near  Provo,  I'tah.  will  shortly  be 
declared  surplus  to  Government  needs,  and 
already  the  War  Assets  Coqxiration  has  called 
for  sealed  bids  or  proposals  for  its  purchase  or 
lease,  such  bids  or  proposals  to  be  opened  on 
April  1,  1946.  It  has  been  announced  that  a 
reduction  of  approximately  S3  a  ton  has  re- 
cently been  eflFected  in  the  cost  of  producing 
basic  pig  iron  in  the  Gene\a  plant. 

Other  developments  which  are  of  in- 
terest to  interested  bidders  are  the  facts 
that  the  Government  has  an  agreement 
with  the  Columbia  Iron  Mining  Com- 
pany which  will  assure  the  Geneva  plant

•  LUMBER  PRODUCTION 

According  to  the  Civilian  Production  Ad- 
ministration, lumber  production  in  1945 
amounted  to  27,356,074,000  hoard  feet,  which 
was  16  per  cent  less  than  in  1944.  Rec|uire- 
ments  for  1946  are  36  billion  board  feet,  re- 
flecting the  expected  impact  of  the  \  eterans' 
Emergency  Housing  Program.  The  December 
1945  production  alone  was  1,447,345,000 
board  feet,  a  decline  of  22.9  per  cent  from 
November  and  30.6  per  cent  less  than  De- 
cember 1944.  The  normal  seasonal  decline 
from  N'o\ ember  to  December  is  9.7  per  cent. 

•  SURPLUS  DISPOSAL 

Disposals  of  war  surplus  capital  and  pro- 
ducers' goods  handled  by  the  War  Assets 
Corporation  reached  a  new  high  of  $17,510,- 
000  reported  cost  of  property  sold  for  the 
week  ending  January  25,  1946,  but  tapered 
to  815,496,000  and  S'l4,640,000  for  the  weeks 
ending  February  1  and  February  8,  respec- 
tively, the  War  Assets  Corporation  has  re- 
ported. The  Government's  realization  on  the 
$17,510,000  sales  was  $8,597,000  or  49  per 
cent  of  reported  costs.  Peak  sales  attained 
during  the  week  of  January  25  were  largely 
attributed  to  increased  disposals  of  machine 
tools,  basic  chemicals,  steel  products  (rods, 
bars  and  strip  and  metal  working  machinery). 
These  figures  reflect  sales  of  all  categories  of 
capital  and  producers'  goods  made  by  the  31 
regional  offices  of  the  War  Assets  Corporation, 
but  do  not  include  sales  of  industrial  plants, 
real  estate,  aircraft  or  aircraft  parts  handled 
through  Washington. 

fjrand  total  sales  combined  of  air- 
craft, plants,  and  capital  and  producers' 
goods  were  $636,567,000  (reported  cost) 
through  December  31,  1945.  Preliminary 
reports  indicate  that  total  sales  through 
January  31  were  $810,705,000,  or  an  in- 
crease of  $174,138,000  over  total  sales 
through  December  31. 

•  TIRE  PRODUCTION 

During  1945  production  of  passenger  car 
and  motorcycle  tires  reached  28.292,112 
tires,  or  50  per  cent  above  the  1944  output.  It 
has  been  re\ealed  that  the  bulk  of  this  pro- 
duction went  into  civilian  replacement  chan- 
nels, giving  motorists  40  per  cent  more  tires 
last  year  than  they  got  in  the  peak  war  year 
of  1944.  Mr.  James  Sears,  Director  of  the 
Rubber  Division  of  the  Civilian  Production 
Administration,  has  stated,  "This  year  will 
not  see  tires  in  plentiful  supply.  Dri\ers 
should  continue  to  care  for  their  tires  as  they 
did  during  the  war.  Recapping  is  an  economy 
to  the  motorist  and  a  means  whereby  many 
thousands  of  miles  of  driving  may  be  added 
to  the  tires  on  cars  today." 


Chinese  Training  Group  Here 
to  Study  Bay  Area  Industries 

A  group  of  62  Chinese  trainees  wiio  have  spent  the  past  year  in  the  United 
States  studying  American  manufacturing  and  operating  methods  has  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  on  an  inspection  tour  of  the  Bay  Area  industries,  according 
to  a  joint  announcement  by  the  World  Trade  I^epartments  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Oakland  Chambers  of  Commerce. 

•  This  group  is  the  first  out  of  1,300  now 
in  the  U.  S.,  about  half  of  whom  will  sail 
from  San  Francisco.  They  will  be  returning 
to  China  between  now  and  September  after 
completing  their  training  course  in  various 
iiuluslries  thnnighoul  the  United  States. 

The  group  is  visiting  harbor  installa- 
tions, bridges,  shipyards,  railroads,  air- 
ports, and  telegraph,  telephone  and  radio 
operation  and  maintenance  centers  un- 
der the  sponsorship  of  the  two  chambers, 
the  China-America  Council  for  Trade 
&  Industry,  the  San  Franci.sco  Board  of 
Harbor  Commissioners  and  various  Bay 
Area  industrial  concerns. 

Hlcven  members  of  the  group  have  been 
studying  railroad  construction,  operation  and 
maintenance  in  San  Francisco  with  Southern 
Pacific.

S.  F.  Chamber  Urges 
of  Sears  Point 
Road  Project 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the 
need  for  improvement  of  Sears  Point 
road  and  Black  Point  cutoff  in  a  reso- 
lution sent  to  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

The  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by 
the  Board  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Chamber's  Traffic  and  HighwayCom- 
mittee,  urged  the  Department  to  under- 
take a  study  of  the  proposed  project 
"with  a  view  toward  making  it  usable  as 
a  main  commercial  and  passenger  ve- 
hicle artery  from  Sacramento  Valley  and 
northern  points  to  San  Francisco  via 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge." 
•  Purpose  of  the  project,  according  to 
E.  L.  Turkington,  committee  chairman,  is  to 
relieve  the  .San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge 
of  much  of  its  present  peak-hour  congestion 
by  making  it  practicable  for  trucks  and  cars 
to  travel  the  20-mile  route  linking  X'allejo 
and  Ignacio  with  U.  S.  40. 


Seattle  C  of  C  Favors 
Hawaiian  Statehood 

Indication  that  the  movement  to  admit  Hawaii  to 
full  statehood  was  gaining  momentum  became  apparent 
with  the  recent  announcement  by  the  Seattle  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  its  support  of  the  statehood  bill. 
•  In  a  letter  to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. Ken  Brown,  vice  president  in  charge  of  opera- 
tions of  the  Seattle  Chamber,  said  that  copies  of  the 
statehood  recommendation  approved  by  its  Board  had 
been  sent  to  the  Chambers  Washington.  D.  C.  office 
for  distribution  to  its  delegation. 

The  Seattle  Chamber*8  action  follows  the  San 
Francisco  CJiambcr's  Initial  move  amonji  cham- 
bers of  commerce  recently  In  urftlnfi  Hawaiian 
statehood.

While  in  Oakland  the  t^roup  visited  the 
world  headquarters  of  the  Naval  Air  Transport 
Service  and  was  ftlven  the  privilofte  of  becoming 
the  first  civilian  group  to  view  radar  landing 
equipment. 

•  Engineering  trainees  in  the  group  were  taken  on 
a  tc.ur  ot  the  Pacitic  (las  &  Electric  Company  sub- 
station at  Newark,  the  world's  largest  sub-station, 
following  which  they  visited  P.  G.  &  E.'s  steam  and 
power  plant  in  Oakland.

Inspected  engineering  features  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay  Bridge.

1945  Civilian  Income  For 
State  Below  1944  Figure 

California's  civilian  per  c-apita  in- 
come for  1^45  was  SI, 415,  with  resi- 
dents recei\'ing  a  total  of  $11,492,- 
100,000,  according  to  unofficial  pre- 
liminary estimates  released  by  the 
California  Stale  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  estimated  1945  per  capita  income 
is  under  the  $1,540  California  civilian  per 
capita  income  for  1944.  It  is  still  well 
above  the  1944  national  per  capita  of 
$1,117,  and  California's  per  capita  in- 
come of  !!!737  in  1939. 

Decline  in  intensive  wartime  manufacture — 
with  high  wages  and  heavy  overtime — ac- 
counted for  most  of  the  disparity  between  the 
state's  1945  civilian  income  total  and  the 
$I2,263,400,()00  total  of  1944 -all-time  high 
in  the  flate's  economic  history.  Compared 
with  California's  1939ci\ilian  income  total  of 
$5,013,000,000,  the  1945  preliminary  figures 
indicate  a  gain  of  over  129  per  cent,  the  .State 
Chamber's  survcv  shows. 

"In  any  forecast  nf  1946  incnmr  and  Its  influ- 
ence upon  trade,  allowance  must  he  made  for  the 
enormous  backloj^  of  deferred  demands  accumu- 
latlnii  throuuh  tlie  war  years,  and  the  ftreat  In- 
crease In  liquid  assets,"  the  rep«irt  cautions. 
"Such  assets,  held  by  California  Individuals  and 
firms,  rose  from  $4,410,000,000  at  the  close  of 
I9.<9  to  $1.S,.>SI. 000.000  In  mld-l44.S  about  three 
and  nne-half  times  the  California  prewar  total 
and  8.1  per  cent  of  the  national."

•  The  Auditorium,  according  to  their  an- 
nouncement, will  ha\e  a  planned  seating 
capacitv-  of  more  than  one  thousand  and  up- 
to-date  e(iuipment  for  serving  as  the  hub  of 
the  City's  educational  activities  and  a  meet- 
ing place  for  all  major  gatherings.  Provision  is 
being  niade  for  installing  complete  broadcast- 
ing facilities  including  television  eijuipment 
when  available.

"It  is  our  intention,"  the  announce- 
ment says,  "to  make  this  part  of  Apparel 
City  a  focal  point  for  those  activities 
which  are  of  greatest  consumer  interest, 
as  distinct  from  the  manufacturing  and 
other  strictly  intra-mural  operations 
which  surround  it.

C  of  C  Aviation  Group 
Has  New  Members 

New  appointments  to  the  Aviation 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  have  been  an- 
nounced by  President  Brayton  Wilbur. 

They  are  Richard  C.  Bradley, 
manager,  Aviation  Division,  Mar- 
keting Department,  Standard  Oil 
Company  of  California;  and  Wil- 
liam E.  Gallagher,  Service  En- 
gineer, International  Business 
Machine  Company,  and  chairman 
of  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Aviation  Committee. 


Slum  Clearance  Is 
Chamber  Objective 

Clearance  of  slum  dwellings  from 
San  Francisco  areas  destined  for  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  development 
is  the  object  of  action  taken  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber's  Board  of 
Directors. 

This  action  results  from  a  recommendation 
by  the  Sites  and  Buildings  .Section  of  the 
Chamber's  Industrial   Department. 

The  Chamber  advocates  an  agreement 
between  the  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
whereby  funds  made  available  by  the 
Authority  shall  be  used  as  a  revolving 
fund  for  slum  clearing  purposes. 

•  According  to  J.  F.  Barrett,  chairman  of 
the  Sites  and  Buildings  Section,  "The  Hous- 
ing Authority  is  not  required  to  pay  taxes  on 
its  housing  properties.  However,  provisions 
are  made  for  the  payment  of  certain  portions 
of  its  income  from  rents  to  the  City.  These 
pavments  for  the  past  year  will  aggregate 
$403,810.94.  Of  this  total  amount  $238,145 
are  'mandatory'  payments  to  be  made  on  war 
housing  properties  and  $13,691  are  232  pcr 
cent  of  the  shelter  rent  on  permanent  public 
projects,  leaving  $151,974  as  a  'voluntary' 
payment  which  the  Authority  proposes  to 
make  to  the  City  but  which  it  could  use  for 
bond  redemption  or  other  purposes." 

Under  the  proposed  agreement  between  the 
Authority  and  the  Supervisors,  the  Supervisors 
would  return  the  $151,974  to  the  Authority  to 
acquire  slum  properties  by  condemnation,  clear 
them  and  then  sell  them  by  competitive  bid.  By 
this  procedure  an  attempt  would  be  made  to  in- 
crease areas  in  appropriate  districts  of  the  City 
available  for  industrial  purposes. 

•  In  his  report  to  the  Chamber  Board,  Barrett 
said.  "Your  Sites  and  Buildings  Section  is  vitally  con- 
cerned over  tlie  availability  of  factory  sites  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  is  engaged  in  a  number  of  activities  to  coun- 
teract the  increasing  use  of  San  Francisco  real  estate 
for  non-productive  purposes,  .\nything  which  will  tend 
to  make  more  land  available  for  commercial  and  indus- 
trial use  merits  the  most  careful  consideration." 

It  is  understood  that  the  funds  which  are  to  be 
used  have  accumulated  because  of  the  occupancy 
of  public  housing  by  comparatively  high-income 
families  during  the  war,  resulting  in  profitable 
rentals  rather  than  the  need  of  subsidies,  and 
that  any  reduction  in  slum  dwellings  will  be  more 
than  offset  by  plans  of  the  Housing  Authority  for 
new  dwellings  in  San  Francisco. 


Legislation  Sought  By 
C  of  C  to  Clear  Up 
Labor  Situation 

On  recommendation  of  its  .Manu- 
facturers' Committee  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  has  approved  meas- 
ures which  it  feels  should  be  enacted 
into  federal  labor  legislation,  it  was 
announced  today. 

•  Chairman  of  the  Manufacturers'  Com- 
mittee is  Roland  Tognazzini. 

Immediate  legislation  to  accomplish  the 
following  eight  points  is  called  for  in  the 
Chamber's  boarrl  action: 

(11  .Set  up  a  Mediation  Board  to  aid  in  the  vol- 
untary settlement  of  labor  disputes; 

(2)  Require  that  at  least  a  .S-day  notice  of 
strikes  and  lockouts  be  given  to  the  Board; 

(.?)  Provide  for  a  30-day  cooling  off  period  if  the 
Board  takes  jurisdiction  in  a  controversy; 

(4)  Make  labor  contracts  enforceable; 

(f>)  Authorize  the  courts  to  enjoin  threats  of 
violence; 

(6)  Prohibit  boycotts  in  jurisdictional  disputes 
and  provide  for  denial  of  bargaining  rights,  as 
specified  in  the  National  Labor  Relations  Act,  to 
violators  of  such  prohibition; 

(7)  Exclude  "supervisory  employees"  from  jur- 
isdiction of  the  National  Labor  Relations  Act;  and 

(8)  Require  the  Board  to  study  and  make  rec- 
ommendations for  legislation  to  promote  the 
uninterrupted  production  and  distribution  of 
goods  and  services. 

•  Many  business  organizations  which  are  said  to 
be  concerned  over  recent  nationwide  production  stop- 
pages are  reported  to  be  advocating  legislation  similar 
to  that  sought  by  the  local  Chamber.

Relief  for  Gold  Miners 
Advocated  by  C  of  C 

Reimbursement  for  capital'and  cer- 
tain other  losses  sustained  as  a  direct 
result  of  the  War  Production  Board's 
Limitation  Order  L-208  by  gold  mine 
owners  and  operators  was  advocated 
today  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 

Legislation  to  reimburse  gold  miners 
for  certain  losses  resulting  directly  from 
the  unusual  WPB  order  has  been  intro- 
duced in  Congress  by  Congressman  Clair 
Engle  of  Red  Bluff  and  recently  has  been 
the  subject  of  hearings  in  Washington. 

•  Phil  R.  Bradley,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
State  Mining  Board,  President  of  the  Mother 
Lode  Mining  .Association  and  a  member  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  Mining  Com- 
mittee, attended  the  hearings  and  presented 
the  local  Committee's  report  to  the  Chamber 
Board  with  Robert  M.  Searls,  another  mem- 
ber of  the  group. 

•  According  to  the  report,  "gold  mining  has  con- 
tributed importantly  to  the  economic  growth  and  wel- 
fare of  the  Citv  of  San  Francisco:  the  production  of 
$50,048,485  worth  of  gold  in  1940  in  California  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  smallest  gold  production  in  the  state  since 
1849  ...  the  production  in  1944  being  $4,108,055  .  .  . 

"Operations  of  the  gold  mining  industry  were 
closed  or  curtailed  in  behalf  of  the  war  effort  by 
War  Production  Board  Limitation  Order  L-208 
which  subsequently  has  been  demonstrated  not 
to  have  been  warranted,  but  which  caused  pro- 
duction to  decline  as  indicated  and  caused  mine 
operators  and  owners  to  suffer  severe  losses. 

•  "Gold  mining  is  the  only  industry  which  was 
furmally  'wiped  out'  by  WPB  regulations  and  sustained 
losses  accordingh'. 

"The  general  resumption  of  gold  mining  will 
be  essential  as  a  source  of  future  employment 
directly  in  mining  operations  and  indirectly  In 
communities  throughout  the  state  that  are  de- 
pendent on  gold  mining."

City  Improvement  Program  of 
$8,000,000  Delayed  by  Suit 


Drive  Launched  on  Wage 
Violations  in  Building  Industry 

Building  and  construction  firms  in 
this  area  are  being  notified  by  W'illiam 
A.  Babcock,  Jr.,  regional  director  for 
the  Wage  -Stabilization  Board,  that  a 
drive  to  check  wage  control  violations 
in  the  industry  is  underway  and  will 
be  followed  up  with  strict  enforce- 
ment action. 

According  to  Babcock,  any  unapproved 
wage  increases  above  the  prevailing  area 
rate  on  October  i,  1942,  are  illegal,  and 
employers  are  subject  to  penalties  in  the 
form  of  recommended  income  tax  disal- 
lowances up  to  the  full  amount  of  viola- 
tion wages  paid. 

•  The  present  drive  is  designed  partially  to 
give  employers  an  opportunity  to  file  applica- 
tions for  approval  of  their  wage  schedules 
with  the  Wage  .Adjustment  Board,  Babcock 
said.

Governor  Signs  Bill  to 
Provide  Disability 
Insurance  Benefits 

Governor  Warren,  on  March  5, 
signed  Senate  Bill  40,  an  amendment 
to  the  l^nemployment  Insurance  Act 
which  would  estafjlish  a  system  of  l^n- 
employment  Compensation  Disability 
Benefit  pavments. 

•  Purpose  of  the  Act  was  to  compensate  in 
part  for  the  wage  loss  sustained  by  individuals 
unemployed  because  of  sickness  or  injury.  Un- 
der the  new  law,  the  maximum  allowable  sick- 
ness benefit  would  be  $20  per  week,  the  same 
as  payments  for  unemployment. 

Under  the  present  law,  workers  are  al- 
lowed 23^4  weeks  of  regular  unemploy- 
ment insurance  benefits.  Maximum 
period  for  a  combination  of  disability 
and  unemployment  insurance  in  any 
given  year  would  be  35  weeks. 

•  All  sickness  and  disability  payments 
will  be  paid  from  the  1%  payment  check  con- 
tribution to  the  State  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance Fund  made  by  the  employee,  a  contribu- 
tion which  will  be  set  aside  in  the  future  in  a 
special  disability  fund. 

Effective  date  of  this  measure  is  May 
21,  1946.  Benefits  will  become  payable  a 
year  from  that  date  unless  the  Govern- 
ment allows  withdrawal  of  the  1944  and 
1945  employees  contribution  from  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Fund. 

Ktiuivalent  of  a  waiting  period  of  se\en  days 
is  necessary  before  benefits.  No  benefits  will 
be  allowed  if  wages  continue  during  sickness, 
and  no  benefits  will  be  payable  if  the  worker 
receives  payment  under  the  Workers  Com- 
pensation Insurance  Act. 

The  Act  further  states  that  the  first  claim  for 
disability  benefits  during  the  period  of  sickness 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  physician's  certificate. 
It  also  includes  a  provision  authorizing  alterna- 
tive private  benefit  plans  with  benefits  equal  to  or 
greater  than  the  state  benefits.  Employees  carry- 
ing this  type  of  insurance  are  exempt  from  paying 
1%  into  the  State  fund.

Admiral  William  F.  Halsey,  Jr.,  has 
been  elected  vice  president  of  Pan 
American  World  Airways  Pacific  and 
Alaska  Division  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement b>'  President  Juan  T.

•  Admiral  Halsey  will  be  the  senior  Pan 
American  officer  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  where 
he  will  have  direct  charge  of  the  .System's  ser- 
vice to  Honolulu,  New  Zealand  and  Australia, 
as  well  as  the  new  service  which  Pan  American 
is  planning  to  Japan  and  the  Orient. 

He  will  take  over  his  new  duties  in  April.

To  break  this  bottleneck,  Hanlon  said, 
Clyde  C.  Kennedy,  with  whom  the  Public 
Works  Director  entered  into  a  contract 
to  provide  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
North  Point  Sewage  Treatment  Plant, 
has  applied  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a 
writ  of  mandate  to  compel  City  Control- 
ler Harry  D.  Ross  to  make  the  first  pay- 
ment under  his  contract. 

This  proceeding  has  been  instituted  by  at- 
torneys John  1..  McNab  and  Walter  E.  Plett- 
man. 

•  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Con- 
ference has  obtained  permission  for  its  attor- 
neys, Allen  G.  Wright  and  Sylvester  J. 
McAtee  to  file  a  brief  as  friend  of  the  court 
in  support  of  Kennedy's  petition.

•  Commenting  on  the  issues  involved  in  the  tax- 
payers' suit.  Hanlon  said,  "Tlie<3uestions  submitted  tor 
decision  demand  prompt  answer  if  ttie  best  interests  of 
San  Francisco  are  to  lie  served.  Ottierwise.  San  Fran- 
cisco will  be  brought  to  a  standstill  in  the  very  inception 
of  a  program  of  public  improvements  long  postponed 
due  to  war  restrictions  and  now  urgently  required  to 
meet  demands."'

•  ALASKA  INDUSTRY 

Alaska's  iiiiporlaiit  fishing  and  freighting 
industries,  handicapped  by  boat  shortage? 
throughout  the  war,  will  have  a  chance  in  the 
near  future  to  ac(|uire  some  55  surplus  craft 
which  cost  the  Government  several  ntillion 
dollars. 

The  boats  are  the  first  of  many  which 
are  expected  to  be  declared  surplus  in 
Alaskan  waters  by  the  Navy,  Army  and 
Coast  Guard. 

It  is  hoped  that  action  of  this  kind  will 
enable  a  resumption  of  full-scale  fishing  oper- 
ations in  Alaska. 

In  addition  to  the  boats  in  Alaska, 
other  small  craft  are  being  declared  sur- 
plus in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico. 

•  VETERANS'  HOUSING 

In  an  effort  to  speed  up  the  veterans  emer- 
gency housing  program.  Construction  Field 
Offices  will  be  set  up  by  the  Civilian  Produc- 
tion Administration  in  each  of  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration  areas.  These  offices 
will  administer  CP.A's  responsibilities  in 
screening  commercial  and  inrlustrial  construc- 
tion applications  under  the  pending  order. 

Citizens'  Housing  Committees,  repre- 
senting the  various  interests  in  the  com- 
munity, will  be  established  to  advise 
these  Field  Officers  on  the  essentiality  and 
non-deferrability  of  local  building 
projects. 

The  recommendations  of  these  local  com- 
mittees will  be  given  full  consideration.  On 
cases  not  considered  locally  to  be  essential 
and  non-fleferrablc,  afipeals  may  be  made  to 
Washington. 


•  IRON  AND  STEEL  SCRAP 

The  need  for  iron  and  steel  scrap  has  be- 
come so  imperative  that  the  Civilian  ['reduc- 
tion Administration  has  appealed  to  Mr.  antl 
Mrs.  .America  to  scour  their  premises  and 
help  provide  additional  iron  and  steel  scrap 
over  the  next  four  to  six  months  to  meet  the 
expanding  demands  for  housing  needs  and 
consuiners  goofis  products. 

From  an  estimated  5,600,000  tons  of 
scrap  reached  at  the  height  of  the  War 
Production  Board  drive  in  mid-1943,  the 
scrap  stockpile  had  dropped  to  about  3 
million  tons  at  the  end  of  the  war.  ,\c- 
cording  to  CPA  this  is  a  bare  working 
minimum.

New  Mineral  Ore  Pilot 
Plant  Ready  at  Shasta 

Initial  operations  of  a  pilot  plant 
for  testing  mineral  ores  at  Shasta 
Dam  last  week  were  witnessed  by 
R.  E.  F"isher,  Vice  President  of  the 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company, 
Fred  J.  Mahr,  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Engineer  for  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company,  and  G.  L. 
Fox,  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department. 

•  The  opening  of  the  plant  which  has  long 
had  the  interest  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber's Mining  Committee  was  celebrated  by 
ceremonies  in  the  course  of  which  addresses 
were  delivered  by  Dr.  R.  S.  Dean,  .'\ssistant 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  State  Sena- 
tor Oliver  J.  Carter,  in  behalf  of  the  Redding 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Congressman  Clair 
Engle  and  others. 

The  plant  is  located  at  Shasta  Dam  on 
the  Sacramento  River  near  Redding  and 
provides  facilities  for  testing  ore  deposits 
of  northern  California  and  adjacent  areas 
to  determine  their  value  in  production  of 
high  quality  alloys  by  the  process  of  the 
electric  arc  furnace.  Operation  of  the 
furnace  of  the  Herault  type  was  com- 
menced last  week.  It  has  a  maximum 
holding  capacity  of  approximately  six 
tons  and  its  power  will  be  delivered  over 
a  direct  line  from  the  Shasta  power  plant. 

The  Mines  and  Reclamation  Bureaus  of  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior  have  cooperated 
closely  in  making  the  plant  possible.

S.  F.  PASSENGER  TRIPS  HIT  160  MILLION  IN  1945 


There  were  appro.ximately  160  million  passenger  trips  made  to  and  from 
San  Francisco  through  the  Peninsula.  East  Bay  and  North  Ba>'  gateways 
during  1045.  according  to  a  report  released  b\"  the  Chamber. 

E.xclusive  of  water-borne  arrivals  and  departures,  this  is  an  average  daily  of  438,000 
separate  trips  or  219,000  two-way  trips. 

Over  one-half  or  53.5  per  cent  of  these  trips  were  through  the  East  Bay  gateway  over  the 
Bay  Bridge,  including  passenger  trips  to  Treasure  Island,  while  36.2  per  cent  were  made 
through  the  Peninsula  gateways  and  10.3  per  cent  through  the  North  Bay  via  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge. 

•  Peninsula  gateways  accounted  for  49  per  cent  of  the  vehicular  passengers  and  17  per 
cent  of  the  interurban  transit  passengers,  while  the  East  Bay  accounted  for  41  per  cent  of  the 
vehicular  passengers  and  73  per  cent  of  the  inlerurban  transit  passengers,  and  the  Xorih  Bay 
10  per  cent  of  the  vehicular  passengers  and  10  per  cent  of  the  inlerurban  transit  passengers. 

Many  of  the  passenger  trips  during  a  large  part  of  1945  were  influenced  by  the  war 
activities  concentrated  at  numerous  large  bases  in  the  Bay  .\rea.  While  the  pattern 
revealed  by  these  trips  for  the  past  year  is  not  necessarily  representative  of  an  average 
condition,  it  serves  to  show  the  extent  of  the  passenger  trips  in  and  out  of  San  Fran- 
cisco through  the  several  gateways. 

Daily  averaRf  passenger  trips  and  additional  details  of  the  study  are  presented  in  the  accompanying  table.

Chamber  Board  Takes  Action 
on  Canning  Industry  Dispute 

.Aiu  interference  with  the  pro<iuction,  proc- 
essing and  distribution  of  food  products  by 
jurisdictional  disputes  is  against  the  common 
interests  and  future  welfare  of  all  people,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  -San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  declared  in  a  resolu- 
tion adopted  last  week  on  recommendation  of 
the  Chamber's  .Agricultural  Committee.

"WHERE.AS.  this  total  is  most  necessary  for  the 
health  and  well-being  of  the  peoples  of  the  world  ; 
and 

"WHERE.AS.  in  the  processing  plants  of  C::ali- 
fornia  there  is  now  and  has  been  for  some  time,  a 
jurisdictional  dispute  between  two  labor  fac- 
tions; and 

"WHEREAS,  this  dispute  is  not  based  on  wages, 
hours  or  working  conditions  or  in  dispute  with

■WHEREAS,  the  farmers  of  this  State  have 
complied  with  all  the  requests  of  the  Federal  Gov-

Frank  Bodine  Will  Head  1946  C  of  C 
Membership  Campaign,  May  14-17 


A  concerted  drive  to  enlist  new 
members  for  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  was  announced  to- 
dav  with  Frank  E.  Bodine,  San 
Francisco  manager,  Westinghouse 
Electric  Corporation,  as  chairman.

Immediate  Sale  of 
Geneva  Plant  Urged 

K.irliest  possible  sale  of  the  govern- 
ment-owned steel  plant  at  Ceneva, 
I'tah,  is  urged  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  upon  recommendation  of 
the  Chamber's  Manufacturers  Com- 
inittee  and  Iron  and  Steel  .Section. 

Opening  of  bids  for  the  disposal  of  the 
(Jeneva  steel  plant  had  been  originally 
scheduled  for  March  1,  subsequently  de- 
ferred until  .\pril  1  and  more  recently 
postponed  to  May  1. 

•In  urging  immediate  sale  of  the  plant, 
the  Board  realitirmefl  the  position  taken  pre- 
viously by  the  Western  -States  Council  in 
advocating  earliest  possible  sale  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder,  a  disposal  price  consistent 
willi  prospective  earning  power  and  the  es- 
tablislinient  of  a  pricing  policy  by  the  favor- 
able liidder  that  would  assure  supplies  of 
steel  for  western  fabricators  under  competi- 
tive conditions. 


Publication  of  the  hrsl  comprehen- 
sive survey  of  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region  industrial  location  factors  in 
over  fifteen  years  is  announced  by  the 
San     Francisco    Chamber    of    Com- 


•  The  Survey  publication  spearheads  a 
concerted  drive  by  the  Chamber  to  bring  new- 
industry  into  the  Bay  Region  through  can- 
vassing prospective  manufacturers  in  other 
pans  of  the  coiiiUr\-. 

Produced  at  a  cost  of  over  $20,000  and 
published  in  three  colors,  the  .^8  page 
brochure  is  profusely  illustrated  with 
photographs,  maps,  charts,  graphs  and 
diagrams.  It  is  titled,  "The  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Region  as  a  Factory  Location." 

•  .Main  use  of  the  survey  will  l)e  in  siiles 
presentations  to  prospective  new  Bay  Region 
industries  but  it  will  also  be  employed  in  area 
arlvertising  and  pulilicity  work. 

The  survey  brings  out  that  there  are 
over  4,500  diversified  factories  in  the  area, 
shows  the  advantages  of  the  twelve 
county  area  for  small  as  well  as  large 
plants. 

It  gives  a  wealth  of  detail  on  such  matters 
as  environment,  geography,  transportation, 
materials,  markets,  labor,  sites  and  buildings, 
power  and  fuel,  water,  capital  and  credit, 
taxes,  and  waste  disposal  and  drainage.  These 
are  factors  of  prime  importance  to  the  location 
of  new  industry. 

•  Fifteen  Charts,  11  maps.  13  tablos.  and  over  a 
luin'truil  phiitograplis  arc  included  in  the  brochure. 

"This  survey  is  the  most  effective  answer  to 
those   who   have   not    reaiized    how   far   the   Bay 
Region  has  shot  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  country, 
observed  Alfred  H.  Meyer,  chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Industrial  Committee. 

"It  is  an  objective  and  thorough  appraisal  of  the 
region  which  was  made,  usins  tlie  facilities  of  a  dozen 
Cliamber  departments.  It  has  been  nearly  two  years 
in  preparation  and  represents  tlie  most  accurate  com- 
pilation of  data  obtainable  to  date."

•  Total  1946  developments  up  to 
March  1  amount  to  212  projects  with 
outla>s  of  $18,647,800,  greatly  exceed- 
ing total  developments  for  the  same 
period  last  \-ear  when  85  projects  were 
listed  with  total  expenditures  of  $12- 
071,000. 

•  Bay  Area  (12  County)  tabulations  (or 
February  1''46  account  for  49  of  the  new  ven- 
tures costing  approximately  S3. 544.800  and  4J 
expansions  of  existing  plants  to  require  about 
S3.').W.OOO.  for  a  total  of  92  announcements 
and  S7.474.800  in  expenditures. 

This  is  more  than  double  the  expansion 
recorded  for  the  Bay  Area  for  February 
I94.S  when  only  ii  projects  were  announced 
with  outlays  of  $i,.=i62.700.

C  of  C  Acts  to  Release 
Additional  Office 
Building  Space 

Space  requirements  of  government 
agencies  should  be  coordinated  in 
order  to  prevent  the  wasteful  use  of 
office  space  in  .San  Francisco,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  F"ran- 
cisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  declared 
in  a  statement  released  today. 
•  To  stimulate  action  on  such  a 
plan,  the  Chamber  sent  a  letter  to 
the  Director  of  War  Mobilization  and 
Reconversion,  requesting  the  Director 
to  issue  an  order  requiring  the  pub- 
lication of  monthly  reports  on  the 
status  of  space  occupied  by  govern- 
ment agencies  in  metropolitan  areas. 

While  many  agencies  have  cooperated 
wholeheartedly  in  efforts  to  improve  the 
utilization  of  space  at  their  command, 
the  Board's  report  states,  other  agencies 
have  continued  to  retain  all  of  the  space 
occupied  at  the  peak  of  the  war  although 
their  operations  have  diminished  ma- 
terially. 

By  making  authentic  information  on  the 
status  of  space  available  at  a  central  source, 
unneeded  space  could  be  released  and  the 
wasteful  use  of  space  eliminated,  it  is  con- 
tended, thus  helping  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber in  its  efforts  to  find  accommodations  in 
San  Francisco  for  all  private  enterprise  and 
governmental  agencies  desiring  to  have  head- 
quarters here. 


Emporium  Buys  Stock 
in  Apparel  City 

-San  F"rancisco's  Apparel  Cit>'  was 
given  added  stimulus  last  week  when 
it  was  announced  that  The  Kmporium- 
Capwell  Company  had  purchased 
S25,000  worth  of  "stock  in  the 
operati\e,  non-profit  enterprise. 

With  this  investment,  the  Einporiutn 
became  the  first  retail  store  to  help  un- 
derwrite the  project. 

.\pparel  City  officials  declared  that  the 
store's  action  not  only  indicated  the  wide- 
spread national  interest  that  the  project  had 
attracted,  but  it  also  demonstrated  the  com- 
munity's faith  in,  and  wholehearted  support 
of  the  project.

•  Trend 

( ".eneral  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  during  February  continued  at  a 
~li;^htiy  higher  level  than  a  year  ago  but  iiccording  to  the  seasonal  pattern  was 
under  the  January  le\el.  Our  February-  index  amounted  to  188.6  compared  to 
2(16.2  in  Januar\-  and  187.0  last  Februar\'. 

.\  number  of  activities,  however,

rhe  cost  of  Hvinft  Indel  for  .San  Francisco  during 
t  i-hruarv  reported  by  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor 
»;is  I.U.iforall  Items.  This  was  1.7  per  cent  above 
last  Kebruary  but  CS  per  cent  under  tlie  preceding 
month.  Compared  to  last  February  food  prices 
wire  up  1.7  per  cent,  cinthina  i.S  per  cent  and 
miscellaneous  items  1.8  per  cent.  Rent,  housina,

I  iry.  The  total  wage  earners  working  were 

ported  at  80.500  and  was  4.2  per  cent  under 
lie  1040  base. 

Reports  on  15  cities  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  .\rea  for  the  week  ending  March 
14  from  the  California  Department  of 
Kmployment  reveal  48,507  compensable 
claims  and  2,575  claims  in  the  waiting 
period.  There  were  also  18,238  veterans 
claims.  In  the  State  the  total  unemploy- 
ment claims  amounted  to  234,888  of 
"hich  208,727  were  classified  as  compen- 
sable with  13,437  waiting,  and  there  were 
'>7,607  veteran  claims.  The  February 
weekly  average  number  of  persons  paid 
unemployment  insurance  in  .San  Fran- 
cisco was  16,671  compared  to  15,701  in 
January,  and  in  the  State  was  229,573  in 
February  compared  to  220,073  in  Janu- 
ary. State  funds  available  for  unemploy- 
ment benefits  amounted  to  $727,641,- 
677.22  at  the  end  of  February. 


The  indigent  aid  case  load  and  total  ex- 
penditures in  February  in  the  three  principal 
areas  of  California  were  above  a  year  ago. 
Persons  aided  and  expenditures  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  .Area  increased  85  per  cent  and 
6i  per  cent  respectively,  in  Los  Angeles  89 
per  cent  and  64  per  cent,  and  in  San  Diego 
69  per  cent  and  48  per  cent. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  were  11,44.^  job  open- 
ings in  the  15  San  Francisco  Bay  .\rea  cities  ac- 
cording to  the  U.  S.  Employment  S.'rvice  durlna 
February.  Professional  opportunities  accounted 
for  749.  clerical  and  sales  5,163,  service  1.474, 
skilled  1.442.  semi-skilled  909,  and  unskilled  I.6.S6. 

•  Retail  Trade 

February  department  store  retail  dollar 
sales  in  San  Francisco  Metropolitan  .Area 
were  reported  1 2  per  cent  abo\e  last  Feb- 
ruary with  the  two  months'  cumulative  up  9 
per  cent.  .Sales  in  the  Central  \'alle\'  were  up 
22  per  cent  and  18  per  cent  respectively,  in 
t  he  Los  .Angeles  .Area  23  per  cent  an<l  1 7  per 
cent  respectively,  and  sales  in  California  rose 
18  per  cent  and  13  per  cent  respectively.  Re- 
tail sales  of  independent  stores  in  San  F'ran- 
cisco  were  up  7  per  cent  over  a  \ear  ago  ac- 
cording to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  latest 
report  for  Januarv'. 

Other  Bay  Area  cities  reported,  showed 
good  gains.  Oakland  sales  were  up  6  per 
cent,  Berkeley  27  per  cent,  Pittsburg  25 
per  cent,  Palo  Alto  35  per  cent,  and  Santa 
Rosa  19  per  cent.  Sales  for  the  State  were 
up  11  per  cent. 

In  San  P'rancisco.  January  food  store  siale.'*  wert* 
identical  lo  a  year  ago.  but  restaurant  and  eatinp  places 
sales  were  up  7  per  cent,  drug  stores  S  per  cent,  men's 
riotlung  13  per  cent,  women's  ready-to-wear  10  per 
cent,  motor  vehicle  dealers  28  per  cent,  furniture  stores 
18  per  cent,  hardware  stores  30  per  cent  and  miscel- 
laneous 52  per  cent.  Only  jewelry  stores  reported  lower 
sales  which  were  4  per  cent  under  last  year. 

•  Wholesale  Trade 

W  holesale  sales  onjhe  Pacific  Coast  during 
January  showed  good  gains  over  last  January 
but  were  lower  than  the  nations  average.  On 
the  Pacific  Coast,  sales  were  up  8  per  cent 
over  last  January  but  were  4  per  cent  under 
December.  January  sales  for  the  nation  were 
up  18  per  cent  over  last  January,  and,  con- 
trar\  to  the  usual  seasonal  treml,  were  up 
4   per  lenl   above   December. 

Pacific  Coast  sales  in  January  com- 
pared to  last  January  for  several  lines 
were  as  follows:  automobile  supplies  up 
27  per  cent,  shoes  24  per  cent,  meat  19 
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per  cent,  hardware  22  per  cent,  lumber 
8  per  cent.  Sales  of  clothing  were  5  per 
cent  under  last  January  but  93  per  cent 
above  December.  E  ectrical  goods  were 
down  2  per  cent  from  last  January  but 
up  5.7  per  cent  above  December.  Sales  of 
furniture  were  also  up  in  January  over 
the  preceding  month  and  over  last  year 
while  sales  of  food  were  up  6  per  cent  over 
last  year  but  showed  no  increase  over  the 
preceding  month. 

•  Highlights: 

Housing — New  residential  permits  taken 
out  in  .San  F'rancisco  during  the  first  two 
months  of  the  year  called  for  374  single  family 
dwellings  valued  at  $2,172,870.  In  addition 
there  were  other  residential  permits  prtjviding 
95  dwellings  to  cost  $519,700.  In  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  .Area  housing  construction  as 
announced  by  the  Daily  Pacific  Builder  during 
the  past  month  as  planned  or  under  way 
totaled  over  $35  million  and  involves  nearly 
3,500  residences.

Large  Scale  Industrialization 
Of  China  Foreseen  by  Expert 

Establishinent  of  ke\'  industries  in 
China  can  be  accomplished  within 
five  years  with  the  aid  of  foreign 
loans,  according  to  Kao  Ping-Shu, 
Expert,  Ministry-  of  Economic  Af- 
fairs, China,  and  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Sino-International  Economiic 
Research  Center. 

.\ppearing  at  a  press  conference  at  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
recently,  Kao  expressed  the  opinion  that 
China  can  be  industrialized  within  15  to 
20  years  on  a  scale  comparable  to  pre-war 
Europe, 

•  Kao's  overall  estimate  of  loans  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  the  first  step  in  Chinese 
industrialization  is  10  billion  dollars.  He  ad- 
\ocated  four  types  of  foreign  investment: 
government  to  government  loans;  American- 
Chinese  joint  enterprises;  direct  private  in- 
\estment;  and  concession  system.  The  latter 
type  of  investment,  according  to  Kao,  will  be 
necessary  to  establish  large  industries  such  as 
aircraft. 

During  his  San  Francisco  visit  Kao  is  visiting 
the  shipbuilding  and  food  processing  industries 
in  the  area.  He  is  also  holding  meetings  with  the 
China-America  Council  of  Trade  and  Industry.

Prompt  Loading  of 
Freight  Cars  Urged 

.Shippers  and  receivers  of  carload 
freight  are  again  urged  to  do  their  ut- 
most to  load  and  unload  cars  promptly 
and  to  use  .Saturdays  for  that  purpose 
in  order  to  help  alleviate  a  critical 
situation. 

"After  having  come  through  the  war 
without  a  serious  car  shortage,  the  na- 
tion is  now  facing  one,  particularly  on 
box  and  refrigerator  cars,"  said  Walter 
A.  Rohde,  manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department  and  chair- 
man of  the  San  Francisco  Car  Efficiency 
Committee  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Trans- 
portation Advisory  Board. 
•  "Current  loadings  ol"  both  types  are  near  an  all- 
tinie  peak  and  promise  to  increase.  Tiie  relief  program 
for  war-striclcen  countries,  accelerated  reconversion  with 
the  settlement  of  major  strilces  and  the  housing  pro- 
gram have  created  tremendous  demands  for  cars.  Not 
enough  new  cars  can  be  built — or  old  ones  repaired — to 
meet  the  deficiency. 

"The  only  Immediate  source  of  relief  is  to  make 
more  efficient  use  of  available  cars,"  Rohde  de- 
clared. "The  railroads  have  been  asked  to  speed 
up  their  service,  particularly  in  terminals.  The 
shippers  must  do  their  part  by  cutting  down  de- 
tention on  their  tracks.  Increased  detention  since 
the  termination  of  hostilities,  due  mainly  to  res- 
toration of  the  40-hour  week,  has  meant  the  loss 
of  nearly  10,000  cars  from  road  service."

•  IMPORT  DUTIES  AND  TAXES 

Iniluslries  classified  as  ncu  (ir  necessarv  liy 
the  Mexican  j;o\ernnient  may  now  be  granted 
certain  exemptions  on  import  duties  and 
taxes,  according  to  the  Office  of  International 
Trade.  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  new  duty  and  tax  provision,  en- 
acted as  part  of  "A  Law  for  the  Develop- 
ment of  the  Manufacturing  Industries  in 
Mexico"  does  not  apply  to  the  mining 
and  petroleum  industries. 

".New"  industries  are  those  which  plan  the 
manufacture  or  fabrication  of  merchandise 
not  now  produced  in  Mexico;  and  "necessary" 
industries  are  those  which  plan  the  manufac- 
ture or  fabrication  of  merchandise  not  pro- 
duced in  sufficient  ([uantity  in  Mexico  to  meet 
the  country's  needs. 

.\ssenibly  plants  for  new  assembly  or 
rebuilding,  and  small  enterprises,  whose 
cost  of  production  is  out  of  proportion  to 
their  small  output,  are  not  to  be  con- 
sidered either  new  or  necessary  indus- 
tries. 

The  Ministries  of  National  Kconomy  and  of 
Finance  may  grant  new  or  necessary  indus- 
tries exemption  from,  or  reduction  in,  import 
duties  on  construction  materials,  machinery, 
machines,  equipment,  spare  parts  and  tools 
required  in  the  manufacture  of  their  protlucts. 
In  addition,  these  Ministries  may  increase  the 
exemption  from  import  duties  on  auxiliary 
raw  materials  and  semi-manufactured  ar- 
ticles if  they  are  indispensable  to  the  industry 
and  are  not  available  in  Mexico  in  sufficient 
quantities.

Plans  of  United  Air  I^ines  to  concentrate  all  its  airiilajic  maintenance 
work  at  San  Francisco,  with  a  virtual  triijling  of  personnel  and  (juadrupling 
of  facilities,  were  announced  last  week  by  W.  A.  Patterson,  Cnited's  president. 

•  The  move  will  make  San  Francisco 

the  one  and  only  maintenance  base  on 
Cniled's  670()-mile  coast-to-coast  anri 
Pacific  Coast  system,  Patterson  said. 
Plant  facilities  will  be  increased  from 
the  present  125,000  square  feet  to  almost 
.500,000  square  feet  by  1955.  By  the  same 
year  United's  maintenance  personnel 
here  will  number  approximately  6,000 
compared  to  the  present  1900.  By  the  end 
of  1946  the  company  expects  to  have  2600 
personnel  employed  here. 

•  Complete  transfer  of  maintenance  per- 
sonnel and  facilities  is  expected  to  require 
from  two  to  three  years,  Patterson  said,  but 
increases  in  personnel  and  the  enlargement  of 
facilities  here  will  begin  almost  al   once. 

Hailing  United's  decision,  Louis  B. 
Lundborg,  general  manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  said 
that  establishment  of  the  base  "demon- 
strates recognition  by  one  of  the  world's 
major  air  carriers  of  San  Francisco's 
strategic  position  in  the  air  age.

"This  action  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  supporting 
legislation  aimed  to  enable  Great  Britain 
to  regain  her  former  economic  status  is 
part  of  the  Chamber's  program  of  imple- 
menting its  established  liberal  foreign 
trade  policy,"  Kroll  said. 

•  Kroll  termed  the  loan  a  "trail  blazer 

for  broader  and  earlier  adoption  of  a  trade 
basis  in  which  many  of  the  hampering  controls 
and  restrictions  which  now  exist  throughout 
the  world  may  be  eliminated." 

The  Anglo-American  financial  agree- 
ment includes  a  commitment  to  relax 
e.xchange  controls,  reduce  tariffs  and 
eliminate  preferences,  thus  enabling 
American  businessmen  to  enter  Empire 
markets  on  a  nearer  basis  of  competitive 
equality.

Embargoes  on  Exports 
Opposed  by  Board 

Any  legislation  which  would  pro- 
hibit the  export  of  lumber  or  impose 
an  embargo  on  any  I'nited  States 
products  is  against  the  principles  of 
international  trade  and  would  pos- 
sibly cause  retaliatory  action  on  the 
part  of  other  governments,  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  San  F"rancisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  declared  today 
in  voting  opposition  to  Bill  H.R.  501,^. 
•  In  opposing  this  legislation,  the 
Board  declared  that  this  l)ill  would  do 
great  harm  to  Pacific  Northwest  in- 
dustry, whose  basis  is  lumber  ex[)ort, 
and  would  result  in  unemployment 
and  cause  shipping  to  suffer. 

The  Board  further  pointed  out 
that  passage  of  this  bill  would  not 
alleviate  the  current  shortage  of 
building  materials,  as  advocates 
of  the  bill  claim,  since  e.\port 
shipments  of  lumber  include 
higher  grades  and  different  speci- 
fications than  are  used  for  home 
construction  in  this  country. 

Calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
imports  of  lumber  exceed  exports,  the 
Board  declared  that  the  question  of 
short  supplies  is  adequately  controlled 
at  this  lime  by  the  export  contrtjl  sys- 
tem, under  which  allocations  of  ma- 
terial are  made  for  export  and  are  ad- 
justed in  accordance  with  supply.

C  of  C  DEPARTMENT  RECORD 

In  one  month,  March  of  this 
year,  the  Chamber's  Domestic 
Trade  Department  handled  407 
letter  inquiries,  of  which  .^.SO 
were  letters  from  buyers. 
•  This  is  the  heaviest  volume 
of  letter  inquiries  recei\ed  by 
the  Domestic  Trade  Department 
in  the  histor\'  of  the  Chamber. 
It  does  not  include  the  great 
number  of  telephone  inquiries 
handled  each  month  by  the  De- 
jiartment. 

In  March  of  last  year,  231  letter 
inquiries  were  received,  of  which 
174  were  letters  from  buyers. 
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•  LUMBER 

<ira<lual  easing  of  ihe  tight  flonieslic  hiiiiber 
supply  should  be  possible  during  the  re- 
mainder of  1946.  as  some  factors  heretofore 
retarding  production  ha\'e  improved,  accord- 
ing to  the  l)cpartment  of  Commerce. 

A  study  of  the  current  domestic  lum- 
ber situation  by  the  Potest  Products  Sec- 
tion recently  made  public  states  that  the 
normally  more  favorable  weather,  a 
growing  labor  force,  priorities  assistance 
for  producers  in  obtaining  scarce  equip- 
ment, and  recently  raised  ceiling  prices 
for  certain  kinds  of  lumber  should  stimu- 
late output  in  the  second  quarter  of  1946. 

Lumber  production  in  the  second  quarter  of 
this  year  is  estimated  in  the  report  at  8  billion 
board  feet,  or  about  30  percent  more  than  in 
the  first  quarter  and  2  percent  more  than  in 
the  second  cjuarter  of  194.V  This  estimate  is 
7  percent  below  the  second  (juarter  average 
for  the  previous  7  years,  the  report  points  out. 


•  HOUSING 

Congress  has  appropriated  an  additional 
$25.?, 727.000  under  the  increased  Lanham 
Act.  This  will  enable  the  National  Housing 
Agency  to  provide  localities  and  educational 
institutions  with  an  estimated  102.000  more 
units  of  temporary  housing  for  <listressed 
families  of  veterans  and  servicemen. 

The  funds  will  be  used  by  the  Federal 
Public  Housing  Authority,  an  NH.\  con- 
stituent, primarily  to  dismantle  and 
move  surplus  military  barracks  to  areas 
of  critical  need  and  convert  them  to  tem- 
porary housing  for  veterans.  An  earlier 
appropriation,  made  in  late  December 
1945,  provided  funds  for  the  relocation  of 
approximately  100,000  temporary  units. 
More  than  95,000  units  had  been  allo- 
cated for  veterans'  housing  to  local  gov- 
ernment and  colleges  by  March  22.  Like 
the  first  group,  the  additional  102,000 
temporary  units  will  be  assigned  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  distressed  families  of 
veterans  and  servicemen. 

.■\  new  provision  in  the  authorization  makes 
Lanham  .Act  funds  a\ailable  for  expenses  of 
processing  priorities  and  allocation  of  ma- 
terials for  public  and  private  housing  for  the 
X'eterans  Kniergency  Housing  Program,  and 
also  provi<les  that  expenses  of  administration 
of  the  program  will  include  those  of  the  Hous- 
ing Expediter  for  performing  functions  that 
will  facilitate  housing  for  veterans. 

.\t  the  present  writing,  the  Housing 
.\uthority  of  .San  Francisco  has  been  allo- 
cated 1200  units  for  veterans'  housing, 
and  San  Francisco  State  College  and  San 
Francisco  Junior  College  another  135 
units.

March  1946  industrial  devel- 
opment for  Northern  Califf)rnia 
exceeded  March  1945  expan- 
sions by  over  83,000,000,  accord- 
ing to  tabulations  of  the  .San 
F"rancisco  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department. 

•  Ninety-two  new  plants  with  out- 
lays to  total  $6,518,000,  and  66  e.xpan- 
sions  of  existing  factories  costing  $4,- 
798,000  for  a  grand  total  of  158  proj- 
ects and  $11,316,000  in  expenditures 
were  reported  last  month.  Compara- 
tive figures  for  JVIarch  1945  were  30 
new  plants  at  $4,164,700  and  25  ex- 
pansions representing  $2,100,000  for  a 
total  of  45  projects  costing  $6,264,700. 
The  March  1946  developments  exceed 
February  1946  by  more  than  $1,000.- 
000.

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C  of  C  Insurance  Group 
Issues  Report  on 
Insurance  Coverage 

To  clarity  tlie  ])r(il)lenis  of  a(ic(iuate 
insurance  coxerajie  under  toda\'s  eco- 
nomic conditions,  the  Insurance  De- 
partment of  t  ii e  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  issued  the 
following  report: 

"The  rising;  values  of  property'  re- 
cjuire  more  insurance. 

"PZx'eryone  is  aware  of  high  costs, 
rising  \alues,  and  the  lower  [)urclias- 
ing  power  of  the  dollar,  ^'et  man\'  do 
not  realize  that  these  increased  xalues 
are  lea\ing  their  homes  and  other 
properly  without  sufficient  fire  and 
other  kinds  of  insurance. 

"If  a  home  or  other  propert\'  is  de- 
stroyed or  l)adl>-  damaged  In'  fire,  the 
replacement  costs  will  be  at  current 
market  prices. 

".-\n  insurance  policy  which  is  leased  on 
values  considered  aderjuate  in  September 
1939  should  be  increased  by  27%  to  60%, 
depending  on  locality  and  type  of  construc- 
tion, to  bring  it  in  line  with  present  replace- 
ment costs. 

"Fire  insurance  adjusters  are  discovering 
that  because  a  building  is  under-insured  there 
is  oftentimes  not  sufificient  money  recoverable 
to  replace  or  rebuild  it. 

"Most  fire  insurance  policies  are  written 
on  a  ihree-vear  basis.  Therefore,  a  polic\-  pur- 
chased in  1939  would  be  renewed  in  1942,  and 
again  in  1945.  Unless,  on  one  of  these  renewal 
dates,  an  increase  was  made  in  the  amount  of 
the  insurance  to  correspond  with  the  increased 
value  of  the  property,  the  average  person  has 
only  enough  insurance  to  cover  his  1939 
values 

•  "Coinsurance  requires  adequate  pro- 
tection. .Adequate  insurance  usually  is 
needed  e\en  to  cover  partial  losses  because  if 
the  policy  holder  has  not  carried  enough  in- 
surance to  satisfy  the  coinsurance  clause,  he 
can  only  reco\er  a  portion  of  his  loss. 

"A  coinsurance  clause  is,  in  elTect,  an 
agreement  by  the  policy  holder  to  maintain 
his  insurance  up  lo  a  specified  percentage  of 
the  actual  value  of  the  property.  By  making 
this  agreement  he  secures  a  lower  insurance 
rate.  But  if  he  fails  to  keep  his  insurance  up 
to  the  amount  required  by  the  agreement,  he 
will  only  be  able  to  collect  a  part  of  his  loss. 

"For  example,  an  owner  who,  five  years  agt), 
was  adequately  insured  by  a  $40,000  polic\- 
with  an  80%  coinsurance  clause  might  well 
find  that  the  present  value  of  the  propert\ 
is  $100,000  instead  of  S.SO.OOO  and  in  a  settle- 
ment of  a  $10,000  partial  loss,  he  would  be 
entitlcfl  to  receive  onlv  one-half  of  $10,000  or 
$5,000  on  a  $10,000  claim. 

"Under-insurance  applies  with  like  force  to 
every  line  of  insurance.  Jury  awards  are 
higher.  Third  party  liability  claims  which 
formerly  could  ha\e  been  settled  for  $2,003 
now  ref|uire  $3,000  or  more. 

"Thirty  claims  under  burglary  insurance 
policies,  picked  at  random,  showed  the  total 
property  stolen  exceeded  $100,000.  The  in- 
surance compan\'  paid  the  full  policy  limit 
but  because  the  owners  had  not  carried 
enough  insurance,  thev  recovered  less  than 
$50,000.

General   Business  Activity 


Thumb  Nail  Sketch:  by  the  Research  Department 

•  Trend 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1946  the  trend  of  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco was  practically  identical  to  that  of  a  year  ago  as  measured  by  our  index. 
There  were,  however,  many  changes  and  wide  contrasts  within  individual 
fields  between  the  two  periods;  for  example,  building  permits,  real  estate  sales, 
and  stock  exchange  transactions  soared  above  last  year  while  in  several  other 
fields,  such  as  the  manufacturing  industries,  freight  car  movements,  postal 
receipts,  and  placements,  a  decided  settling  occurred. 

Our  March  index  of  general  business 
activity  rose  to  218.0  compared  to  189.6* 
(see  bottom  of  page  3)  in  February  and 
218.1  in  March  a  year  ago.  The  three 
months  average  of  204.9  was  but  1.8  per 
cent  above  last  year. 

March  real  estate  sales  in  San  Francisco 
made  an  all-time  monthly  top  of  $25,861,896, 
while  the  March  rush  to  record  building  per- 
mits before  Federal  restrictions  were  estab- 
lished resulted  in  a  total  of  $12,718,603  or 
better  than  9  times  the  volume  of  last  March. 
Although  non-residential  permits  accounted 
for  nearly  two-thirds  or  slightly  over  $8,000,- 
000  and  were  nearly  24  times  the  level  of  last 
year,  the  residential  permits  for  362  dwelling 
units  amounted  to  over  $2,000,000  and  were 
.69  per  cent  above  last  March. 


•  Manufacturing  Industries 

While  the  machinists  returned  to 
work  on  March  1 8  the  regular  monthly 
report  on  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries taken  as  of  the  middle  of  the 
month  revealed  the  employment  level 
in  this  field  to  be  below  the  1940  aver- 
age. However,  payrolls  were  up  nearly 
56  per  cent  over  1940,  but  compared 
to  last  year  the  employment  and  pay- 
rolls were  off  about  two-thirds. 

The  number  of  wage  earners  reported 
employed  in  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries as  of  March  15  amounted  to  83,000 
of  which  34,400  were  in  the  durable  in- 
dustries and  48,600  in  the  non-durable 
Compared  to  a  year  ago  the  average 
March  weekly  earnings  amounted  to 
$48.27  compared  to  $59.77,  average  hourly 
earnings  amounted  to  $1.27  compared  to 
$1,334,  and  average  hours  worked  per 
week  38  compared  to  44.8. 

Industrial  development  projects  during 
March  announced  by  the  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial Department  for  Northern  California 
totaled  158  projects  with  total  expenditures 
amounting  to  $11,316,000  or  nearly  $5,000,- 
000  above  March  a  year  ago.  These  included 
92  new  plants  with  outlays  of  $6,518,000  and 
66  expansions  in  established  factories  to  cost 


$4,798,000.  Of  the  Northern  California  March 
total,  Baj-  Area  accounted  for  136  projects 
valued  at  $9,221,000.  The  three  months'  cu- 
mulative lor  Northern  California  climbed  to 
370  projects  calling  for  outlays  of  $29,963,800 
compared  to  140  projects  with  outlays  of 
$18,335,700  last  year. 

•  Employment  Status 

Reports  for  18  cities  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  to  the  California  De- 
partment of  Employment  for  the  week 
ending  April  18  reveal  total  unem- 
ployment claims  of  77,931  compared 
to  the  State  total  of  349,961.  During 
the  five-week  period  March  14  to 
April  18  a  steady  decrease  in  the  total 
claims  filed  occurred  each  week  com- 
pared to  the  preceding  week.  In  San 
Francisco,  out  of  a  total  of  22,999 
claims,  13,710  were  reported  com- 
pensable and  6,050  were  veterans  con- 
tinued claims. 

Job  openings  in  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  increased  from  9,918  on  March  7  to 
11,518  on  March  25,  the  highest  since 
January,  according  to  the  U.  S.  Employ- 
ment Service.  Clerical,  sales,  and  service 
occupations  offer  the  greatest  number  of 
opportunities  and  accounted  for  60  per 
cent  of  the  requests  for  all  groups. 


•  Retail  Trade 

March  department  store  retail  dol- 
lar sales  in  San  Francisco  were  re- 
ported up  1  per  cent  with  the  sales  in 
the  metropolitan  area  showing  no 
gain.  However,  the  first  quarter  sales 
for  both  San  Francisco  and  Oakland 
were  up  6  per  cent.  With  Easter  fall- 
ing late  in  April  this  year  and  in 
March  a  year  ago,  the  comparison 
for  both  the  month  and  the  first 
quarter  sales  were  undoubtedly  in- 
fluenced by  this  condition.  Prelim- 
inary estimates,  however,  reveal  that 
San  Francisco  retail  department  store 
sales  during  the  three  weeks  prior  to 
Easter  this  year  were  actually  about 
16  per  cent  above  a  year  ago. 

March  sales  in  both  the  Central  Valley 
and  California  were  up  6  per  cent  while 
sales  in  Southern  California  were  up  10 
per  cent  and  12th  District  sales  were  up 
7  per  cent.  The  first  quarter  sales  in  the 
Central  Valley  and  Southern  California 
were  up  13  per  cent  with  sales  in  Cali- 
fornia up  11  per  cent  and  12th  District 
10  per  cent. 

•  Wholesale  Trade 

Wholesalers  sales  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  in  February,  the  latest  report, , 
were  16  per  cent  above  February  a  i 
year  ago  while  sales  in  the  United  I 
States  were  up  21  per  cent.  Substan- 
tial sales  gains  were  reported  for  many 
lines  over  a  year  ago. 

Machinery  sales  were  up  87  per  cent, 
tobacco  45  per  cent,  industrial  supplies 
38  per  cent,  shoes  and  footwear  28  pen 
cent,  auto  supplies  27  per  cent,  hardware  i 
21  per  cent,  and  groceries  20  per  cent. 
Machinery  and  electrical  goods  were  thei 
only  groups  to  show  lower  sales  than  a 
year  ago. 

•  Cost  of  Living 

Food  costs  during  March,  according  to' 
U.  S.  Department  of  Labor,  were  up  1.4  com-i 
pared  to  March  last  year,  with  the  index  at 
148.3.  Reports  on  all  items  for  March  were 
delayed  but  February  index  amounted  to 
133.4  compared  to  131.2  in  February  a  year 
ago  or  representing  an  increase  of  1.7.  The, 
clothing  item  in  February  showed  the  greatest ; 
increase  and  amounted  to  3.7  per  cent  while, 
house  furnishing  goods  showed  a  decrease  of 
0.5  per  cent.

San  Francisco  Leads  in  Housing 

More  housing  construction  permits 
have  been  autliorized  for  San  Fran- 
cisco than  any  other  city  in  the  na- 
tion, it  was  disclosed  today  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
on  the  basis  of  figures  released  by  the 
Civilian  Production  Administration. 

California,  Oregon  and  Washington  re- 
ceived the  largest  number  of  authoriza- 
tions for  any  one  section  of  the  country. 

•  Veterans  of  World  War  II  are  to  be  given 
sales  or  rctilal  preference. 

San  Francisco  is  scheduled  for  17,000 
home  constructions.  The  next  highest 
allocations  in  the  nation  were  for  Los 
Angeles  and  Detroit  which  got  16,488  and 
15,209  home  permits  respectively.  Of  the 
San  Francisco  homes  authorized,  14,000 
will  be  for  sale  and  the  remainder  for 
rent.  Sale  prices  range  from  $4,499  or 
less  to  a  maximum  of  $10,000  including 
land  and  improvements.  Rental  prices 
run  from  $39.99  or  less  to  a  maximum  of 
$80.00. 

•  Total  authorizations  for  homes  to  he 

sold  in  California,  Oregon  and  Washington 
were.?6,482. 

Of  the  220,712  authorizations  issued  nationally, 
75  per  cent  were  for  units  to  be  sold.  The  majority 
of  the  houses  for  sale  will  be  in  the  $7,500  to  $8,499 
price  class.  The  biggest  percentage  of  the  rental 
units  are  to  be  built  to  rent  for  $39.99  a  month 

•  Ratings  for  the  new  construction  were  issued  by 
the  Federal  Housing  Administration  under  priorities 
regulations  which  direct  a  certain  portion  of  17  critical 
building  materials  into  the  construction  of  dwelling 
units  for  veterans.

S.  F.  Chamber  Urges 
Maintenance  of 
Patent  System 

Maintenance  of  the  American  pat- 
ent system  is  advocated  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  a 
result  of  action  by  its  directors  on 
recommendation  f)f  its  Manufacturers 
Committee.  The  Chamber  has  issued 
the  following  statement  of  its  policy 
on  patent  legislation: 

"During  the  past  several  years  there 
has  been  a  continuous  flow  of  federal 
legislative  proposals  designed  to  estab- 
lish various  forms  of  compulsory  licens- 
ing of  patents;  governmental  determina- 
tion of  "reasonable  royalties"  incident 
to  such  licensing;  governmental  deter- 
mination of  how  and  to  whom  patent 
rights  and  licenses  shall  be  distributed 
in  the  public  interest;  and  general  gov- 
ernmental domination  of  the  creative 
forces  of  free  enterprise  and  competition 
in  the  fields  of  research  and  invention. 
Some  of  these  proposals  would  result  in 
the  complete  socialization  of  inventive 
genius.  Many  of  the  proposals  are  related, 
directly  and  indirectly,  to  foreign  sys- 
tems and  ideologies  which  have  proved 
no  match  for  our  American  way. 

•  "Much  of  the  industrial  progress  and 
high  Hving  standards  of  the  United  States  of 
America  are  attributable  to  the  competitive 
activities  of  indi\iduals  and  tens  of  thousands 
of  smaller  manufacturers. 

"This  healthy  and  widespread  compe- 
tition in  the  creation  of  new  products 
and  the  improvement  of  old  ones  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  incentive  af- 
forded by  the  United  States  Patent  Sys- 
tem, which  has  given  assurance  of  17 
years  exclusive  management  of  any 
patentable  invention. 

•  '  'Without  this  assurance  of  exclusive  management 
of  their  inventions  there  vvoirld  be  no  incentive  for  man- 
ufacturers and  independent  inventors  to  continue  their 
self-sacriticing  and  determined  efforts  to  invent  new  or 
improved  products  which  raise  the  living  standards  of 
this  country.  Neither  could  they  afford  to  invest  in 
production  facilities  and  prosecute  the  development  and 
merchandising  of  a  new  or  improved  product  without 
exclusive  management  rights."  ^ 

•  Recommendations: 

(a)  That  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce actively  oppose  any  legislation  that  would 
in  any  way  dilute,  diminish,  or  eliminate  the  ex- 
clusive management  rights  conferred  upon  an 
inventor  by  the  letters  patent. 

(b)  That  since  patents  create  jobs  by  adding 
new  things  and  new  ways  of  doing  things,  this 
continuing  source  of  employment  be  preserved 
unfettered. 

(c)  That  a  definite  and  publicized  position  be 
taken  by  the  Chamber  to  the  effect  that,  if  Amer- 
ican incentive  economy  is  allowed  to  continue 
operating  as  in  the  past,  with  proper  and  compen- 
satory reward  for  achievement  or  inventions  that 
contribute  to  the  public  welfare,  there  are  living 
standards  ahead  for  the  average  American  tliat 
will  far  exceed  all  past  levels,  and  with  hope  and 
opportunity  still  among  the  most  cherished  per- 
sona! freedoms,  and 

(d)  That  full  cooperation  in  this  field  be  ex- 
tended to  the  National  Patent  Council,  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Manufacturers,  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  and  other 
organizations,  to  the  end  that  these  basic  and 
essential  rights  be  preserved. 
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•  HOUSING 

American  citizens  who  were  held  as  civilian 
prisoners  of  war  during  World  War  II  have 
been  granted  the  same  preference  as  war  vet- 
erans in  building,  buying,  or  renting  houses  or 
apartments  under  the  X'eterans'  Emergency 
Housing  Program.  They  have  been  classed 
as  hardship  cases  under  Priorities  Regulation 
33  and  accordingly  are  eligible  for  priorities 
assistance  in  building  homes  of  their  own.  and 
are  entitled  to  preference  in  buying  or  renting. 
Applications  for  preference  ratings  are  made 
at  local  Federal  Housing  Administration  field 
offices.  Accompanying  the  application  should 
be  an  affidavit  stating  the  applicant  is  an 
.American  citizen  and  was  held  as  a  prisoner 
of  war  durin.«  World  War  II. 

Owners  of  single-family  houses  who 
want  to  convert  their  properties  into 
duplex  or  multi-family  dwellings  for 
veterans'  occupancy  may  secure  prefer- 
ence ratings  for  the  materials  necessary 
by  applying  to  a  field  office  of  the  Federal 
Housing  .\dministration.  The  applica- 
tion will  not  need  to  specify  a  maximum 
sales  price  or  rent  for  the  whole  property 
if  the  owner  or  a  continuing  tenant  will 
occupy  one  dwelling  unit.  The  applica- 
tion must  set  a  shelter  rent  for  the  units 
proposed  for  rent  to  new  occupants. 

•  SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

.Sale  of  surplus  consumer  goods  to  educa- 
tional institutions  took  a  sharp  upswing  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter  of  1946,  totalling  well 
over  $10,000,000  in  acquisition  costs,  accord- 
ing to  a  War  ."Xs.sets  .Administration  report. 

Sales  price  of  $2,189,139.46  reflects  the 
40<^  discount  granted  to  such  institu- 
tions in  consideration  of  the  benefits 
which  may  accrue  to  the  nation  by  use 
of  such  property  in  educational  activi- 
ties. 

Individual  sales  during  this  period  number 
12.313,  indicating  wide  distribution,  with 
average  purchases  running  under  S200. 

The  cumulative  number  of  purchase 
orders  received  in  the  War  .\ssets  Ad- 
ministration's regional  offices  jumped 
from  1,179 during  the  weekending  March 
2,  to  more  than  8,500  orders  by  April  15, 
and  officials  expect  the  trend  to  con- 
tinue upward. 

Howe\er,  educational  requirements  for  in- 
creased facilities,  as  computed  by  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education,  far  outweigh  the  present 
inventory  of  surplus  property — asan  example,

•  S.  F.-WASHINGTON  FLIGHTS 

W'elrome  news  in  San  Francisco  liusiness- 
nien  who  must  tra\el  to  the  Nation's  Capital 
was  the  inauguration  on  Saturday  May  1 1 ,  by 
United  Air  Lines  of  a  fast,  through  air  service 
between  Washington  and  San  Francisco. 

Four  mile-a-minute  Mainliners  will 
leave  Washington  daily,  at  5:00  p.m. 
arriving  at  San  Francisco  at  6:37  the  next 
morning.  Stops  will  be  made  at  Toledo, 
Chicago,  and  Denver.  Daily  flights  will 
leave  San  Francisco  at  11:35  p.m.  and 
arrive  in  Washington  at  2:03  p.m.  the 
next  day.  This  new  service  cuts  off  three 
hours  of  previous  flying  time. 

•  riNPLATE  EXPORTS 

Expressing  lieep  concern  over  the  danger 
of  the  coal  strike  to  the  domestic  food  packing 
industry,  members  of  the  Tinplate  Industry 
Advisory  Committee  recommended  that  the 
Civilian  Production  .Administration  restrict 
export  shipments  to  a  level  commensurate 
with  the  decline  in  tinmill  production. 

Rased  on  present  supplies,  tinplate 
rolling  will  generally  halt  in  three  weeks 
and  finished  operations  on  the  tinplate 
will  cease  about  the  middle  of  June,  ac- 
cording to  a  round-the-table  survey 
made  by  CPA  Steel  Branch  officials.  Ap- 
proximately 83  per  cent  of  all  tinmill 
production  is  used  to  manufacture  con- 
tainers, mostly  for  food. 

Industry  members  pointed  out  that  export 
orders  carrying  the  "CXS"  symbol  certified 
by  the  Commerce  Department's  Office  of 
International  Trade  have  guarantees  of  de- 
livery, while  domestic  tinplate  orders  do  not. 

Accordingly,  representatives  of  CPA's 
Steel  Branch,  operating  in  liaison  with 
the  Office  of  International  Trade,  have 
initiated  an  immediate  review  of  certi- 
fied export  orders.  It  is  not  expected  that 
export  orders  currently  on  production 
schedules  will  be  disturbed,  however. 

•  FHA  LOANS 

More  than  5,000  lending  institutions,  plus 
4,000  branch  offices,  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
are  (|ualified  to  make  property  repair,  im- 
provement, and  conversion  loans  insured  by 
the  Federal  Housing  .Administration.  During 
1945  over  500,000  loans  were  made  in  the 
amount  of  $190,000,000  according  to  Com- 
missioner Raymond   .M.  Foley. 

FHA-insured  loans  are  available  to 
property  owners  for  remodeling  and  re- 
conversion of  existing  structures.  In  line 
with  the  Veterans'  Emergency  Housing 
Program,  loans  up  to  $5,000  may  be  used 
to  provide  increased  housing  accommo- 
dations for  war  veterans  and  their  fam- 
ilies. Priorities  assistance  in  obtaining 
critical  building  materials  may  be  ap- 
plied for  at  FH.\  offices.

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Baling  Wire  Shortage  Delaying 
Harvesting;  Price  Raise  Sought 

t'liiiral  slioilaiics  in  halini;  wire  are 
caiisiiisi  a  delay  in  the  harvesting  of 
California's  3,'2  million  ton  dry  hay 
crop,  Charles  K.  Cibbs,  manager  of 
the  San  I'rancisco  Chamber's  Agricul- 
tural nepartment.  declared  today. 

•  Bottleneck  in  the  balini;  wire  short- 
age, C.ibbs  said,  is  OPA's  delay  in 
granting  price  increases  to  steel  manu- 
facturers. 

So  far,  price  increases  have  been  ex- 
tended only  to  non-fabricated  steel  com- 
panies. Attempts  are  now  being  made 
through  the  Chamber's  Washington  Of- 
fice to  secure  price  increases  for  the  full 
industry. 

Kstiinating  that  deliveries  have  been  only 
20  per  cent  of  normal,  Gibbs  declared,  "An  in- 
creased supply  of  baling  wire  must  be  made 
available  immediateh'  if  the  spoilage  of  Cali- 
fornia's dry  hay  crop  is  to  be  avoided." 

Temporary  relief  was  extended,  he  said, 
when  Columbia  Steel  Company  stepped 
up  its  output  of  baling  wire,  at  no  profit, 
to  cooperate  in  the  emergency.

Job  Prospects  for 
Women  Cited  at  Meet 

A\ailabilit>'  of  many  jobs  for  women 
in  the  Bay  Area  was  indicated  recent- 
ly following  a  meeting  of  women's  or- 
ganization representatives  and  indus- 
trial leaders  called  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Meeting  to  discuss  the  employment 
situation  for  women,  and  especially 
those  women  over  forty,  were  repre- 
sentati\-es  of  industrial  and  commer- 
cial interests  and  leaders  of  the  Busi- 
ness and  Professional  Women's  Club 
and  members  of  the  United  States 
Emplo\'ment  .Ser\ice. 

Commenting  on  the  need  for  women 
in  the  apparel  industry,  Fred  Pruter, 
president  of  Apparel  City,  said  that  his 
industry  could  use  a  thousand  women 
immediately  and  that  plans  were  under 
way  for  a  training  school  at  Apparel  City 
in  September. 

•  Failure  of  former  help  to  return  to  their 
old  jobs  from  war  industry  positions  was  citetl 
bv  Peter  Haas.  Levi  Strauss  Company,  as 
one  of  the  prime  causes  for  the  shortage. 

•  Mrs.  M.  B.  Mitchell,  personnel  director 
for  the  City  of  Paris,  and  J.  E.  McDowell, 
personnel  head  for  The  Emporium,  both  indi- 
cated that  more  women  were  needed  in  all 
phases  of  the  department  store  industry. 

G.  L.  Fox,  manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Department,  in  summing  up 
the  meeting,  stated  that:  "It  seems  ap- 
parent that  many  women  will  have  to  ad- 
just from  wartime  jobs  and  pay  to  the 
lower  pay  of  standard  industries.  This  is 
a  purely  economic  factor  which  will  have 
to  be  faced  by  all  job  seekers  before  the 
picture  can  be  itnproved.  Failure  toadjust 
to  peacetime  conditions  will  result  only 
in  continued  unemployment  and  absorp- 
tion of  unemployment   reserve   funds."

4.  Have  a  home  garden  and  can  food 
at  home. 

5.  Encourage  maximum  farm  produc- 
tion.

Growing  Importance  of  Marine 
Corps  Activities  in  S.  F.  Cited 

San  Francisco  is  growing  in  importance  as  a  permanent  sujjplv  base  for  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps.  This  was  revealed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Sites  and  Buildings  Section  of  the  .San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
according  to  data  released  today  by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Department. 

•  Increased    peacetime   activities   of   the 

.Marine  Corps  at  San  Francisco  are  the  result 
of  shifts  on  the  international  scene  and  recent 
legislation  whereby  the  normal  slrength  of  the 
Corps  will  be  100,000  in  enlisted  jiersonnel 
instead  of  2,S,000  as  before  the  war.  .\nd  the 
new  strength  will  call  for  7,000  officers. 

The  San  Francisco  Depot  of  Supply, 
with  Brigadier  General  A.  E.  Creesy  as 
Depot  Quartermaster,  will  serve  Marine 
Corps  activities  along  the  Pacific  Coast 
and  in  Alaska,  China,  Japan  and  else- 
where in  the  Pacific  Ocean  area.  Whereas 
Marine  Corps  activities  before  the  war 
centered  in  the  West  Indies  area,  it  is 
now  reported  that  in  the  future  they  will 
be  in  regions  to  be  serviced  principally 
through  San  Francisco. 

Activities  of  the  Marine  Corps  at  San  Fran- 
cisco correspond  to  those  of  a  major  industry, 
the  Chamber  reports.  The  San  F'rancisco  De- 
pot of  Supply,  including  the  Corps  Western 
Purchasing  Office,  provide  substantial  em- 
ployment, and  purchase  many  millions  of 
dollars  worth  of  \aried  products  annually, 
making  an  important  contribution  to  the 
local  economy.  On  the  other  hand,  according 
to  the  Chamber,  the  Marine  Corps  through  its 
operations  at  San  Francisco  has  the  advan- 
tages of  central  location  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
and  a  strategic  position  in  reference  to  Pacific 
Ocean  de\'elopments. 

During  the  last  four  years  and  nine 
months,  the  San  Francisco  Depot  ex- 
pended $225,944,277,  indicating  the  mag- 
nitude of  wartime  operations  through 
this  center,  the  Chamber  points  out. 

As  of  April  17,  1946,  the  Supply  Depot  at 
-San  Francisco  had  2,,?89  civilian  employees 
and  2,468  military  employees,  making  a  total 
of  4,8.S7  on  the  pa\Toll. 

During  the  period  from  July  1,  1945  to 
April  13,  1946,  The  Western  Purchasing 
Agency  disbursed  $69,898,681  for  equip- 
ment and  supplies  of  various  kinds.  Of 
this  amount  over  423,480,000  was  spent  in 
San  Francisco,  with  additional  payments 
to  railroad  companies  through  the  San 
Francisco  office  for  transportation  serv- 
ices totaling  $4,712,626,  and  payrolls 
totaling  $4,499,494  for  civilian  employees 
and  $4,937,502  for  military. 

During  the  period  from  July  1,  1945  to 
.April  18.  1946,  the  Corps  cafeteria  in  San 
Francisco  spent  $.?64,765  for  supplies,  and 
the  post  exchange  $480,581.  These  activities 
are  for  the  sole  use  of  the  civilian  and  military 
personnel  of  the  Depot  and  the  Department 
of  the  Pacific.

Eflfeclive  June  1st,  the  Washington  Office 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
will  move  to  new  and  enlarged  (|uarters  at 
1415  K  Street,  Northwest.  Washington  5, 
D.  C.  The  telephone  number  will  remain 
District  0410  and  the  teletype  number, 
WA  130. 

The  Washington  Office  of  the  San  F'rancisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  was  opened  in  March, 
1944.  Many  Ciovernment  agencies  were 
issuing  rules  and  regulations  that  afiected 
business,  agriculture,  and  labor  in  the  San 
Francisco  May  Area.  Congress  was  approving 
or  considering  legislation  that  concerned  us 
all.  And,  in  addition,  we  were  in  the  midst  of  a 
great  world  conflict.  As  a  result,  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  were  spending  a  great 
deal  of  time  in  Washington.

Tlie  31  projects  for  San  Francisco 
for  April  will  provide  476  new  job 
opportunities. 

April  data  bring  the  industrial  de- 
velopment totals  for  northern  Cali- 
fornia for  the  first  four  months  of  1946 
to  517  projects  to  require  outlays  of 
S43,714,150^S23. 816,100  for  252  new 
projects  and  $19,898,050  for  265  expan- 
sions. Last  year  for  the  corresponding 
period  there  were  194  projects  repre- 
senting $22,194,700,  of  which  $16,797,- 
400  was  for  107  new  plants  and  $5,397,- 
300  for  87  expansions. 

The  rate  of  development  in  terms 
of  outlays  is  practically  double  for 
1946  as  compared  with  1945  and  the 
number  of  projects  for  1946  is  2.6 
times  greater  than  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1945.

Santa  Clara,  purchased  7^-acre  site 
and  plan  construction  of  S250,000  plant  to 
manufacture  new  type  sectional  refrigeration 
units.

Steps  to  Avert  Food  Shortage 
Advocated  by  S.  F.  Chamber 

-Steps  to  avert  an  acute  domestic  bread  and  feed  shortage  are  advocated  1)\ 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  the  result  of  a  special  meetint; 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Hcpartment  last  week. 

.  •  Participants    in    the    meeting 

were  representatives  of  various  seg- 
ments of  the  food  industry  and  Dewey 
Anderson,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
United  States  Senate  Special  .Small 
Business  Committee. 

•  "Bread  is  becoming  unavailable 

to  California  citizens,"  according  to  a 
statement  on  "the  situation"  adopted 
by  the  Chamber  and  continuing  as 
follows: 

"Flour  mills  and  bakeries  in  various 
parts  of  the  state  have  closed.  Other  mills 
and  bakeries  will  close  shortly  unless 
supplies  are  made  available.  Conditions 
do  not  justify  the  hardships  being  ex- 
perienced by  California  consumers  or 
California  businessmen. 

"American  citizens  are  unquestionably  in 
full  syinpathy  with  any  sound  program  to  al- 
leviate starvation  throughout  the  world  and 
War  Food  Order  No.  144  resulted  from  a  pro- 
gram in  behalf  of  world-wide  relief.  However, 
as  in  many  other  recent  cases  where  it  has  not 
been  practicable  to  administer  theoretical 
plans,  the  present  result  of  the  Order  has  been 
to  make  wheat  unavailable  to  domestic  flour 
mills,  flour  unavailable  to  bakers,  feed  un- 
available to  poultry  and  other  livestock,  and 
bread  unavailable  to  American  citizens,  with 
dire  effects  on  the  general  economy. 

"It  is  understood  that  Order  No.  144 
provided  for  a  percentage  allocation  of 
flour  to  bakers  which  has  been  prevented 
by  complications  which  have  developed. 
It  is  not  believed  that  it  was  the  desire  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  through 
the  Order,  to  deprive  the  American  pub- 
lic of  a  fair  share  of  available  wheat  prod- 
ucts, and  it  is  believed  that  the  Order  can 
be  implemented  to  assure  the  fair  alloca- 
tion of  such  products  to  preserve  the 
domestic  milling,  baking  and  livestock 
industries. 

•  Recommendations. — In  order  to  corre  ) 
the  situation  and  avert  the  dire  consequenc  i~ 
of  unwarranted  efforts  to  establish  a  pattei n 
for  the  disastrous  regimentation  of  the  Amen 
can  food  supply,  the  San  Francisco  Chanilxi 
of  Commerce  reconitnends  that  all  possible 
steps  be  taken  immediately  through  apprn 
priate  agencies  to  cause  the  Department  "t 
Agriculture  to: 


Aid  to  Small  Business 
Through  Participation 
Plan  Told  by  RFC 

Over  §100,000,000  in  credit  has 
been  released  to  business  enterprises 
without  the  actual  use  of  Federal 
funds,  according  to  John  S.  McCul- 
lough,  San  Francisco  manager  of  Re- 
construction Finance  Corporation. 

•  Reviewing  the  first  year's  opera- 
tion of  RFC's  "blanket  participation 
agreement"  with  banks,  McCullough 
explained  that  under  this  plan 
RFC  will  guarantee  up  to  75  per  cent 
of  any  loan,  e-xcept  agricultural  or 
home  building,  made  by  a  bank  when 
the  latter  does  not  wish  to  carry  the 
entire  loan  responsibility. 

"This  novel  experiment  has  worked  out 
very  successfully,"  said  McCullough. 
"About  20  per  cent  of  the  banks  of  the 
nation  have  already  signed  up  on  the 
plan,  and  more  are  joining  daily.  The 
chief  aim  is  to  give  all  possible  aid  to 
small  business  in  this  reconversion 
period.  While  under  the  participation 
agreement  RFC  can  guarantee  up  to  75 
per  cent  of  a  loan  as  large  as  $350,000, 
most  of  the  loans  are  far  less  than  that. 
We  are  as  much  interested  in  the  small 
loan  as  in  the  big  one." 


L. A. -Mexico  City  Air  Service 
Granted  to  Western  Air  Lines 

Local  air  service  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Mexico  City  is  now  possible 
as  the  result  of  a  decision  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  granting  authority 
to  Western  Air  Lines  to  inaugurate 
air  service  between  Los  Angeles  and 
Mexico  City. 

•  The  authority  granted  by  CAB 
permits  a  direct  single  carrier  service 
from  the  western  United  States  to 
Mexico  City,  with  intermediate  stops 
at  San  Diego  and  La  Paz,  Lower  Cali- 
fornia, Leo  H.  Dwerlkotte,  executive 
vice  president  of  \\'estern,  said. 

"The  new  line  will  add  approximately 
1,554  miles  to  Western's  4,303  miles  of 
routes  over  the  western  United  States," 
Dwerlkotte  stated. 

According  to  Dwerlkotte,  Western  will 
inaugurate  the  service  with  the  44-passenger 
DC-4  .Skymaster  and  will  establish  300-mile- 
an-hour  service  in  the  near  future  with  the 
54-passenger  DC-6  plane,  flying  the  1,564 
miles  from  Los  Angeles  in  approximately 
seven  hours.

"(3)  authorize  procedures  whereby,  (a)  in  de- 
termining allocations,  each  processor  shall  es- 
tablish the  amount  of  flour  used  during  1945  for 
food  supplied  to  the  armed  forces,  which  amount 
shall  be  deducted  from  his  allocation,  and 
(b)  any  wheat  products  supplied  to  the  armed 
forces  during  1946  or  hereafter  shall  be  made  from 
additional  allocations  set  aside  for  that  purpose." 

Chambers  throughout  northern  CaHfurnia  are  being 
urged  to  take  similar  action  and  the  Washington  Office 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  is  active  in  seeking  tn 
give  effect  to  the  preceding  recommendations. 
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Aero  Moves  Training

The  Ninth  Annual  Award  of  ten 
SI, 200  graduate  fellowships  in  Gov- 
ernment Management  has  been  an- 
nounced by  the  University  of  Denver. 

An  intensive  academic  and  field 
work  training  program  in  government 
administration  co\ering  12  months, 
the  course  is  designed  to  train  students 
to  assume  positions  of  responsibilit>' 
in  organizations  engaged  in  the  eval- 
uation of  governmental  administra- 
tion, policies  and  procedures. 
•  The  curriculum  for  the  study  of 
government  management  includes  the 
following  subjects:  Administrative 
Law,  Citizen's  Groups,  Federal-State 
Relations,  Governmental  Accounting, 
Governmental  Planning,  Legislative 
Procedure,  Personnel  Administration, 
Pulilic  Education,  Public  Finance, 
Public  Reporting,  Public  Opinion, 
Public  Works,  Public  Welfare,  Re- 
search in  Citizen  Organizations,  Re- 
search Methods,  State  and  Local 
Administration,  and  Statistics. 

While  in  residence  at  the  University, 
students  are  also  assigned  major  re- 
search projects  dealing  with  an  aspect  of 
administration.  In  addition,  conferences 
are  held  with  public  officials  on  the  prac- 
tices and  problems  of  government. 

At  the  end  of  nine  months,  the  students  are 
assigned  specific  field  projects  requiring  the 
appraisal  of  a  unit  of  government.  The  field 
work  is  usually  conducted  in  cooperation  with 
a  citizens'  organization  or  an  established  re- 
search association,  and  results  of  the  sur\ey 
are  formulated  in  a  report  which  const  iiules 
the  thesis  re(|uirements.

Sale  of  Geneva  Plant  to  U.  S. 
Steel  Urged  by  S.  F.  Chamber 

Sale  of  the  steel  plant  at  (ieneva,  Utah,  to  the  United  States  Steel  Cor- 
poration, in  behalf  of  its  subsidiary,  the  Columbia  Steel  Company,  is  advocated 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamljer's  Board  of  Directors  on  recommendation  of 
its  Iron  and  Steel  Section. 

•In  accordance  with  this  action, 

members  of  Congress  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  are  being  urged  to 
approve  the  sale  which  has  alread\' 
been  recommended  by  the  War  Assets 
Administration's  Price  Review  Board. 
The  San  Francisco  Chamber's  state- 
ment on  the  subject  follows: 

"On  recommendation  of  its  Iron  and  .Steel  ■ 
Section,  the  San  Krancisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
inerce  advocates  acceptance  by  the  United 
States  Government  of  the  bid  of  the  United 
.States  Steel  Corporation  for  the  steel  plant  at 
Geneva,  Utah. 

"Because  of  its  interest  in  the  future 
industrial  development  of  the  western 
states,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  been  concerned  with  the 
disposal  of  the  government-owned  steel 
plant  at  Geneva  for  some  months.  It  has 
previously  established  a  policy  favoring 
the  outright  sale  of  the  property  to  the 
highest  responsible  bidder;  a  price  by  the 
government  for  the  property  consistent 
with  its  earning  capacity,  rather  than  its 
war-time  costs;  and  its  sale  under  condi- 
tions which  would  assure  competitive 
conditions  in  the  western  steel  market. 
"On  analysis,  the  bid  of  the  United  Slates 
Steel  Corporation  on  behalf  of  its  subsidiary, 
the  Columbia  Steel  Company,  seems  to  fulfill 
these  specifications  and  prompt  acceptance  of 
the  bid  by  the  War  Assets  Administration,  in 
behalf  of  the  United  States  Government,  is 
recommended." 

The  Steel  Corporation  has  offered  $40,- 
000,000  for  the  Geneva  Plant,  plus  $7,- 
500,000  for  the  inventory,  and  commits 
itself  to  spend  $18,600,000  for  additional 
facilities  at  Geneva  and  $25,000,000  for 
the  expansion  of  the  Columbia  Steel 
Plant  at  Pittsburg,  Contra  Costa  County, 
the  proposed  program  requiring  an  out- 
lay of  $91,100,000. 


1948-1950  Centennial 
Observance  in  Bay 
Area  Urged  by  CofC 

Approval  of  a  Centennial  observ- 
ance commemorating  the  discovery  of 
gold  in  California,  the  gold  rush  and 
the  admission  of  California  to  the 
Union  was  voted  last  week  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  Board  advocated  that  a  suit- 
able celebration  be  held  through- 
out the  Bay  Area  during  1948, 
1949  and  1950  to  commemorate 
these  historical  events. 


S.  F.  Safety  Drive 
Commended  by  C  of  C 

The  educational  safety  campaign 
being  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco 
chapter  of  the  National  Safety  Coun- 
cil was  commended  last  week  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  "The  cause  is  a  worthy  one,"  de- 
clared Brayton  Wilbur,  Chamber 
president,  "and  deserves  the  support 
of  thoughtful  people  everywhere." 

With  its  slogan  "Safety  is  everybody's 
business,"  the  San  Francisco  chapter  of 
the  National  Safety  Council  is  now  con- 
ducting a  drive  to  enroll  50,000  San  Fran- 
ciscans as  members  of  the  Council. 

During  194,S  in  San  Francisco,  the  Council 
reports  that  649  persons  died  and  65,200  were 
injured  through  accidental  causes.  The  eco- 
nomic cost  of  these  accidental  deaths  and  in- 
juries to  San  Francisco  was  estimated  at 
$25,482,000. 

"San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  worst  ac- 
cident records  in  the  nation,"  declared 
R.  E.  Fisher,  co-chairman  of  the  drive. 
"Until  every  citizen  takes  an  active  part 
in  accident  prevention  and  realizes  that 
it  is  a  duty  of  citizenship  we  shall  not 
make  headway  in  reducing  death  and 
injury."

•  DEDICATED  PATENTS 

A  list  of  4,?4  unexpired  patents  which  have 
Ixren  "dedicated"  to  the  public  by  Go\ern- 
ment  agencies,  corporations,  and  individual 
inventors  has  been  issued  by  the  Patent  Office, 
Department  of  Commerce. 

These  patents  are  available  for  use  by  the 
public  without  payment  of  royalties,  licensing 
agreement,  or  other  arrangement  with  the 
owners. 

A  large  number  of  the  patents  were  de- 
veloped by  the  Department  of  .\gricul- 
ture  and  are  chiefly  applicable  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  They  range  from  a  fly 
trap  to  varieties  of  roses  and  carnations 
and  include  a  process  for  fire-proofing 
and  waterproofing  materials,  wire  bale- 
ties,  bags  for  fruits  and  vegetables,  spray- 
ing machine,  process  of  growing  mush- 
rooms, and  many  insecticide  compounds. 

Supplements  to  the  list  are  to  be  published 
occasionally.  Notice  of  such  publication  will 
be  given  in  the  Office  (".azette  of  the  Patent 
Office  anfl  ot  herwise  announced.

•  PAPER  PRODUCTION 

Because  of  the  increased  paper  production 
in  both  the  first  and  second  quarters,  controls 
over  the  paper  industry  will  not  be  reinstated, 
according  to  a  statement  made  by  John  D. 
Small.  Administrator  of  the  Civilian  Produc- 
tion .Administration. 

"I  feel  that  the  paper  industry  has  done 
a  splendid  job  of  reconversion,"  Mr. 
Small  said.  "Census  figures  for  the  first 
quarter  show  an  overall  production  of 
4,.S7,?,702  tons  or  an  annual  rate  of  18,- 
492,808  tons,  as  compared  to  1941,  when 
paper  production  reached  the  then  all- 
time  high  of  17.762,364  tons." 

An  increase  in  the  \early  set-aside  of  hous- 
ing construction  lumber  at  the  mill  level  from 
8.2  billion  feet  to  12  billion  feet  is  being  con- 
sidere<l  by  the  Civilian  Production  Adminis- 
tration. The  action,  if  effected,  would  be  con- 
tained in  an  amendment  to  Direction  1  to  Pri- 
orities Regulation  M. 

CPA  said  that  the  new  amendment  was 
being  developed  in  the  belief  that  more 
housing  construction  lumber  must  be 
moved  to  distributors  in  order  to  (1 )  more 
adequately  service  the  housing  program; 
(2)  provide  for  uses  whose  essentiality  has 
been  recognized  by  the  assignment  of 
rating  assistance;  and  (3)  provide  some 
lumber  for  uses  which  have  not  received 
rating  assistance.

Employment  In  California 
Gold  Mines  Under  Study 

\\  ays  and  means  of  assuring  future 
employment  in  the  California  gold 
mining  industry  were  considered  at 
last  week's  meeting  of  the  .San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber's  Mining  Committee. 

•  In  attendance  at  the  meeting  were  Ray 
J.  Kroneme\er.  [Executive  .Manager  of  the 
Crass  \'alle>'  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
A.  Maltman  of  Crass  X'alley  who  has  been 
active  in  behalf  of  the  gold  mining  industrv. 

Members  of  the  group  as  well  as  other 
representatives  of  the  gold  mining  in- 
dustry are  investigating  the  possibilities 
of  domestically-mined  gold  being  sold 
in  the  world  market  and  efforts  are  being 
made  to  arrange  Washington  confer- 
ences in  order  to  develop  a  plan  for  the 
worldwide  marketing  of  gold. 

.As  a  result  of  wartime  conditions  and  War 
Production  Board  Order  L-208  which  closed 
the  mines,  very  few  properties  in  19  counties 
of  the  state  are  now  in  operation. 

•  "Gold  mining  is  essential  to  the  economy 
of  these  counties  and  thousands  of  jolts  will 
be  ((inlingeiil  iin  an  adjusleil  price  for  ciu- 
renlly  mined  gold  or  the  opening  of  the  world 
market  to  domestic  producers,"  according 
to  C.  L.  Fox,  manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Department.

•  Trend 

(jcneral  business  activity  in  San  I 
ground  for  the  month  of  April.  Our 
last  April  and  the  average  for  the  first 

Real  estate  s;Ues  in  San  Francisco  attained 
another  new  all  time  monthly  high  in  April  of 
$26,009,477,  only  slightly  above  the  preceding 
month,  but  nearly  double  last  April  and  car- 
ried the  four  months  cumulative  to  $95,631,- 
943,  or  69  per  cent  above  a  year  ago. 

April  San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  also 
climbed  to  a  new  monthly  high  of  62,695 
passengers  on  and  off.  Plane  traffic  was 
up  67  per  cent  and  passenger  97  per  cent 
above  last  year.  The  four  months'  cumu- 
lative was  up  73  per  cent  and  88  per  cent 
respectively. 

Building  permit  value  for  April  more  than 
doubled  last  April,  but  was  about  one-fifth  of 
the  abnormal  March  total.  New  residential 
permits  provide  for  316  dwelling  units,  com- 
pared to  362  in  March  and  253  last  April. 
V'alue  of  non-residential  permits,  although 
nearly  ten  times  last  April,  was  only  about 
one-quarter  of  the  eight  million  dollars  for 
March  crowded  in  before  controls  were  estab- 
lished. Total  building  permits  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  four  months  cumulative  of  2,987. 
valued  at  $20,575,291,  were  up  79.8  per  cent 
and  423.9  per  cent  respectively,  compared  to 
last  year;  new  residential  permits  providing 
for  1,147  dwelling  units  accounted  for  22  per 
cent  of  the  total  value  of  $4,624,774;  and  non- 
residential cumulative  of  $9,094,184  was  20 
times  that  of  a  year  ago. 

•  Retail  Trade 

April  retail  department  stores  sales 
in  San  Francisco  were  up  40  per  cent 
above  last  April,  influenced  some  by 
Easter  falling  late  in  April  this  year. 
The  four  months  cumulative  sales 
were  up  13  per  cent.  Gains  in  the 
metropolitan  area  and  in  Northern 
California  were  similar,  while  sales  in 
Southern  California  were  up  54  per

April  employment  and  payrolls  in 
the  manufacturing  industries  in  the 
San  Francisco  industrial  area  (5 
counties),  unimpeded  by  any  major 
local  work  stoppage,  rebounded  27.7 
per  cent  and  35.5  per  cent  respectively 
above  March  levels.  Employment  of 
wage  earners  rose  23,300  from  83,000 
in  March  to  106,300  in  April,  with 
54,000  in  the  non-durable  group  and 
52,300  in  the  durable  groups.  Average 
weekly  earnings  in  April  amounted  to 
$51.36;    average    hour    earnings    to 


$1,306,  and  a\erage  hours  worked  pel 
week  to  30.3  compared  to  $48.27,  $1.27-  • 
and  38  hours  respectively  in  March. 

Payrolls  in  the  non-manufacturing  in- 
dustries during  the  first  four  months  of 
this  year  compared  to  the  same  period 
last  year  were  up  13.9  per  cent  in  the  re- 
tail group,  12  per  cent  in  the  hotel  group 
and  6.3  per  cent  in  the  wholesale  field.

Through  the  cooperation  of  a  representa- 
tive group  of  manufacturers,  monthly  report- 
ing of  inventory-sales  statistics  by  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  is  being  speeded  up. 
This  faster  reporting  service  will  be  achieved 
by  wiring  monthly  inventory-sales  data  to 
Washington  as  soon  as  compiled. 

The  Office  of  Business  Economics  has 
announced  that  the  first  report,  consist- 
ing of  summary  data  and  containing 
total  figures  for  all  manufacturing  and 
for  some  major  industry  groups,  will  be 
issued  about  June  15.  Subsequent  sum- 
maries are  expected  to  come  out  shortly 
after  the  middle  of  each  month,  preced- 
ing issuance  of  the  regular  monthly  de- 
tailed report  by  two  to  three  weeks. 

Inventory-sales  data  have  been  found  to  be 
of  considerable  value  in  analyzing  business 
trends,  as  inventorj'  expansion  or  contraction 
sometimes  plays  a  major  role  in  initiating  or 
intensifying  fluctuations  in  the  business  cycle. 
Supplementing  the  stock-sales  ratios  of  indi- 
vidual companies,  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce feels  these  data  serve  as  a  guide  to 
business  management  in  the  determination  of 
broad  policies. 


•  WHEAT  SUBSIDIES 

Effective  June  1,  1946,  and  continuing  in 
effect  during  the  calendar  month  of  June, 
1946,  the  new  rates  of  subsidy  payment  on 
wheat  ground  into  flour  are  as  follows: 

1.  All  wheat  ground  outside  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  area  except  wheat  origi- 
nating in  the  Pacific  Coast  area 

47  cents  a  bushel 

2.  All  wheat  ground  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  area  and  all  wheat  originating 
in  the  Pacific  Coast  area  and  ground 
outside  that  area. 

50J^  cents  a  bushel 
These  rates  apply  to  wheat  ground  during 
the  time  the  rates  are  in  effect,  except  that  if 
the  applicant  has  registered  forward  sales  of 
flour  with  RFC  these  rates  shall  apply  to  the 
wheat  ground  during  the  month  in  which  the 
applicant  is  producing  flour  sold  in  June 
(using  the  first-in  first-out  principle  to  de- 
termine against  which  flour  sales  the  wheat 
ground  during  any  one  month  applies). 


•  SMALL  BUSINESS 

In  further  recognition  of  the  importance  of 
small  business  as  related  to  our  national 
economy  and  to  the  objectives  of  full  employ- 
ment and  full  production,  Charles  B.  Hender- 
son, Chairman  of  the  Board,  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation,  has  announced  there 
has  been  established  in  the  Corporation  a 
SMALL  BUSINESS  Division. 
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Second  Chinese  Training  Group 
Here  to  Study  Bay  Area  Utilities 

A  group  of  approximately  40  Chinese  railroad  and  engineering  technicians 
sailed  today  from  San  Francisco  for  China  following  a  tour  of  Bay  Area  utilities 
and  plants  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  chambers  of  commerce. 

•  This  group  was  the  second  of  1,300  Chinese 
trainees  who  have  spent  the  past  year  in  the 
United  States  studying  American  manufac- 
turing and  engineering  methods.  The  first 
group  sailed  from  San  Francisco  in  February, 
and  the  remainder  will  be  returning  to  China 
between  now  and  September. 

While  in  the  Bay  Area,  the  second 
group  made  an  inspection  tour  of  the 
two  bridges,  airports,  railroad  yards, 
transportation  terminals  and  other  utili- 
ties. 

Last  Thursday  the  trainees  were  guests  of 
the  Oakland  Foreign  Trade  and  Harbor  Club 
at  a  "Railroad  Night"  dinner. 

On  Monday  of  this  week  they  visited  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  observe 
chamber  procedure  and  operating  methods. 

They  were  also  special  guests  of  the  Chamber's 
Foreign  Trade  Association  at  their  regular  Monday 
luncheon  meeting.  Woo  Hoong-Tsao,  vice  president  of 
a  Chinese  railroad  company,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
trainees,  emphasized  the  dominant  role  that  China  will 
play  in  Pacific  Area  affairs  and  pleaded  for  active  Sino- 
American  collaboration.

Basic  suggestions  are  included 
under:  (1)  Carefully  analyze  your 
program  idea,  following  through  on 
all  details  of  audience  desired, 
writer,  participants,  time,  etc.;  (2) 
never  request  a  station  for  time 
unless  you  really  need  it;  (3)  pre- 
sent your  program  plan  or  idea  in 
writing,  with  a  clear  outline  of  the 
program  or  series;  (4)  cooperate 
with  the  station,  in  using  joint 
promotion  campaigns,  etc.;  and  a 
list  of  several  "don'ts"  that  will 
"make  a  station  happy."

•  The  new  feeder-line  operators  are  South- 
west Airways,  West  Coast  Airlines  and  Em- 
pire Airlines. 

Southwest  will  operate  over  three  new 
routes:  between  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles,  and  two  routes  between  San 
Francisco  and  Medford,  Oregon.  West 
Coast  Airlines  will  operate  over  five  new 
routes:  between  Medford  and  Portland, 
Seattle  and  Port  Angeles,  Seattle  and 
Bellingham,  and  two  routes  between 
Portland  and  Seattle.  Empire  Air  Lines 
will  begin  operations  over  two  new 
routes:  between  Idaho  Falls  and  Boise, 
and  between  Boise  and  Spokane.

Federal  Airport  Bill  to  be 
Subject  of  Joint  Meeting  Friday 

The  Federal  Airport  Aid' Bill  will  be  dis- 
cussed by  two  leading  officials  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration  at  a  joint  meeting 
of  members  of  CANCCOCE  and  the  Bay 
Area  Aviation  Committee  tomorrow.

S.  F.  Bay  Area  Exports  Lead 
Pacific  Coast  During  February 

San  Francisco  exports  led  the  entire  Pacific  Coast  in  February,  1946,  with 
a  total  value  of  $20,526,000,  it  was  reported  today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Federal  Decentralization 
To  West  Proposed  by 
Colorado  Senator 

A  movement  to  bring  the  West  into 
closer  contact  with  Washington  by 
the  establishment  of  regional  capitals 
in  Western  cities  is  being  sponsored  by 
Neal  D.  Bishop,  State  Senator  of 
Colorado,  in  San  Francisco  last  week 
to  enlist  support  for  his  plan. 
•  Senator  Bishop  proposes  that  the 
Departments  of  Interior,  Commerce, 
Labor  and  Agriculture  name  and  lo- 
cate in  the  main  sections  of  the  United 
States  field  assistant  secretaries  with 
full  power  to  pass  on  all  matters  at  the 
level  of  the  secretary's  office. 

Such  a  plan,  Senator  Bishop 
maintains,  would  result  in  better 
coordination  of  Federal  activities 
and  expedite  action  on  Western 
problems  at  present  delayed  by 
the  remoteness  of  Washington 
controls  and  lack  of  sufficient 
authority  by  regional  bureaus. 

According  to  Senator  Bishop,  San 
Francisco  would  be  the  logical  regional 
capital  for  undersecretaries  of  Com- 
merce and  Labor,  while  centers  for 
Departments  of  the  Interior  and  Agri- 
culture would  be  best  suited  to  Denver. 


•  The  report,  issued  by  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department,  is  based  on  figures 
released  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Commerce. 

San  Francisco  exports  were  38.4  per 
cent  of  the  total  shipments  from  five 
Pacific  Coast  customs  districts.  Exports 
at  other  customs  districts  for  February 
1946  were:  Portland,  $15,619,000;  Seattle 
and  Tacoma,  $10,337,000;  Los  Angeles, 
$9,774,000;  San  Diego,  $1,546,000. 

•  San  Francisco  exports  in  January,  1946, 
amounted  to  $30,133,000,  while  February, 
1945,  figures  were  reported  at  $19,051,000. 

The  drop  from  January  reflects  a 
normal  settling  of  the  market  following 
the  peak  reached  in  January  caused  by 
excessive  demands  for  goods  in  Pacific 
countries,  the  Chamber  said. 

San  Francisco  also  led  other  Pacific  Coast 
ports  in  value  of  imports,  as  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing figures:  San  Francisco,  $6,113,000; 
Seattle  and  Tacoma,  $5,799,000;  Los  Angeles, 
$4,772,000;  Oregon,  $619,000;  San  Diego, 
$509,000. 

•  On  the  basis  of  tonnage  volume,  San 

Francisco's  export  tonnage  in  February,  1946, 
totaling424, 800,000  pounds,  was  under  theLos 
Angeles  total  of  483,000,000  pounds,  but  the 
per  ton  value  of  San  Francisco's  exports  was 
more  than  twice  as  great  as  that  of  Los  Angeles. 

Tonnage  stiipments  from  other  Pacific  Coast 
ports  were  as  follows;  Portland,  229,800,000 
pounds;  Seattle  and  Tacoma,  157,500,000  pounds; 
and  San  Diego,  37,100,000  pounds. 

Import  volume  was  heaviest  at  Seattle  and  Tacoma, 
with  the  Washington  Customs  District  reporting  247,- 
000.000  pounds;  San  Francisco.  106,900,000  pounds; 
Los  Angeles,  37,600.000  pounds;  San  Diego,  15,000,000 
pounds;  and  PorUand.  12,800,000  pounds.

•  TRAVEL 

American  civilian  travelers,  including  busi- 
ness men  seeking  to  reestablish  world  com- 
mercial ties,  are  estimated  to  have  spent  more 
than  $300,000,000  for  travel  within  foreign 
countries  in  19-15  and  approximately  $65,000,- 
000  additional  in  international  air  and  steam- 
ship fares,  according  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce.  These  figures  do  not  include  ex- 
penditures by  civilian  personnel  of  the  United 
States  Government  traveling  abroad  on  offi- 
cial business,  or  stationed  abroad. 

Preliminary  indications  are  that  there 
will  be  no  let-up  in  the  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  Americans  traveling  abroad 
during  1946,  although  most  travel  to 
foreign  countries  will  be  confined  to  the 
Western  Hemisphere  this  year. 

The  Department  of  Commerce  has  esti- 
mated that  American  tourist  expenditures 
may  in  a  few  years  exceed  $1,000,000,000 
annually  and  that  within  10  years,  assuming  a 
high  level  of  economic  activity  in  this  coun- 
trv.  these  expenditures  may  increase  to 
$l',500,000,000. 

•  AGRICULTURE 

The  United  States  members  of  the  Joint 
China- U.S.  and  Philippine -U.  S.  agricul- 
tural missions  were  announced  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  State  and  Agriculture.  The  U.  S.  mis- 
sion members  will  leave  soon  for  China 
and  the  Philippines  respectively,  to  accept 
invitations  to  collaborate  with  the  go\ern- 
ments  of  those  countries  in  studying  imme- 
diate Chinese  and  Philippine  agricultural 
problems,  with  a  view  toward  recommending 
action  for  their  solution.  The  U.  S.  members 
of  the  missions  also  will  work  with  officials  of 
the  two  countries  in  drafting  programs  de- 
signed to  improve  Chinese  and  Philippine 
agriculture  on  a  long-term  basis. 

In  addition,  they  will  discuss  possible 
future  collaboration  between  the  U.  S. 
and  China,  and  the  U.  S.  and  the  Philip- 
pines as  a  means  of  carrying  out  certain 
parts  of  the  programs. 

The  U.  S.  members  of  the  China  mission 
will  assemble  in  Washington  the  week  of 
June  10  to  confer  with  otTicials  uf  the  Chinese 
government  and  of  the  Departmenl  of  State 
and  .Agriculture  before  lea\ing  the  U.  .S.  June 
20.  The  U.  S.  members  of  the  Philippine  mis- 
sion will  meet  in  Washington  June  18  for 
similar  conferences  and  leave  the  U.  S.  June 
27.

SAN  FRANCISCO  POPULATION  CHANGES,  COMPOSITION  AND  DISTRIBUTION 
BETWEEN   1940  AND  PRESENT

The  official  resident  population  of  San 
Francisco  on  August  1,  1945,  reported  at 
827,400,  represented  an  increase  of  192,864  in- 
habitants, or  30.4  per  cent  over  April  1,  1940. 
according  to  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau. 
•  On  April  1,  1940,  the  resident  population, 
reported  at  634,536,  included  630,785  civilians 
and  only  3,751  military.  At  about  the  peak  of 
the  nation's  war  production,  on  April  1.  1944, 
the  resident  civilian  population  had  risen  to 
683,340  and  the  resident  inilitar>-  had  soared 
to  103,250,  bringing  the  total  resident  popula- 
tion to  786,590.  Near  the  end  of  the  war,  on 
August  1,  1945,  San  Francisco  resident  civil- 
ians had  climbed  to  767,647,  but  the  resident 
military  had  settled  to  59,753,  making  the 
total  resident  population  827,400.  With  these 
wide  swings  in  the  composition  of  the  chang- 
ing population  in  San  Francisco  recorded  by 
the  census  during  the  war  period,  and  no 
official  census  since,  there  is  today  wide  in- 
terest in  what  population  changes  have  been 
experienced  since  \  -J  Day. 

Any  estimate  of  the  present  resident 
population  should  take  into  considera- 
tion the  actual  housing  facilities  today, 


and  the  degree  of  their  saturation,  since 
there  is  and  has  been  for  many  months 
an  acute  housing  shortage  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Since  V-J  Day,  the  resident  mili- 
tary has  thinned  some,  except  on  the 
military  posts  like  Treasure  and  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  and  the  Presidio,  where 
the  numbers  are  about  the  same  as  last 
August.  At  the  same  time  many  new  im- 
migrant civilians  and  veterans  from 
many  sections  of  our  nation  are  knocking 
at  our  door.  There  is  also  that  portion 
of  San  Francisco's  population  attributed 
to  the  "ships  at  sea,"  which  compared 
to  last  year  is  estimated  at  about  two- 
thirds. 

The  current  resident  population  could  range 
anywhere  between  742,000  (if  the  density  rate 
of  3.08  persons  per  dwelling  unit  in  1940  pre- 
vailed) and  847,000  (if  the  August  1945  den- 
sity rate  of  3.52  persons  per  dwelling  unit 
prevailed).  The  actual  current  resident  |)opu- 
iation  is  probably  close  to  that  of  last  August, 
or  827,400,  since  the  ma.ximuni  new  dwelling 
units  provided  during  the  interim  could  accom- 
modate less  than  8,000  people,  a  figure  which 


is  probably  neutralized  by  a  thinning  in  den- 
sity and  the  reduction  in  the  ship  population 
(crews  of  vessels  registered  in  San  Francisco). 
•  Our  study  of  the  comparative  distribu- 
tion of  the  population  throughout  San  Fran- 
cisco in  1940  and  1945  by  census  tracts  shown 
in  the  accompanying  tabulations  reveal  the 
actual  areas  and  districts  where  the  changes 
have  taken  place.  The  highest  numerical 
gains  in  population  in  any  census  districts  oc- 
curred South  of  Market,  in  District  "K," 
which  includes  Treasure  and  Verba  Ruena 
Islands  and  amounted  to  about  45,000  during 
this  period.  Ba>"\iew,  or  District  "L,"  was 
next  with  a  33,000  gain.  East  of  \'an  Ness,  or 
District  "A,"  had  a  29,000  increase,  the  Cen- 
tral Sunset,  or  District  "P,"  13,000;  Mission- 
south,  or  District  ".\I,"  also  13,000;  and 
Western  Addition  10,000.  Districts 'T)",  "E," 
"('■"  and  "H"  in  the  Richmond  area  remain 
nearly  constant.  The  heavy  percentage  losses 
were  revealed  only  in  the  sparsely  settled 
fringe  areas,  like  Districts  "I"  and  "R," 
where  a  small  population  change  results  in  a 
large  percentage.

•  SURPLUS  SALES 

By  July  1st  $1,754,002,000  worth  of  war 
surpluses  are  scheduled  for  sale  at  161  sales- 
at-site  which  the  War  Assets  Administration 
is  preparing  to  hold  at  disposal  centers  all 
over  the  country. 

The  151  sales  at  site  for  which  prepara- 
tions are  being  completed  this  month 
will  be  held  in  31  of  the  33  WAA  regions. 
Of  these  sales  14  are  scheduled  in  the  San 
Francisco  region,  at  a  value  of  $134, 829, 000. 

The  161  sales  mark  increased  momentum  in 
the  progress  of  \\'.A.\'s  accelerated  sales-at- 
site  program  which,  when  operating  in  all  ii 
WAA  regions,  calls  for  similar  sales  at  ap- 
pro.ximately  938  sites.  Of  the  938  sites  for 
which  sales  schedules  will  be  prepared,  546  are 
military  installations.  222  are  industrial 
plants,  and  1 70  are  warehouses. 

Sales  at  site  disposal  methods  will  per- 
mit prospective  purchasers  who  visit 
sales  sites  to  inspect  merchandise,  select 
what  they  want  to  buy,  pay  their  money 
and  depart  with  their  purchases  or  have 
them  shipped  to  designated  destinations. 

Veterans,  priority  claimants,  small  business 
men  and  other  preferred  groups  will  be  served 
at  sales  at  sites  with  due  deference  to  their 
priority  rights  as  prescribed  by  the  Surplus 
Property  Act. 

•  LUMBER 

Lumber  imports  this  year  may  reach  a 
billion  and  a  half  board  feet,  an  increase  of 
about  50  per  cent  over  1945,  according  to  a 
report  by  Wilson  W.  Wyatt,  National  Hous- 
ing Expediter  and  Administrator  of  the  Na- 
tional Housing  .Agency. 

Increase  of  imports  of  lumber  have 
changed  this  nation  from  an  exporting  to 
an  importing  nation  on  lumber — about 
100  million  board  feet  per  inonth  is  now 
being  imported.  Plywood,  one  of  the 
products  in  great  demand  in  the  emer- 
gency program,  is  being  imported  in 
small  but  increasing  quantities.  U.  S. 
interests  are  cooperating  with  other 
countries  in  developing  new  sources  of 
plywood  in  several  relatively  undeveloped 
parts  of  the  world. 

Exports  of  critical  housing  materials  are 
still  under  tight  export  control. 

•  WAR  CLAIMS 

The  Department  of  State  has  been  advised 
that  The  Netherlands  Government  is  accept- 
ing claims  from  United  Slates  citizens  for 
damage  caused  to  their  propertv,  real  or  [)er- 
sonal,  in  THE  NETHERL.A'NDS  arising 
from  the  War.  W  hile  at  present  no  provision 
exists  for  the  payment  of  claims  of  U.  S. 
citizens,  it  is  recommended  that  they  file 
their  claims  so  that  they  may  be  of  record.

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Establishment  of  Constructive 
Waste  Disposal  Program  Urged 

Establishment  of  a  coordinated  progressive  program  to  solve  sewage  disposal 
problems  was  urged  today  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a  letter  to  Governor  Earl  Warren. 

•  In  its  request  the  Board  pointed 

out  that  population  and  factory  in- 
creases have  intensified  sewage  dis- 
posal problems  which  promise  to  be 
further  aggravated  by  continued 
growth.  At  the  same  time  uncontrolled 
practices  in  the  disposal  of  sewage  and 
factory  wastes  have  adversely  affected 
the  value  of  surface  and  underground 
waters,  wild  life  and  recreational  op- 
portunities in  California. 

While  action  taken  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  has  attempted  to 
control  this  problem  through 
plans  to  revoke  waste  disposal 
permits  and  to  prohibit  the  use  of 
waters  subject  to  pollution  for  in- 
dustrial purposes,  the  statement 
continued,  these  measures  have 
had  many  interpretations,  result- 
ing in  considerable  confusion. 

Therefore,  the  Board  maintained,  realistic 
steps  should  be  taken  to  correct  these  condi- 
tions and,  at  the  same  time,  provide  for  future 
population  and  factory  expansion  in  the  most 
desirable  en\  ironments. 

The  Board  recommended  the  formula- 
tion of  waste  disposal  policies  which 
would:  (1)  coordinate  the  activities  of 
the  various  agencies  concerned  with  sew- 
age and  waste  disposal,  conservation  of 
waters,  and  use  of  waters  as  a  source  of 
municipal  supply;  (2)  recognize  the  de- 
sirability of  making  provisions  for  indus- 
trial operations;  and  (3)  establish  a  real-

It  has  now  been  declared  surplus 
to  government  needs  and  is  being 
offered  for  sale  or  lease  by  the  War 
Assets  Administration. 

Development  of  this  property  for 
industrial  activities  will  contribute 
greatly  to  the  continued  economic 
prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  city,  the 
Board  declared. 


Bay  Crossing  Groups 
Meet  With  Army-Navy 
Board  Cliairman 

Recent  developments  on  the  forth- 
coming Army-Navy  Board  hearing  on 
the  proposal  for  a  second  Bay  crossing 
were  revealed  following  a  meeting  at 
the  Presidio  of  representatives  of  the 
Bay  Crossing  Committees  of  the  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland  chambers  of 
commerce  with  Brigadier  General 
Garrison  H.  Davidson,  engineer  officer 
of  the  Sixth  Army,  who  is  to  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Board. 
•  Arrangements  have  been  made  by 
the  Board  with  the  California  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  handle  the 
organization  and  presentation  of  all 
groups. 

At  present  the  Board  is  meeting  once  a 
week,  examining  original  reports  for 
crossings  made  during  1926,  1930  and 
1941,  together  with  reports  on  test  bor- 
ings that  had  been  made  at  various 
points  in  the  Bay. 

Three  factors  will  be  considered  by  the 
Board:  (1)  if  a  new  crossing  is  necessary; 
(2)  type  of  crossing;  and  (3)  location  of 
crossing.

Tax  Recommendations 
Made  to  City  Tax  Group 

The  following  statement  on  the 
present  budget  and  tax  situation  con- 
fronting the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  Finance,  Revenue 
and  Taxation  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors : 

•  "The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  willing  to  support  an  etiuitable  plan 
for  broadening  the  tax  base  of  the  City  gov- 
ernment, provided  the  additional  revenues  so 
raised  are  pledged  to  the  carrying  out  of  a 
planned  program  for  the  physical  develop- 
ment of  the  City.  The  Chamber  realizes  that 
San  Francisco  lacks  many  public  facilities 
that  would  make  the  City  a  better  one  in 
which  to  live  and  work.  If,  however,  new 
forms  of  ta.xation  are  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  without  pledging  the  revenues 
therefrom  to  a  specific  program  for  the  de- 
velopment of  San  Francisco,  the  Chamber 
fears  these  moneys  will  be  lost  in  the  welter  of 
current  appropriations,  and  the  major  physi- 
cal construction  needs  of  the  City  will  con- 
tinue to  languish  for  lack  of  funds.  Past  ex- 
perience emphasizes  the  inadequacy  of  a 
piecemeal  tax  system  and  the  Chamber  there- 
fore strongly  protests  at  this  time  the  special 
tax  levies  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  now 
has  under  consideration.  Until  an  overall 
capital  improvement  program  is  adopted,  the 
Chamber  will  oppose  any  change  in  the  City's 
system  of  taxation." 

The  statement  was  recommended 
unanimously  by  the  Chamber's  Munici- 
pal Affairs  and  Tax  committees,  meet- 
ing jointly. 

The  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1946-47  will 
require  a  property  tax  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  present  rate,  which  is  the  highest  in 
history.  Currently,  the  Finance,  Revenue  and 
Taxation  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors is  considering  the  proposal  that  other 
forms  of  taxes  be  instituted,  to  bring  in  suf- 
ficient revenues  to  prevent  the  property  tax 
rate  from  rising  to  the  level  required  by  the 
budget. 

•  In  considering  the  situation,  the  Cham- 
ber's Committees  were  greatly  impressed  by 
the  fact  that  no  provision  is  made  in  the 
budget  for  financing  the  City's  long  range  pro- 
gram for  improvement,  as  recommended  in 
the  report  of  the  Citizens'  Post  War  Planning 
Committee.  As  impressively  shown  in  that 
report,  this  City  has  long  delayed  many 
greatly  needed  improvements — a  condition 
aggravated  by  our  greatly  accelerated  growth 
during  the  past  five  years.  -Such  improvements 
require  large  sums  of  money,  and  they  are 
vital  to  this  City's  continued  progress. 

The  record  budget  for  the  coming  year 
makes  little  provision  for  capital  im- 
provements. If  additional  forms  of  taxa- 
tion are  adopted  for  current  spending 
and  merely  as  a  device  to  hold  the  tax 
rate  down,  there  is  grave  danger  that  im- 
provements vital  to  the  City's  growth 
will  be  deferred  more  or  less  permanently. 

In  the  Chamber's  opinion  what  is  needed  is 
an  overall  plan  of  City  capital  impro\emenls 
and  the  financing  and  taxes  required  to  per- 
form them.  Only  then  will  the  citizens  be  in  a 
position  to  judge  the  program  and  make  their 
decision.

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Formation  of  Car 
Pools  Urged  During 
S.  F.  Street  Car  Strike 

Emplo>ers  in  San  Francisco  were 
urged  to  take  the  initiative  in  en- 
couraging the  formation  of  car  pools 
among  their  employees  during  the 
street  car  strike  in  a  special  bulletin 
issued  Monday  to  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  At  the  same  time,  the  Chamber  asked 
its  members  to  cooperate  with  their  em- 
ployees by  adjusting  time  schedules,  if  neces- 
sary, to  enable  employees  to  make  connections 
with  "share-a-ride"  groups  or  with  train  and 
bus  schedules  to  out-of-town  points.

"The 
cooperation  of  all  car  owners  during  this 
emergency  will  assure  the  fullest  possible 
use  of  all  available  transportation  facili- 
ties," he  declared.  "Full  loading  of  cars 
will  help  to  reduce  congestion  both  on 
streets  and  in  parking  areas." 

The  Chamber  further  appealed  to  car 
owners  and  pedestrians  to  observe  traffic 
signals  at  intersections  in  the  interests  of 
safety  and  to  speed  up  traffic  movement. 


Stratton  Appointed  to 
Western  Pacific  Staff 

Frank  B.  Stratton  of  San  Francisco 
has  been  appointed  industrial  com- 
missioner of  the  Western  Pacific  Rail- 
road, effective  JuK'  1,  to  succeed 
James  W.  Grace,  who  will  retire  at  the 
end  of  this  month.

With  the  steady  increase  in 
Pacific  Coast  population  and  the  assur- 
ance of  continued  western  steel  produc- 
tion, we  confidently  expect  that  this 
westward  industrial  march  will  con- 
tinue." 


OPA  Demise  Gives  Business  Its 
Opportunity  to  Prove  Soundness 

Following  is  a  statement  on  the  expiration  of  O.P.A.  and  price  controls  as 
made  by  Brayton  Wilbur,  president,  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce: 

"The  sudden  expiration  of  price  con- 
trols will  have  unpredictable  momentary 
effects.  However,  ultimate  de-control 
was  inevitable.  Now  we  may  hope  for  the 
sound  expansion  of  the  economy. 

"With  the  restoration  of  competitive  in- 
centives, American  business  will  again  be  in 
a  position  to  recognize  the  values  of  qualitx' 
and  service  as  well  as  price.  It  should  not  be 
long  before  staple  merchandise  will  be  avail- 
able at  the  realistic  prices  which  only  un- 
hampered competition  can  generate. 

"Few  citizens  and,  apparently,  few 
men  in  government,  anticipated  the  ex- 
piration of  price  controls  with  overnight 
suddenness.  As  a  result,  the  nation's 
political  system  and  what  should  be  the 
unregimented  American  way  of  life  are 
being  submitted  to  unprecedented  tests. 

"Certainly,  in  these  tests,  San  Franciscans 
may  be  expected  to  demonstrate  restraint 
and  moderation  and  the  common  sense  that 
goes  with  self-government. 

"Prior  to  World  War  II,  America  had 
achieved  the  world's  highest  standards  of 
living.  The  average  overall  result  of  the 
free  play  of  economic  forces  was  that  the 
American  people  had  more  and  better 
food,  shelter,  clothing,  automobiles  and 
everything  else  that  went  with  them 
than  the  people  of  any  other  land. 

"When  this  nation  entered  the  war,  condi- 
tions imposed  a  regimented  economy.  In 
general,  the  public  went  along  with  the  con- 
sequent controls  and  rules  and  regulations; 
but  only  public  willingness  to  'go  along'  for 
supreme  common  ends  made  administration 
II  I  ,  of  controls  possible.

•  TREND 

Tlie  general  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  continued  at  an  unprece- 
dented seasonal  high  during  May  with  our  index  at  206.5  or  3.9  per  cent 
above  last  May  and  only  slightly  below  the  preceding  month.  The  five 
months  cumulative  business  activities  in  San  Francisco  were  up  4  per  cent 
over  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 

Several  activities  such  as  construction, 
real  estate,  retail  trade,  stock  exchange 
transactions,  and  airport  traffic  were  at 
considerably  higher  levels  during  May 
than  a  year  ago.  On  the  other  side  of  the 
ledger  at  a  somewhat  lower  level  than  a 
year  ago  were  postal  receipts,  manu- 
facturing payrolls  and  employment, 
and  freight  car  movements  influenced 
strongly  by  the  reconversion  to  a  peace- 
time economy. 


•  EMPLOYMENT 

The  total  persons  contacting  the 
United  States  Employment  Service, 
commercial  and  industrial  offices,  in 
San  Francisco  were  8,000  fewer  than 
in  April  and  amounted  to  40,636.  Of 
the  total  44  per  cent  were  veterans 
who  accounted  for  35  per  cent  of  the 
industrial  office  contact  load  of  27,598, 
and  for  63  per  cent  of  the  commercial 
office  contact  load  of  13,038.  Although 
the  daily  applicant  load  far  exceeded 
the  number  of  openings  during  May 
the  demand  for  workers  in  San  Fran- 
cisco was  reported  good,  with  jobs  in 
fair  volume  distributed  throughout 
the  major  industrial  groups  and  a 
shortage  of  qualified  clerical  workers 
and  skilled  craftsmen  as  more  selec- 
tivity is  exercised  by  both  the  em- 
ployer and  applicant. 

The  unfilled  openings  available  in  San 
Francisco  during  the  first  week  in  June 
numbered  5,521  of  which  2,900  or  52  per 
cent  were  women.  The  available  openings 
were  as  follows:  Professional  and  Mana- 
gerial 728,  Clerical  and  Sales  3,153,  Serv- 
ice 439,  Skilled  378,  Semi-skilled  512,  and 
Unskilled  311. 

Unemployment  claims  for  the  week  ending 
June  14th  in  San  Francisco,  according  to  the 
State  Department  of  Employment,  were  re- 
ported at  17,497  of  which  5,797  were  con- 
tinued claims  of  veterans.  The  total  com- 
pensable claims  amounted  to  9,907  compared 
to  11,205  during  the  previous  month  or  about 
1 2  per  cent  lower. 

In  12  Bay  cities  the  compensable  claims 
totaled  27,998  and  were  13  per  cent  below 
the  similar  period.  The  nation's  civilian 
labor  force  reported  by  the  Census  Bureau 
in  early  May  at  57,630,000  was  730,000 
above  the  April  level;  employment  also 
gained  770,000  reaching  a  total  of  55,- 
320,000  during  the  same  period. 

Building  permits  for  May  amounted  to 
734  and  were  valued  at  $2,472,831.  New 
residential  permits  providing  for  280  dwelling 
units  accounted  for  about  two-thirds  of  the 
value  of  all  permits  issued  during  May.  The 


total  dwelling  units  for  the  S  months  cumula- 
tive amounted  to  1,427  and  were  valued  at 
about  six  million  dollars,  while  permits  for 
new  single-family  dwelling  units  totaled  1,037 
and  were  more  than  three  times  the  cumula- 
tive for  the  similar  period  last  year. 

May  real  estate  sales  numbering  1,940 
and  amounting  to  $24,492,652  were  about 
a  million  and  a  half  dollars  under  the 
preceding  month  but  were  72  per  cent 
over  May  of  last  year.  The  five  months 
cumulative  of  9,909  sales  amounting  to 
$120,124,595  were  up  52  per  cent  in  num- 
ber and  70  per  cent  in  value. 

•  RETAIL  TRADE 

May  retail  department  stores  sales 
in  San  Francisco  were  slightly  below 
the  April  peak  but  were  27  per  cent 
above  last  May  with  the  5  months 
cumulative  up  16  per  cent  over  last 
year.  Bay  Area  sales  were  up  28  per 
cent  and  16  per  cent  respectively. 
Sales  for  the  central  valley  were  up 
44  per  cent  and  25  per  cent  respec- 
tively. Sales  for  California  were  up 
27  per  cent  over  last  May  and  21  per 
cent  for  the  5  months  cumulative 
period. 

Some  652  independent  retailers  in  San 
Francisco  reports  to  the  Census  Bureau  re- 
vealed April  sales  (latest  available)  were  up 
30  per  cent  above  April  a  year  ago  with  the 
four  months  cumulative  up  11  per  cent;  at 
the  same  time,  the  averages  for  California's 
6  largest  cities  were  up  30  per  cent  and  16 
per  cent  respectively. 

Sales  of  the  food  stores  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  up  15  per  cent  compared  to 
last  April;  eating  places  off  2  per  cent; 
liquor  packaged  goods  up  11  per  cent; 
florists  up  73  per  cent;  drug  stores  up  1 
per  cent;  apparel  up  42  per  cent;  jewelry 
up  52  per  cent;  automotive  groups  up  81 
per  cent;  furniture  and  household  up  46 
per  cent;  and  lumber  and  hardware  up 
15  per  cent. 

•  WHOLESALE  TRADE 

Wholesalers'  sales  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  during  April  were  23  per  cent 
above  last  April  with  the  four  months 
cumulative  up  16  per  cent  compared 
to  an  increase  of  28  per  cent  and  20 
per  cent  respectively  in  the  nation, 
according  to  the  latest  Census  Bureau 
releases.  The  mountain  group  of 
states  led  all  others  with  gains  of  36 
per  cent  and  28  per  cent  respectively. 


Pacific  Coast  4  months  cumulative 
sales  of  automotive  supplies  were  up 
29  per  cent;  clothing  18  per  cent; 
shoes  23  per  cent;  furniture  16  per 
cent;  groceries  and  food  21  per  cent; 
meats  31  per  cent;  confectioneries 
sales  topped  the  list  with  a  gain  of  41 
per  cent. 

•  MANUFACTURING  INDUSTRIES 

Manufacturing  wage   earners  em-  ■ 
ployed   in   San    Francisco   Industrial  I 
Area  during  May  reported  at  110,900  l 
were  4,600  above  the  April  level.  The  ■ 
durable  group  accounted  for  57,200  1 
and  the  non-durable  group  for  53,700. 
Although  May  employment  was  about 
43  per  cent  and  payrolls  51  per  cent  I 
under  a  year  ago,  employment  was  up  : 
32  per  cent  and  payrolls  122  per  cent  I 
above  the  prewar  levels  of  1940.  May  . 
average  weekly  earnings  amounted  to 
$51.61  compared  to  $61.28  last  yean 
and  hourly  earnings  to  $1,308  com- 
pared to  $1,346.   Hours  worked   per 
week  were  39.4  compared  to  45.5  last 
May. 

Industrial  expansion  and  new  develop- 
ment reported  by  the  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial Department  for  May  for  San  Fran- 
cisco reveals  a  total  of  20  establishments 
with  investments  of  $782,500;  in  the  Bay 
Region  (12  counties)  111  establishments 
with  outlays  of  $7,562,385,  and  Northern  i 
California  132  establishments  with  out- 
lays of  $9,695,618.  The  five  months  cumu- 
lative outlays  were  nearly  double  that  of 
last  year. 

•  COST  OF  LIVING  | 

Consumer  prices  in  San  Francisco  dur- 
ing the  first  5  months  of  1946  averaged 
1.4  per  cent  over  the  same  period  last 
year.

600  Chinese  Trainees  in  S.  F. 
To  Tour  Bay  Area  Industries 

A  group  of  600  Chinese  trainees  who  have  spent  the  past  year  in  the  United 
States  studying  American  manufacturing  and  operating  methods  has  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  on  an  inspection  tour  of  Bay  Area  industries  sponsored  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.

"But  since  the  end  of  actual  fighting, 
public  sentiment  in  regard  to  controls 
has  changed,  as  reflected  in  the  sudden 
dropping  of  the  OPA. 

"And,  now,  American  business  has  an 
opportunity  to  measure  up  to  its  responsi- 
bilities. The  democratic  processes  of  trials 
and  balances,  and  unhampered  press,  com- 
petent courts  and  judicial  procedures  and  the 
free  play  of  supply  and  demand  will  prevail. 

"Certainly  there  will  be  economic  ad- 
justments as  time  goes  on.  Every  citizen 
will  be  called  upon  to  face  fundamentals 
and  play  his  part  in  the  free  enterprise 
system,  as  buyer  or  seller,  realizing  that 
his  acts  today  must  not  lead  to  a  situa- 
tion tomorrow  making  for  complete 
regimentation. 

"Administration  of  OPA  was  exceedingly 
difficult  and  had  many  unrealistic  results. 
What  was  done  in  behalf  of  one  segment  of  the 
economy  had  effects  on  several  others.  Com- 
modity scarcity,  black  markets  and  confusion 
resulted.  However,  in  the  main,  it  served  its 
major  purposes  well  and  its  history  should 
not  be  stigmatized  by  its  minor  aspects. 

"We  simply  urge  all  to  conduct  their 
businesses  in  a  normal  way.  With  no  con- 
trols, there  will  be  some  confusion  and 
higher  prices  on  certain  scarce  articles. 
The  great  bulk  of  our  production  and 
supplies,  however,  will  seek  their  levels 
in  an  orderly  way  through  the  unim- 
peded workings  of  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand." 

The  Retail  Merchants  Association  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
issued  the  following  bulletin  to  its  members: 

"The  sudden  demise  of  OPA  offers  the 
retailer  a  splendid  opportunity  to  build 
stronger  public  relations  with  his  cus- 
tomers. 

"That  our  members  realize  this  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  all  of  them  contacted  have 
expressed  their  intent  to  hold  price  lines 
which  were  in  existence  under  OPA  control. 

"The  buying  public  is  keenly  aware  of 
price  changes  and  will  be  particularly 
vigilant  in  making  comparative  price 
checks.  If  the  stores  continue  to  main- 
tain their  usual  high  standard  of  ethics, 
the  customer  will  long  remember  it  and 
it  will  pay  the  retailer  big  dividends  when 
we  get  into  a  buyer's  market."

At  a  ceremony  held  Monday  in  the  rotunda  of  San  Francisco  City  Hall, 
Mayor  Roger  D.  Lapham  and  Brayton  Wilbur,  president  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber,  extended  greetings  from  the  people  of  San  Francisco  to  the  almost 
five  hundred  Chinese  technicians  who  have  been  visiting  in  the  Ba>' Area  this  week. 

•  Presiding  at  the  ceremony  was  William 
C.  Montgomery,  presi<lent,  Foreign  Trade 
.Association  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  who  presented  to  the  group  the 
following  greeting  from  President  Wilbur  on 
behalf  of  the  Chamber: 

"It  has  been  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege 
for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  to  be  your 
host  upon  the  completion  of  your  tech- 
nical training  in  the  United  States.

T.  K.  Chang,  Consul  (jeneral  of 
China,  addressed  the  assembly  on  behalf  of 
the  Chinese  community  of  .San  Francisco. 

•  The  ceremony  was  closed  with  an  ad- 
dress in  Chinese  by  Willys  R.  Peck,  former 
administrator  with  the  State  Department, 
who  inaugurated  the  training  programs  of 
the  International  Training  Administration.

Air  Lines  by  C.  A.  B. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  today  hailed  announce- 
ment of  a  San  Francisco-Hawaii  route 
for  United  Air  Lines  as  another  indi- 
cation that  the  city  is  now  air  capital 
of  the  Pacific.

San  Francisco  now 
becomes  the  head(|uarters  for  the  only  two 
United  States  Flag  airlines  operating  on  trans- 
pacific routes.  The  city  is  strategically  lo- 
cated in  relation  to  air  distances  to  all  the 
capitals  of  the  world.  The  new  United  Air 
Lines  route  to  Hawaii  marks  another  step 
forwaril  in  the  development  of  San  Francisco 
as  a  world  air  terminal." 

Edward  V.  Mills,  chairman  of  the  Bay 
.\rea  Aviation  Committee,  called  the 
action  "recognition  of  the  Bay  .\rea's 
position  as  an  international  center  for 
air  commerce.  We  welcome  this  new 
route,"  Mills  said,  "and  will  continue 
our  efforts  to  advance  aviation's  cause  in 
this  area."

Department. 

•  "This  action  is  e.xceedingh-  sig- 
nificant," F"ox  said,  "inasmuch  as  the 
national  concern,  local  factory  pax- 
rolls  and  cabinet   bu>ers  will  benefit. 

"The  G.E. -Ames  contract  establishes 
a  pattern  which  may  be  adaptable  in 
many  other  cases,  wherein  national 
brands  may  gain  the  advantages  of  west- 
ern production  and  local  manufacturers 
can  secure  the  benefits  of  demands  for 
nationally-known    merchandise." 

The  .Ames  Company  is  now  preparing  en- 
gineering flravvings  and  dies  for  production 
which  will  serve  the  seven  western  states,  and 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  payrolls  of  the 
-San  Krancisco  plant  during  the  next  year  is 
expected.  Initial  models  will  be  completed 
by  September  when  volume  production  is 
expectetl  to  begin. 

The  Ames  Company  reports  that 
"these  cabinets  are  to  be  of  the  highest 
quality  and  finish,  and  it  is  a  distinction 
to  Bay  Area  manufacturing  that  they 
are  to  be  produced  here.  .\  substantial 
portion  of  the  steel  will  be  a  product  of 
California,  partly  from  the  Columbia 
Steel  Company  at  Pittsburg.

Zoning  Ordinance  Redrafting

Procedures  being  followed  in  the 
redrafting  of  San  Francisco's  zoning 
ordinance  were  outlined  last  week  to 
the  .San  Francisco  Chamber's  -Sites 
and  Buildings  -Section  by  E.  Deming 
Tilton,  Director  of  Planning,  -San 
Francisco  City  Planning  Commission. 
•  Tilton  traced  the  history  of  the 
present  zoning  law  which  became 
effecti\e  in  1921,  and  used  various 
maps  to  illustrate  subse(|uent  de- 
velopments and  present  studies  on 
which  redrafting  of  the  act  will  be 
based. 

An  increased  number  of  zones,  par- 
ticularly for  residential  purposes,  is  to 
be  expected,  he  said,  but  the  program 
should  have  the  net  effect  of  making 
more  area  available  for  industrial  pur- 
poses. 

.^s  studies  of  the  present  zoning  law  and 
community  needs  progress,  citizens'  groups 
throughout  the  city  will  be  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity to  become  familiar  with  the  new  or- 
dinance and  to  present  their  suggestions, 
Tilton  explained.

•  PACIFIC  BRANCH 

A  Pacific  Branch  in  the  Division  of  Territories 
and  Island  Possessions  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  as  authorized  recently  by  an  act  of  Con- 
gress, has  just  been  established. 

Secretary  of  Interior  Krug  has  named  Eric 
Beecroft,  of  Berkeley,  California,  formerly  a 
special  assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior,  as  Chief  of  the  new  branch. 

The  creation  of  the  new  branch  now  completes 
the  formal  representation,  in  the  Division,  of 
United  States  territories  and  island  possessions  un- 
der jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  Interior.  Puerto 
Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  Alaska  already  were 
represented  by  branches  of  the  Division  of  Terri- 
tories and  Island  Possessions. 

The  primary  object  of  the  Pacific  Branch 
will  be  to  assist  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  pend- 
ing the  final  attainment  of  full  representation 
as  a  state  in  the  National  Congress.  It  will  also 
stand  ready  to  extend  the  Deparment's  coop- 
eration wherever  it  may  be  required  in  the  de- 
velopment of  plans  for  the  administration  of 
other  Pacific  Islands.  In  addition  to  the  Ha- 
waiian group,  the  Department  of  Interior  has 
jurisdiction  over  five  other  islands — Canton, 
Enderbury,  Baker,  Howland  and  Jarvis.  Can- 
ton, the  only  one  of  the  five  islands  now  occu- 
pied by  civilians,  is  on  the  direct  proposed 
route  of  Pan  American  Airways  between  Ha- 
waii and  New  Zealand,  being  the  6rst  west- 
ward stop  from  Hawaii. 

•  WAR  ASSETS  ADMINISTRATION 

Disposals  of  surplus  consumer  goods  continued  at 
a  record  pace  during  June,  reaching  a  new  monthly 
high  of  $230,000,000  in  reported  cost — approxi- 
mately 15  percent  above  those  for  May.  According 
to  the  War  Assets  Administration,  San  Francisco 
Regional  disposal  of  consumer  goods  for  the  month

Aeronautics  Board  to  serve  Stockton, 
Modesto  and  Merced  on  its  San  Joaquin 
Valley  route  over  three  years  ago,  but 
wartime  shortages  of  equipment  and  fa- 
cilities made  it  necessary  to  delay  the 
opening  of  service  until  this  time.

Hawaii's  Future  Bright,

A  prosperous  Hawaii  offering  tremendous

Immediate  Preparation  of  S.  F. 
Airport  Plan  Urged  by  Chamber 

Development  of  airports  in  San  Francisco  City  and  County  through  an  orderly  and  system- 
atic program  of  expansion  to  meet  the  demands  of  air  traffic  was  urged  this  week  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber,  in  a  resolution  sent  to  the 

Board  of  Supervisors,  asked  for  immediate 
preparation  of  a  Master  Airport  Plan. 

In  an  accompanying  letter,  the  Cham- 
ber pointed  out  that  one  of  the  greatest 
needs  facing  San  Francisco  is  the  need 
for  sound,  practical  planning  for  the  fu- 
ture. "Ten  years  hence,"  the  letter  con- 
tinued, "we  may  face  in  air  commerce 
the  exact  situation  we  face  today  in  re- 
spect to  our  streets  and  our  traffic  prob- 
lems, unless  we  plan  now!" 

While  San  Francisco  is  becoming  increasingly 
important  as  a  commercial  air  terminal,  the  Cham- 
ber pointed  out  that  its  Municipal  Airport  has  no 
facilities  to  serve  the  increasing  number  of  private 
flyers  in  San  Francisco,  and  its  facilities  for  com- 
mercial use  are  presently  inadequate  to  meet  future 
demands  for  space. 

A  Master  Airport  Plan,  the  Chamber  main- 
tains, would  fill  the  local  need  for  sound,  prac- 
tical planning  in  the  field  of  aviation  by  deter- 
mining the  present  and  future  airport  needs 
of  San  Francisco. 


Sears  Point  Proposals 
Presented  to  State 
Highway  Commission 

Proposals  calling  for  the  reconstruction  of 
Sears  Point  road  and  Black  Point  cutoff 
were  presented  to  the  California  Highway 
Commission  in  Sacramento  last  Thursday.

0  One  amendment,  establishing  Federal 
rights  to  undersea  lands  beyond  the  three- 
mile  limit  to  the  edge  of  the  continental 
shelf,  was  added  to  the  bill  in  the  Senate. 

This  amendment  will  require  Hous? 
concurrence,  following  which  the  rcso- 
lution  will  go  to  the  President. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, reaffirming  a  policy  established  in 
1938,  actively  supported  H.  J.  Res.  225  to 
renounce  the  Federal  government's  claim  to 
tidelands  and  submerged  lands. 

Chamber  members  are  urged  to  wire 
the  President  requesting  his  signature 
on  this  bill. 


Five-Cent  Airmail  Rate 
Sought  by  S.  F.  Chamber 

Early  Senate  action  to  make  five  cent  air 
mail  postage  available  to  business  and  the 
general  public  was  sought  this  week  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  The  reduced  air  mail  rate  would  be 
made  possible  by  Senate  enactment  of  H.R. 
5560  now  before  the  Senate  Post  Office  Com- 
mittee. The  Chamber  is  urging  that  the  bill 
be  reported  out  to  the  floor  of  the  Senate 
immediately. 

Emphasizing  the  significance  of  the  legisla- 
tion, George  C.  Tenney,  Aviation  Committee 
chairman,  declared  that  passage  of  the  bill 
would  "bring  the  cities  of  the  East  and  West 
closer  together  and  would  stimulate  business 
by  speeding  mail  communication  between  here 
and  the  rest  of  the  United  States. 

"It  is  also  possible  that  reduced  airmail  rates 
would  stimulate  the  use  of  airmail  to  a  point  where 
the  Post  Office  would  continue  to  gain  substantial 
profits  from  its  airmail  operations." 
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AMES  WIND  TUNNEL  DEDICATED 


Marking  the  beginning  of  d  nev  era  in  aeronautical  research,  a  12-foot  law  turbulence  vind  tunnel  was  dedicated  at 
Moffett  Field  last  week  by  the  National  Advisory  Committee  for  Aeronautics,  The  dedication  highlighted  an  outstanding 
program  in  connection  with  the  First  Annual  Inspection  of  the  Laboratory  by  approximately  350  visitors  from  ail  parts 
of  the  United  States,  including  air  transport  executives,  scientists,  aircraft  manufacturers  and  Others  prominent  in  the  field 
of  aviation.  The  new  tunnel  ts  designed  to  operate  at  air  speeds  up  to  the  speed  of  sound,  the  tunnel  being  unique  in  pro- 
viding air  flow  of  negligible  turbulence,  such  as  experienced  in  free-atmosphere  flight.  Hosts  of  the  inspection  tour  of  aero- 
nautic facilities  were  John  F.  Victory,  N.A.C.A.  secretary.  Washington,  D.C.,  and  Smith  J.  De  France,  engineer-in- 
charge,  Ames  Aeronautical  Laboratory  at  Moffett  Field.

Court  Decision  in 
Kennedy  Suit  Called 
Significant  By  Hanlon 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  suit  of  Clyde  C.  Kennedy  against  Harry 
D.  Ross,  San  Francisco  Controller,  is  very  im- 
portant in  connection  with  future  city  con- 
tracts for  public  construction,  according  to 
Frank  S.  Hanlon,  chairman,  Municipal  Con- 
ference. 

9  In  a  review  of  the  case,  Hanlon  declared 
that  the  decision  is  "so  sweeping  and  explicit 
that  no  question  should  arise  again  to  hold 
up  the  preparation  of  such  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  public  works." 

Kennedy  was  employed  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  Public  Works  to  prepare  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates  for  the  new 
North  Point  sewage  disposal  plant. 

Civil  Service  employees  held  up  the  first  pay- 
ment due  Kennedy  by  a  suit,  contending  that  all  of 
the  work  of  preparing  such  plans  and  specifications 
should  be  done  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer. 
The  contract  with  Kennedy  was  in  violation  of  the 
Civil  Service  requirements  of  the  charter,  they 
claimed,  and  was  invalid  because  it  was  not  entered 
into  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

In  its  decision,  the  Supreme  Court  upheld 
the  authority  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
to  enter  into  such  contracts  for  special  profes- 
sional services.  The  Court  held  that:  ( 1 )  Ken- 
nedy and  his  employees  were  not  subject  to 
Civil  Service  requirements ;  (2)  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  had  no  control  or  authority 
whatever  over  the  letting  of  such  contracts  for 
special  services  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Works;  and  (3)  that  such  contracts  do  not 
have  to  be  let  by  a  call  for  bids  or  by  award 
to  the  lowest  bidder.

Endorsed  by  Chamber 

Establishment  of  adcUtional  American 
Trans-Pacific  shipping  services  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Orient  was  endorsed 
this  week  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce.

Included  will  be  buildings  to 
house  delicate  magnetic  instru- 
ments, an  underground  vault  for 
a  seismograph,  living  quarters  for 
a  staff  of  three  men  and  their 
families,  and  other  necessary  fa- 
cilities. 

An  alarm  s>\sieni  will  be  attached  to 
the  seismograph  to  sound  a  warning 
when  the  recording  needle  indicates 
an  earthquake  of  large  magnitude,  en- 
abling the  observer  on  duty  to  im- 
mediately make  an  inspection  and,  if 
necessary,  issue  prompt  reports  of  im- 
portant ([iiakes,  however  far  distant 
they  may  be. 

•  Mofor  Vehicles 

20,116  motor  \ehicles  of  all  types 
were  disposed  of  during  June  1946  by 
the  War  Assets  Administration. 
Trucks  led  the  disposal  list  with 
11,795,  of  which  veterans  bought 
8,745;  federal  agencies  accjuired  948; 
local  governments,  374;  and  1,715 
were  purchased  b>-  qualified  dealers.

San  Francisco  retail  merchants  report  that  as  a  result  of  their  pledge  to  tin- 
public  to  hold  the  line  on  prices,  there  has  been  little  evidence  of  buyers' 
strikes  in  San  Francisco,  according  to  a  report  released  today  by  D.  P.  Street, 
managing  director.  Retail  Merchants  Association,  .San  F"rancisco  Chamber  nl 
Commerce.

For  in  it  he  gives  some  very 
sage  advice  to  all  those  young  men  and 
women  back  from  the  war  who  plan  on 
'going  into  aviation'.  He  doesn't  deny 
the  many  opportunities  the  industry 
offers,  but  he  does  point  out  the  many 
expensive  pitfalls  points  them  out  so 
clearly  that  the  article  is  just  as  valuable 
for  those  already  in  the  business." 


Construction  Underway  at 
Columbia's  Pittsburg  Mill 

Construction  of  Columbia  Steel 
Company's  new  $25,000,000  cold  re- 
duction steel  sheet  and  tinplate  mill  at 
Pittsburg,  California,  is  proceeding  on 
schedule,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment by  William  A.  Ross,  Columbia 
Steel  president. 

•  Preliminary  grading  has  already 
been  completed,  he  reported,  and  the 
pouring  of  concrete  foundations  is 
scheduled  to  start  within  the  ne.xt  few 
days.  Work  is  also  progressing  on  the 
laying  of  80,000  lineal  feet  of  pipe, 
ranging  from  36-inch  sewers  to  1-inch 
gas  and  air  lines. 

Actual  erection  of  building  is  expected 
to  start  in  September.  When  completed 
next  year  the  mill,  which  will  be  located 
in  the  center  of  Columbia's  present  400- 
acre  plant,  will  be  capable  of  producing 
approximately  500,000  tons  of  steel  sheets 
and  tinplate.  This  will  mark  the  first 
time  cold  reduced  sheets  and  tinplate 
have  been  manufactured  on  the  West 
Coast. 


•  "On  the  contrary,"  said  Street,  "those 
merchants  who  immediately  pledged  theni- 
sehes  to  hold  the  line  and  to  seek  no  addi- 
tional iirofits,  who  promised  to  sell  the  goods 
in  stock  without  any  advance  in  prices,  say 
that  their  customers  are  expressing  their 
satisfaction  with  this  type  of  merchandising. 
"The  first  impact  of  increased  prices 
when  OPA  went  out  of  existence  came 
naturally  in  the  food  field,"  Street  de- 
clared. "It  was  explained  many  times 
that  meat,  butter,  and  a  number  of 
commodities  must  immediately  increase 
because  of  the  removal  of  subsidies.  This 
was  not  altogether  understood  by  the 
mass  of  consumers,  and  there  have 
naturally  been  complaints  over  the 
prices  of  the  higher  grades  of  meat,  of 
the  high  price  of  butter,  and  of  such  other 
commodities  as  were  supported  by  sub- 
sidies. 

"On  the  other  hand,"  Street  continued, 
"the  prices  of  staple  goods  have  remained 
constant,  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for 
complaint  on  the  part  of  the  consumer.  Re- 
tail sales  in  San  Francisco  have  not  made  the 
gains  they  had  made  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year,  .Some  merchants  attribute 
this  to  lack  of  goods.  Outside  of  the  food  field 
it  was  normally  expected  by  experienced 
merchants  that  the  public  would  become 
more  conscious  of  price  and  quality.  The 
shopper  knew  that  the  old  rule  of  competition 
would  come  into  play  with  controls  removed, 
and  so  became  more  choosy  in  buying  general 
merchandise.  There  was  the  expectation  that 
more  and  better  goods  might  soon  come  into 
the  market,  and  the  thrifty  housewife  decided 
to  put  off  her  purchases  until  the  market 
settled  down." 

Retailers,  generally,  according  to 
Street,  are  expressing  no  opinion  of  the 
present  bill  which  proposes  to  restore 
modified  price  control.  "They  do  not 
know,"  he  declared,  "how  far  it  will  go 
or  what  its  effect  will  be  until  the  new 
OPA  has  announced  the  extent  of  its 
control.  However,  as  far  as  the  present 
situation  in  San  Francisco  can  be  gauged, 
the  buying  public  is  expressing  no  marked 
or  general  signs  of  discontent  with  return 
to  free  competition." 

Another  present  factor  in  the  situation.  Street  re- 
ported, is  that  current  prices  cover  a  much  wider  range 
than  normally  existed  between  different  types  of  stores 
or  stores  of  different  localities.  "For  instance."  he  said, 
"it  has  been  reported  that  butter  has  sold  in  San  Fran- 
cisco at  80c  to  SI. 00  a  pound.  In  normal  times  no  such 
spread  was  possible.  The  customer  walked  out  of  the 
dollar  a  pound  store  and  went  to  the  80c  a  pound  store. 
This  was  the  rule  of  competition  which  leveled  off 
prices." 

Commentinft  on  the  rumors  of  food  specula- 
tion. Street  said  that  reports  ccminft  in  from 
other  centers  indicate  that  a  number  of  food 
speculators  saw  an  opportunity  to  jump  into  the 
market  and  gain  some  control  over  food  supplies. 
"These  other  markets  are  reportinft  now  that  the 
speculators  are  dumping  their  supplies  into  the 
market  at  a  loss  because  they  found  there  would 
be  no  run-away  inflation."  he  said.  "In  San  Fran- 
cisco there  has  so  far  been  no  report  of  specula- 
tion in  the  foods  that  are  distributed  through 
this  center.  The  egg  and  butter  markets  have 
continued  to  operate  on  the  basis  that  has  gov- 
erned their  regular  procedure."

•  TREND 

General  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  during  the  first  half  of  1946  con- 
tinued its  upward  trend,  attaining  a  new  level  3.7  per  cent  above  the  same 
period  last  year,  according  to  our  index.  At  the  same  time  sev^eral  activities  are 
climbing  toward  new  all-time  highs  for  the  full  year. 

Financial  transactions  for  the  first  six 
months  based  on  the  bank  debits  in  San 
Francisco  totaled  $11,174,440,000  or  $700,- 
000,000  above  1945,  while  shares  traded 
on  the  .San  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  for 
the  same  period  totaled  $8,825,785,  and 
more  than  doubled  last  year's  six  months 
total;  the  market  value  of  $133,720,479 
was  up  more  than  one-half. 

Real  estate  aales  in  San  Francisco,  numbering  I  l.ttM 
and  valued  at  $142,920,217,  have  averaged  better  than 
$23,000,000  per  month  during  the  first  half  ol  the  year, 
with  April  sales  ol  $26,000,000  setting  a  new  monthly 
top.  and  are  well  along  the  road  to  establishing  the 
highest  annual  total  ever  made  in  San  Francisco.  Build- 
ing permits  of  4.392.  valued  at  $25,651,723  for  the  six 
months,  made  gains  of  74  per  cent  in  number  and  285 
per  cent  in  value  above  last  year,  and  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  provided  for  amounted  to  1.694,  or  63.7

Retail  department  sales  average  for  six  months 
is  at  the  highest  level  ever  experienced  in  .San 
Francisco  for  a  similar  period  and  17.8  per  cent 
above  last  year.  San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  like- 
wise is  establishing  new  highs,  with  2.S,2a3  planes 
In  and  out  of  .San  Francisco  and  367,454  passengers 
on  and  off  during  the  first  six  months,  or  an  in- 
crease of  71.1  percent  and  96.9  percent  respective- 
ly over  last  year.  Tourists*  and  settlers'  inquiries 
were  more  than  double  those  for  a  similar  period 
last  year.  .San  Francisco  world  trade  for  the  first 
four  months  of  1946  latest  availablej  revealed  ex- 
ports up  18.7  per  cent  in  value  and  imports  Si. 2 
per  cent. 

Only  a  few  of  the  items  with  a  direct  tie-in  to  the  ab- 
normal activities  of  a  year  ago  failed  to  show  any  im- 
provement over  the  first  half  year. 

•  MANUFACTURING  INDUSTRIES 

The  number  of  production  workers  in  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Industrial  Area  ad- 
vanced to  117,500  in  June,  from  112,300  in 
May,  compared  to  188,200  in  June  last  year 
and  8.^,200  in  June  1940,  according  to  the 
Slate  Department  of  Industrial  Relations. 
The  durable  goods  group  accounted  for  61 ,800 
of  the  June  total,  and  the  non-durable  goods 
group  for  55,700.  The  manufacturing  indus- 
tries reporting  the  most  improvement  in  em- 
ployment in  June,  compared  to  last  June,  in- 
cluded meat  products,  apparel  (particularly 
women's  and  children's  outer  clothing),  paper 
and  allied  products,  printing  and  publishing, 
leather  and  leather  products,  stone  clay  and 
glass  products,  tin  cans  and  tinware,  and 
automobiles  and  automotive  equipment.  The 
industries  reporting  less  employment  included 
fcK)d  and  kindred  products,  tobacco  manufac- 
turing, rubber  products,  furniture  and  wood 
products,  transportation  equipment  (except 
automotive),  non-ferrous  metal  products,  elec- 
trical machinery  and  equipment,  and  ma- 
chinery other  than  electrical. 

Payrolls  for  production  workers  In  June  were  a 
little  more  than  half  those  of  J  une  a  year  ago,  but 
were  two  and  one-third  times  June  1940  level.  June 
average    weekly    earalnfts    amounted    to    $51.18, 


compared  to  $51.62  in  May,  and  $61.79  last  June. 
The  average  hourly  earnings  amounted  to  $1,329 
in  June  against  $1,309  in  May  and  $1,340  in  June 
of  last  year.  The  average  hours  worked  per  week  in 
June  totaled  38.5.  compared  to  39.4  in  .May  and 
45.8  last  June.  Payrolls  in  the  non-manufacturing 
Industries  during  June  compared  to  a  year  ago 
were  up  22.9  per  cent  in  retail  trade,  14.9  in  whole- 
sale trade,  and  13  per  cent  in  hotels. 

Industrial  development  and  expansion  reported  dur- 
ing the  first  six  months  by  our  Chamber  for  the  twelve 
bay  counties  included  606  projects  with  outlays  of 
$46,827,140,  compared  to  276  projects  with  outlays  of 
$25,230,800  in  the  same  period  last  year,  while  the  total 
for  Northern  California  included  735  projects  with  ex- 
penditures of  $60,122,273. 

•  WHOLESALE  TRADE 

W  holesale  trade  on  the  Pacific  Coast  during 
May  was  19  per  cent  above  May  last  year, 
and  the  five  months  cumulative  was  up  17  per 
cent  compared  to  a  national  gain  of  20  per 
cent  and  22  per  cent,  respectively.  Among 
some  19  items  reported,  industrial  supply 
sales  was  the  only  line  with  sales  below  last 
May,  while  the  other  items  gained  from  2  per 
cent  to  60  per  cent  during  the  .same  period. 

The  five  lines  showing  the  most  improvement 
included  confectioneries,  60  percent;  lumber  and 
building  materials.  55  per  cent;  jewelry,  62  per 
cent;  furniture,  50  per  cent;  and  machinery.  42 
per  cent.  Sales  for  the  first  five  months'  period  for 
jewelry  were  up  48  per  cent  above  a  year  ago ;  con- 
fectioneries, 45  per  cent;  meats,  31  per  cent;  auto- 
motive, 29  per  cent ;  and  tobacco,  26  per  cent. 

•  RETAIL  TRADE 

June  retail  department  store  sales  in  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area 
topped  those  of  a  year  ago  by  23  per  cent,  and 
the  cumulative  was  up  18  per  cent,  compared 
to  increases  in  the  Central  \'alley  of  28  per 
cent  and  25  per  cent  respectively,  and  in  Cali- 
fornia of  32  per  cent  and  23  per  cent.  Sales  in 
the  12lh  I-ederal  Reserve  District  were  up  29 


per  cent  and  22  per  cent,  respectively.  Retail 
sales  based  on  reports  from  661  independent 
stores  in  San  Francisco  during  May  (latest 
available)  were  25  per  cent  over  May  last  year 
with  5  months'  cumulative  up  14  per  cent; 
sales  iti  Oakland  rose  23  and  14  per  cent  and 
in  Los  -Angeles  2li  atid  22  per  cent. 

San  Francisco  independent  retail  store  sales 
for  the  five  months'  cumulative,  compared  to 
the  same  period  last  year  by  groups,  showed  In- 
creases as  follows:  Food  up  II  per  cent,  drugstores 
5  pel  cent,  apparel  12  percent,  jewelry  18  percent, 
automotive  61  per  cent,  furniture  and  household 
31  percent,  and  lumber  and  building  hardware  13 
per  cent.  Eating  and  drinking  places  combined 
reported  a  loss  of  1  per  cent,  but  the  restaurants, 
cafeterias  and  lunch  places  reported  sales  gains 
of  3  per  cent  for  the  cumulative  period. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

>  The  San  Francisco  office  of  United  States 
Employment  Service  reported  the  applicant 
contact  load  for  June  amounted  to  38,517, 
compared  to  40,636  in  May.  \eteran  contact 
accounted  for  36  per  cent  of  all  the  persons 
contacting  the  local  office  during  June,  com- 
pared to  44  per  cent  in  May.  Little  relief  for 
the  labor  market  is  anticipated  from  high 
school  graduates  this  year,  as  more  than  90 
per  cent  of  those  graduating  in  .San  F'rancisco 
and  Oakland,  according  to  a  sample  survey, 
plan  to  continue  their  educations.  The  de- 
mand for  personnel  in  San  Francisco  has  risen 
steadily  during  the  past  3  months  from  6,057 
in  April  to  8,296  in  June,  and  the  unfilled 
openings  at  the  end  of  the  month  raised  from 
5,400  in  .\pril  to  6,500  in  June. 

Unfilled  openings  during  the  first  week  of  July 
were  reported  as  follows:  professional,  technical 
and  managerial  1,042;  clerical  and  sales  3,760; 
service  434;  skilled  578;  semi-skilled  446;  unskilled 
214;  totaling  6,474.  Many  of  the  government  posi- 
tions which  have  been  hard  to  fill  are  now  being 
accepted  by  applicants  as  a  result  of  15  per  cent 
salary  increase  in  Federal  Civil  Service  positions 
which  became  effective  July  1946.  It  is  also  re- 
ported typists  and  clerks  openings  In  the  $165- 
$185  bracket  are  filled  sooner  than  those  in  the 
$140-$165  bracket  as  arc  stenographers  and  secre- 
taries openings  in  $185-$200  bracket  filled  sooner 
than  those  in  $1.50-$175  bracket.  Of  the  1.973  open- 
ings listed  In  Industrial  offices  at  the  end  of  June, 
44  per  cent  offered  95cents  per  hour  or  better,  and 
44  per  cent  paid  74  to  94  cents  per  hour,  and  12 
per  cent  between  50  and  74  cents. 

Some  listings  in  San  Francisco  industrial  offices  dur- 
ing the  closing  week  of  June  included  opportunities  for 
auto  mechanics  at  $1.62>i  and  up;  cabinet  makers 
$1.37H;  painters  and  carpenters  on  construction  $1.75; 
machinists  $1.51;  sewing  machine  operators  (female) 
75  cents.  The  employment  outlook  in  California  for  the 
next  two  or  three  months  is  reported  highly  favorable. 
according  to  July  3  estimates  made  to  the  Governor 
jointly  by  several  slate  departments. 

•  COST  OF  LIVING 

Living  costs  or  consumer  prices  in  San 
Francisco  during  J  une  broke  through  to  higher 
levels,  with  a  sudden  spurt  which  carried  the 
U.  S.  Dept.  of  Labor  Index  of  all  items  to 
137.8,  or  2.2  per  cent  above  May  and  3.8  per 
cent  above  last  June. 

Food  prices  In  June  were  5.4  per  cent  above  last 
June,  clothing  7.1  per  cent,  house  furnishings  1.0 
per  cent,  and  miscellanefius  4.2  per  cent.  How- 
ever, fuel  and  electric  costs  have  declined  7.4  per 
cent  during  the  same  period.  The  six  months  aver- 
age of  all  Items  is  1.8  per  cent  above  the  same 
period  last  year.

Congressional  approval  last  week  of 
amendments  to  HR7087  (Social  Se- 
curity Act)  gives  California  810,662,- 
816  to  carry  out  its  program  of  sick- 
ness and  disability  benefit  payments 
under  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act  as  amended  b>-  the  1945  session 
of  the  Legislature. 

•  Signing  of  the  bill  advances  the 
date  the  bill  becomes  effective  from 
May  1947  to  January  1947. 

Had  Congress  not  approved  the 
bill,  the  payments  could  not  have 
started  until  next  May,  at  which  time 
a  separate  fund  would  have  been  built 
up  b\-  the  state.

•  AERIAL  MAPPING 

Aerial  photographs  and  topographical  maps 
to  be  used  in  determining  the  topography  at 
dam  sites  and  in  making  land  classifications 
will  be  made  of  21  areas  in  the  central  and 
northern  sections  of  California.  Contracts 
have  already  been  awarded  by  the  Bureau 
of  Reclamation,  Department  of  Interior. 

The  specific  areas  that  will  be  photo- 
graphed and  mapped  are  in  Merced, 
Yolo-Solano,  Eldorado,  Butte,  Sacra- 
mento and  Amador,  Sonoma  and  Mendo- 
cino Counties,  and  include  separate  res- 
ervoir sites  and  adjacent  areas,  as  well  as 
places  where  geological  and  other  studies 
are  deemed  necessary.  The  maps  will  be 
used  in  preliminary  investigations  of  the 
areas,  and  will  also  be  needed  in  making 
land  classifications,  and  more  detailed 
surveys  of  dam  sites,  reservoir  areas,  and 
canal  alignments. 

According  to  Commissioner  Michael  \\  . 
i  Straus  of  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation,  aerial 
photographic  mapping  methods  reduce  the 
amount  of  work  to  be  done  by  ground  crews, 
effecting  a  considerable  saving  in  time  and 
costs.

'  of  rental  housing  out  of  the  contemplated 
I  $2,000,000,000  of  mortgage  insurance  author- 
■  ized  under  the  \'eterans  Emergency  Housing 
r  Act,  according  to  a  statement  made  by  KHA 
Commissioner  Ra\'mond  M.  Fole\'. 

Stimulation  of  this  amount  of  new 
rental  housing  in  a  range  which  veterans 
can  afford  will  guide  the  policy  of  FH.\ 
in  setting  rent  ceilings  under  a  new 
,  agreement  with  OP.\.  Under  the  agree- 
ment with  the  Office  of  Price  .\dminis- 
tration  rent  ceilings  on  new  construction 
no  longer  need  be  held  within  iO^r  of 
ceiling  rents  for  comparable  e.visting 
housing.  Mr.  Foley  said  this  will  allow 
FH.\  more  freedom  of  action  in  meeting 
difficult  production  problems  in  high- 
cost  areas  but  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  keep  rentals  in  line  with  veterans' 
needs.  The  top  limit  of  $80  a  month  for 
shelter  rent  still  stands  under  regulations 
of  the  Veterans  Emergency  Housing  Pro- 
'   gram. 

In  determining  the  ceiling  rent  on  new- 
projects,  FII.A  will  use  the  same  formula 
whether  or  not  the  project  is  financed  through 
an  FH.Vinsured  mortgage,  and  under  that  for- 
mula the  ceiling  rent  will  be  based  on  the 
necessary  current  cost  of  construction  in- 
cluding land,  costs  of  management,  operation, 
maintenance,  and  taxes,  as  well  as  debt  ser\  - 
ice  and  a  return  on  ef|uity  investment.  A 
small  allowance  will  be  made  for  vacancies, 
bad  debts,  and  turnover.

S.  F.  Bay  Area  Exports,  Imports 
Lead  West  Coast  During  April 

The  .San  Francisct)-Oakland  Customs  District  led  the  entire  Pacific  Coast 
in  exports  and  imports  handled  during  April,  1946,  it  was  reported  today  by 
the  .San  Francisco  Chamber  ot  Commerce. 

•  The  report,  issued  b>'  the  Chamber's  W'oild  Trade  Department,  is  based 
on  figures  released  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce. 

Bay  Area  exports  were  valued  at 
$18,304,000,  or  36  per  cent  of  the 
total  shipments  from  five  Pacific 
Coast  customs  districts.  Exports 
at  other  customs  districts  for 
April  1946  were:  Portland,  $11,- 
536,000;  Seattle,  $9,916,000;  Los 
Angeles,  $9,143,000;  and  San 
Diego,  $1,952,000. 

Reflecting  increased  industrial  ac- 
tivity', Bay  Area  imports  increased  41 
per  cent  over  March.  Value  of  im- 
ports in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Customs  District  was  $8,070,000;  Los 
Angeles  $5,328,000;  Seattle,  $4,170,- 
000;  Portland,  $1,297,000;  and  San 
Diego,  $817,000. 

•  On  the  basis  of  tonnage  volume, 

the  Bay  Area's  export  tonnage  in 
April,  1946,  totaling  443,400,000 
pounds,  was  slightly  under  the  Los 
Angeles  total  of  456,900,000  pounds, 
but  the  per  ton  value  of  Ba}'  Area 
exports  was  almost  twice  as  great  as 
that  of  Los  Angeles. 

Tonnage  shipments  from  other 
Pacific  Coast  ports  were  as  follows: 
Portland,  236,800,000  pounds;  Se- 
attle, 176,400,000  pounds;  and  San 
Diego,  58,700,000  pounds. 

Import  volume  was  heaviest  at  .Seattk-, 
with  the  Washington  Customs  District  re- 
porting 177,800,000  pounds;  San  Francisco, 
86,600,000  pounds;  Los  Angeles,  44,300,000 
pounds;  San  Diego,  18,600,000  pounds;  and 
Portland,  10,500,000;pounds.

Campaign  Intensified 
by  Chamber  Group 

"The  San  i'ranci.sco  Ba>'  Area  is 
redoubling  efforts  to  be  headquarters 
for  the  United  Nations  and  is  working 
in  hill  unity  to  win  it." 

•  That  is  the  declaration  today  of  \\  alter 
A.  Haas,  chairman  of  a  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  committee  which  has  been 
working  on  this  assignment  since  before  ihe 
United  Nations  Conference  held  here  in  April 
1945. 

Belford  Brown,  member^  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  treasurer  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  is  be- 
ing sent  to  New  York  City  by  the  Cham- 
ber to  survey  the  situation  and  make 
contacts  relative  to  securing  the  United 
Nations  headquarters  for  San  Francisco. 
Brown  left  this  morning  for  New  York. 

Expansion  of  the^Chamber's  committee  to 
include  more  representati\es  from  the  other 
Ba\-  Area  counties  was  announced  by  Haas 
as  he  disclosed  that  advice  has  been  received 
that  indicates  this  area  still  has  "some 
chance."

While  June  lumber  figures  are  not 
available,  May  production  registered  a 
gain  for  the  fifth  successive  month  and 
exceeded  the  3  billion  feet  mark  for  the 
first  time  since  August  1944. 

Other  luiikling  materials  that  hit  post-war 
highs  in  June  included  clay  sewer  pipe,  struc- 
tural insulation  board,  and  cedar  shingles.

Prevention  of  Insect 
infestation  Sought 

Hawaiian  and  California  crops  arc 
being  endangered  by  the  rapid  intro- 
duction by  air(ilane  of  insects  into  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  and  Cnited  .States, 
the  .San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce declared  toda\-. 

•  Since  present  methods  of  eliminating 
insects  applied  to  airplanes  en  route  to  Ha- 
waii have  been  found  inadequate  to  destroy 
all  of  the.se  pests,  more  effective  methods  of 
control  are  needed,  the  Chamber  maintained. 

•  To  combat  this  problem,  the  Chamber, 
through  a  re,solution  adopted,  is  urging  the 
■Secretaries  of  War,  Navy  and  .-Xgricullure  to 
cooperate  in  carrying  out  the  following  six- 
point  program:

2.  Request  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  to  initiate  and  develop  a  pro- 
Aram  which  would  completely  eliminate  insects 
from  all  planes  immediately  upon  arrival  In 
Hawaii; 

i.  Request  the  V.  S.  Bureau  of  EnlomoloAy  and 
Plant  Quarantine  to  initiate,  in  cooperation  with 
the  .\rmy  and  Navy,  a  program  to  control  agri- 
cultural pests  of  economic  importance  ()n  such 
outlyinii  islands  In  which  it  may  he  determined 
desirable  and  feasible;

•  AUEN  PROPERTY 

As  required  by  Public  Law  671  uf  the  79th 
Congress,  signed  by  President  Truman  on 
August  8,  1946,  a  permanent  deadline  for  fil- 
ing of  claims  for  return  of  seized  property  has 
been  announced  by  Alien  Property  Custodian 
James  E.  Markham. 

Under  an  amendment  to  APC  General 
Order  No.  21,  notices  of  claim  for  return 
of  any  property  or  Interest  seized  by  the 
Alien  Property  Custodian  should  be  filed 
within  two  years  from  the  date  of  seizure 
or  within  two  years  from  August  8,  1946, 
whichever  date  is  later.  Previously  the 
claims  deadline  had  been  extended  from 
time  to  time. 

General  Order  Xo.  21  as  amended  does  not 
for  the  present  set  any  deadline  for  the  filing 
of  debt  claims  against  persons  whose  property 
was  seized  by  the  Alien  Property  Custodian. 
The  Order  does  provide  that  no  bar  date  prior 
to  December  I,  1946,  will  be  established  on 
this  type  of  claim.  Future  bar  dates  on  such 
claims  will  be  established  as  required  by 
Public  Law  671. 


•  WAR  DAMAGES 

The  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation 
has  announced  that  all  claims  for  free  com- 
pensation for  loss  or  damage  to  property  in 
the  Territories  or  possessions  of  the  United 
States  must  be  presented  to  the  War  Damage 
Corporation  before  October  16,  1946.  Such 
compensation  is  allowable  only  for  losses  that 
occurred  after  December  6,  1941,  and  before 
July  1,  1942,  as  a  result  of  enemy  attack.  This 
is  not  applicable  to  claims  for  compensation 
for  losses  that  occurred  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  authority  for  which  has  been  ex- 
tended to  the  recently-organized  Philippine 
War  Damage  Commission. 

It  is  urged  by  the  RFC  that  all  repatri- 
ated internees  (except  permanent  resi- 
dents of  Guam)  from  the  Pacific  Island 
Naval  bases  on  Wake,  Guam,  and  other 
United  States  possessions,  and  the  widows 
and  next  of  kin  or  personal  representa- 
tives of  deceased  internees,  present  their 
claims  to  War  Damage  Corporation's 
Claims  Service  Offices  as  promptly  as 
possible,  and  not  later  than  October  15, 
1946.  Such  claims  may  be  presented  by 
mail  or  in  person. 

The  War  Damage  Corporation's  Claims 
Service  Office  at  300  Montgomery  Street,  San 
Francisco,  will  furnish  all  necessary  informa- 
tion and  forms,  and  will  render  assistance  to 
claimants  in  the  preparation  of  claims.

San  Francisco-Oakland  Customs  District  exports  showed  a  gain  during  May 
of  85  per  cent  over  April, it  was  reported  today  by  the  San  F'rancisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 


Coordination  of  Waste 
Disposal  Policies  Is 
Now  Underway 

Coordination  of  waste  disposal 
agencies  and  policies  as  the  result  of  a 
San  F'rancisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
recommendation  to  the  State  Govern- 
ment was  seen  today  as  an  official  com- 
mittee began  work  on  policies  and 
procedures. 

•  In  a  letter  addressed  to  Governor 
Earl  Warren,  the  Chamber  had  recom- 
mended the  formulation  of  waste  dis- 
posal policies  which  would:  (1)  co- 
ordinate the  activities  of  slate  agen- 
cies concerned  with  sewage  and  waste 
disposal,  conservation  of  waters,  and 
use  of  waters  as  a  source  of  supply; 
(2)  recognize  the  desirability  of  mak- 
ing provisions  for  industrial  opera- 
tions; and  (3)  establish  a  realistic  and 
constructive  program  for  the  correc- 
tion of  abusive  waste  disposal  prac- 
tices which  are  adversely  affecting  the 
value  of  surface  and  underground 
waters,  wild  life  and  recreational  op- 
portunities in  California. 

As  a  result  of  these  recommendations, 
the  Governor  called  a  conference  of  repre- 
sentatives of  state  agencies  concerned 
with  sewage  disposal  problems.  A  work- 
ing committee  consisting  of  representa- 
tives of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Division  of  Water  Resources  and 
Division  of  Fish  and  Game  was  set  up  to 
formulate  waste  disposal  policies  and 
procedures. 

As  activities  progress  and  policies  are  formu- 
lated, ihey  w  ill  be  made  available  through  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Conmierce  for  con- 
sideration  and  suggestions  by  industry  repre- 
sentatix  es  before  adoption. 


•  The  report,  issued  by  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department,  is  based  on  figures 
released  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  value  of  exports  from  the  Northern 
California  Customs  District  increased 
from  $18,000,000  in  April  to  $34,000,000  in 
.May,  the  largest  monthly  figure  in  the 
history  of  the  port.  This  was  due  pri- 
marily to  greatly  increased  shipments  of 
food  and  tobacco  products,  the  Chamber 
said. 

Exports  from  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Customs  District  accounted  for  53.7  per  cent 
of  the  total  shipments  from  five  Pacific  Coast 
customs  districts.  Exports  at  other  customs 
districts  during  Mav  were:  Washington,  $10,- 
431,000;  Los  Angeles,  88,882,000;  Oregon, 
$7,941,000;  an<l  San  Diego,  $1,954,000.

Lundborg  declared.  "That  Is  wliy  Belford  Brown, 
the  Chamber's  emissary,  is  remaininft  in  the  east, 
lie  is  also  ilatherinfi  more  information  as  to  the 
requirements  of  the  U.  N.  site." 

While  many  delegates  are  very  friendly  toward  San 
Francisco,  Lundborg  said,  there  are  many  odds  against 
this  area.  "New  York  City  is  doing  a  great  deal  to  pro- 
mote the  Flushing  Meadows  site,  which  means  that  the 
Bay  Area  will  have  a  tough  fight."  he  declared.  "San 
Francisco  and  the  .-Vrea  must  be  prepared  to  match  New 
Vorlc  on  sites  and  facilities  and  to  put  fortli  time  and 
money.  The  U.  N.  officials  will  need  extensive  coopera- 
tion from  the  people  ul  the  community  selected  and 
we  must  be  prepared  to  offer  it."

Tax  Recommendations 
Made  to  Senate  Group 

The  -San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce through  Leland  M.  Kaiser, 
chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Tax  Com- 
mittee, made  the  following  tax  recom- 
mendations before  a  hearing  of  the 
California  Senate  Interim  Committee 
on  State  and  Local  Taxation  on  Tues- 
day, August  27: 

•  Assessed  Valuations:  "The  Chamber 
recommends  that,  with  the  exception  of  infre- 
t|uent  general  reappraisals  of  the  whole  assess- 
ment roll  undertaken  by  a  State  agency,  the 
responsibility  for  valuations  should  remain 
with  the  local  assessors." 

•  Tax  Rate  Limitation:  "The  Chamber  is 
opposed  to  tax  rate  limitations,  on  the  basis 
that  economy  should  be  achieved  by  citizens' 
watchfulness  and  not  by  an  arbitrary  limita- 
tion of  the  tax  rate.  Tax  rate  limits  have  con- 
tributed toward  the  multiplication  of  a  be- 
wildering maze  of  special  districts  in  this 
State  and  have  encouraged  the  funding  of  ex- 
penditures that  might  better  have  been  raised 
from  current  taxation.  If  the  limits  are  re- 
strictive, the  municipal  plant  is  too  often  al- 
lowed to  deteriorate  and  short-sighted  econo- 
mies are  made  at  the  expense  of  the  future, 
while  less  essential  expenditures  are  made 
whose  discontinuance  or  curtailment  would 
provoke  emphatic  protests  from  affected 
groups.  Finally,  such  limits  can  be  circum- 
vented by  manipulation  of  the  assessment 
roll." 

Exemptions:  "The  Chamber  is  opposed  to  the 
general  principle  of  exemption  of  property  from 
taxation.  To  the  extent  that  tax-exempt  proper- 
ties require  the  services  of  local  government,  a 
correspondingly  greater  burden  Is  placed  upon 
the  remaining  real  estate.  As  exemptions  In- 
crease, the  property  tax  pyramids  on  that  seg- 
ment of  the  population  owning  taxable  real 
estate.  Assuming  that  the  owners  of  property  en- 
joying tax  exemption  are  morally  entitled  to  It, 
It  is  still  unfair  to  place  the  burden  of  the  ex- 
emption upon  the  owners  of  the  remaining  prop- 
erty. Realizing  that  adoption  of  such  a  proposal 
will  place  a  substantial  additional  load  upon  the 
State,  the  Chamber  nevertheless  believes  that 
most  tax  exemptions  provided  under  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  State  should  be  borne  directly  by 
the  State  in  the  form  of  refunds  to  local  govern- 
ment."

American  Radiator 
Corporation  to  Build 
Plumbing  Supply  Plant 

American  Radiator  and  Standard 
Sanitary  Corporation  has  acquired  a 
five  and  one-half  acre  site  in  Rich- 
mond for  the  construction  of  a  new 
plumbing  supply  plant,  according  to 
an  announcement  by  the  Industrial 
Department  of  the  Richmond  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

•  The  new  plant  will  cost  an  estimated 
three  and  one-half  million  dollars  and  will  em- 
ploy over  one  thousand  persons.  It  will  be 
situated  on  property  which  was  owned  by  the 
Parr-Richmond  Terminal  Corporation,  across 
the  street  from  the  Richmond  Enameling 
Plant,  also  owned  by  American  Radiator. 

The  two  plants  will  produce  a  com- 
pletely different  line  of  goods  but  will 
operate  as  one  unit,  known  as  the  Rich- 
mond Works.  They  will  be  under  the 
management  of  Howard  I.  Detro. 

The  new  factory  will  be  used  to  manufac- 
ture brass  goods  for  use  in  plumbing,  and  W'ill 
become  a  major  factor  in  the  plumbing  supply 
industry  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  according  to 
Pere  Woodcock,  manager  of  the  Industrial 
Department  of  the  Richmond  Chamber. 

•  Construction  will  begin  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Although  plans  for  the  building  have 
not  been  completely  worked  out,  it  is  expected 
to  cover  approximately  200,000  square  feet. 
The  factory  is  expected  to  be  in  production 
in  1947. 

American  Radiator  and  Standard  Sanitary 
Corporation  at  present  have  two  plants  In  Rich- 
mond, manufacturing  enamel  ware  and  pottery 
products. 

G.  L.  Fox.  manager  of  the  Industrial  Department  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  commenting 
on  the  announcement  of  the  new  plant,  said:  "Witii 
these  three  plants,  the  Bay  Area  gets  a  completely  inte- 
grated major  firm  skilled  in  manufacturing  all  Icinds  of 
plumbing  supply  materials.  They  should  be  of  con- 
siderable aid  in  the  current  housing  program." 

Fox  pointed  out  that  the  plants  are  ideally  lo- 
cated to  serve  the  entire  Western  market. 

H.  M.  Reed,  Jr.,  Vice-President  and  General  Mana- 
ger of  the  manufacturing  division  of  the  company,  has 
been  on  the  Pacific  Coast  for  the  past  week  making 
arrangements  for  starting  the  erection  of  the  factory. 


New  Ruling  Changes 
Markup  on  Exports 

Markups  on  commodities  for  export 
may  now  be  determined  on  the  basis 
of  an  exporter's  individual  pricing  ex- 
perience rather  than  the  average 
charged  by  the  export  trade,  accord- 
ing to  a  new  regulation  announced 
last  week  by  the  Office  of  Price  Ad- 
ministration. 

•  Of  particular  interest  to  merchant  ex- 
porters is  the  provision  which  limits  to  a  5  per 
cent  markup  all  commodities  except  grains, 
oils  and  sugar  and  other  products  specified  in 
the  regulation,  which  are  purchased  from  a 
wholesaler,  jobber  or  purchaser  from  a  U.  S. 
Government  surplus  disposal  agency. 

Specific  markups  for  other  specified 
commodities  are  covered  in  provisions  of 
the  regulation  which  is  available  for 
study  in  the  World  Trade  Department  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Revised  S.  F.  Building  Code 
Given  to  Board  of  Supervisors 

■  A  proposed  new  building  code  for 
San  Francisco  which  was  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  on  Monday 
has  been  referred  to  the  Board's  Ju- 
diciary Committee  for  recommenda- 
tions. 

•  The  proposed  code,  including  some  forty- 
three  articles,  has  been  under  preparation  for 
more  than  a  year.  A  preliminary  draft  was  re- 
leased early  this  spring  by  Director  H.  C. 
Vensano  to  city  officials,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  other  organiza- 
tions inviting  their  suggestions.  As  a  result  of 
their  recommendations,  the  code  has  been 
almost  completely  rewritten. 

During  this  period  representatives  of 
the  Chamber,  headed  by  Lloyd  Graybiel, 
met  with  representatives  of  technical 
agencies  who  were  considering  special 
features  of  the  building  code. 

Emphasizing  the  need  for  early  adoption  of 
a  modernized  code,  Graybiel  declared:  "Many 
parts  of  the  present  code  are  in  need  of  re- 
vision. Therefore,  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  expedite  the  adoption  of  a  code  which 
will  provide  the  basic  requirements  pertaining 
to  safety,  health,  and  public  welfare  in  a  man- 
ner which  will  secure  simplification,  flexi- 
bility and  coordination  of  building  require- 
ments on  a  performance  basis  rather  than  in 
terms  of  specific  materials." 

A  copy  of  the  proposed  code  18  on  file  In  the 
Chamber's  Research  Department  where  It  will  be 
available  to  interested  members  for  Inspection.

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General   Business  Activity 
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•  TREND 

General  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  declined  seasonally  during  July 
but  continued  above  the  level  of  a  year  ago.  Our  July  index  at  205.4  was  6.8% 
above  last  July;  and  the  seven  months'  average  of  206.9  was  4.1%  above  the 
same  period  last  year. 

San  Francisco  building  continued  up- 
ward in  the  face  of  many  difficulties. 
Permits  for  July  numbered  591  and 
amounted  to  $2,406,206.  This  was  an  in- 
crease of  42'^p  in  number  and  63"^  in 
value  over  last  July  and  carried  the  seven 
months'  total  to  4,983  with  a  value  of 
$28,057,929.  Resident  permits  for  the 
seven  months  amounted  to  $8,750,224, 
calling  for  1,916  dwelling  units,  of  which 
1,361  were  single  family  units  valued  at 
$7,634,494;  Non-residential  permits 
amounted  to  $9,456,507;  and  additions, 
alterations  and  repairs  to  $7,762,988. 

Real  estate  sales  amounted  to  $24,829,271 
for  July.  This  was  better  than  the  monthly 
average  for  the  year  so  far,  and  69%  above 
last  July.  The  seven  months'  cumulative 
sales  amounting  to  13,536  with  value  of  $167,- 
749,488  were  up  49.4%  and  70.4%  respec- 
tively.

World  trade  through  San  Francisco-Oakland  Cus- 
toms District  made  pronounced  gains  during  May.  with 
exports  of  $34,000,000  obtaining  the  highest  monthly 
value  in  history  and  $16,000,000  above  the  previous 
month,  and  accounting  for  53,7%  of  the  total  for  the 
live  Pacific  Coast  districts.  The  increase  was  attributed 
largely  to  the  movements  of  food  and  tobacco  products. 
Mav  imports  of  $6,473,000  through  this  district  also  led 
all  Parific  Coast  districts. 

•  WHOLESALE  TRADE 

Wholesale  sales  on  the  Pacific  Coast  during 
June  were  up  20%  above  last  June,  with  sales 
for  the  first  half  of  the  year  18%,  compared  to 
increase  in  the  nation  of  20%  and  22%  respec- 
tively. June  sales  on  the  Pacific  Coast  were 
3%  below  May,  compared  to  5%  in  the  na- 
tion. The  five  lines  on  the  Pacific  Coast  mak- 
ing the  best  improvement  during  the  first  six 
months  compared  with  1945  were:  Jewelry 
49%,  Confectioneries  46%,  Automtjtive  .Sup- 
plies 31%,  Machinery  27%,  and  Furniture 
and  House  Furnishings  27%.

•  RETAIL  SALES 

July  department  store  sales,  influenced 
some  by  price  increases,  have  risen  20%  above 
last  July  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Metro- 
politan Area,  with  the  seven  months'  sales  up 
I8^(  compared  to  increase  in  the  Central  Val- 
ley of  .'8%  and  27%  ;  and  Northern  California 
of  23"^;  and  19%,,  Sales  in  California  and  the 
Twelfth  District  were  both  up  29%,  and  23% 
respectivel)'. 

Retail  sales  of  independent  stores  in  San  Fran- 
cisco durinft  June,  accordinji  to  the  latest  Census 
reports,  were  up  12^  over  June  last  year.  Sales  In 
Oakland  were  up  17^5  and  In  Los  Anftelcs  31  ?5. 
Sales  for  the  six-month  period  were  up  14^  in  .San 
Francisco,  15%  In  Oakland  and  20",^  In  Los  An- 
geles. First  half-year  sales  by  groups  in  San  Fran- 
cisco compared  to  the  same  period  last  year  were 
food,  up  11  %  ;  florists  6%,  drug  stores  7%,  apparel 
13^,  jewelry  16?^.  automotive  62%,  and  furni- 
ture, houseiiold  and  radio  11%.  Sales  in  eating 
and  drinking  establishments  were  off  3%.

117,500  in  June.  .Although  the  July  total  was 
approximately  one-third  less  than  last  July,  it 
was  nearly  one-half  again  as  much  as  the  pre- 
war July  1940  total  of  80,900.

July  average  earnings  amounted  to  $51.02, 
compared  to  $60.81  last  July;  average  hourly 
earnings  amounted  to  $1,328,  compared  to 
$1,530  a  year  ago  an<l  average  hours  worked 
per  week  amounted  to  38.4  compared  to  44.9 
in  July  last  year.

July  In  the  12  Bay  Counties  Included  83  projects 
with  outlay  of  $31, .500, 775,  while  In  Northern  Cali- 
fornia there  were  107  projects  wllh  outlays  of 
$32.657,.«80.  The  seven  mimths'  cumulative  outlay 
for  Northern  c:allfornla  amounted  to  $92,779.6.53. 
exceeding  the  same  period  last  year  by  $54,000,000.

Alfred  .Schindler,  Under  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce, 
will  be  guest  speaker  at  a  luncheon  sponsored  by  the  San  PVancisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Commercial  Club,  Thurs.,  .Sept.  19,  in  the  Club's  dining  room. 

•  "America  Is  Ours  To  Build"  will 
be  the  subject  of  .Schindler's  speech. 

Born  in  St.  Louis,  Schindler  attended 
St.  Louis  and  Washington  universities  in 
that  city.  He  started  his  business  career 
with  the  Kokon  Barber  Supply  Company 
of  St.  Louis,  and  in  1917  joined  the  Ral- 
ston Purina  Company.  Three  years  later 
he  became  sales  manager  of  that  con- 
cern, a  position  he  held  for  25  years. 

Schindler  was  appointed  a  memlier  of  the 
National  Civilian  Defense  Committee  in 
July,  1941,  and  was  regional  director  for  the 
Se\enth  Corps  .^rea  of  OCD. 

•  From  January,  1942,  to  .May,  194.?,  he 
was  chief  of  the  Consultant  Division  of  the 
Defense  Plant  Corporation  and  administra- 
tive assistant  to  Jesse  Jones,  then  Secretary 
of  Commerce  and  head  of  all  government 
loan  agencies. 

When  the  Committee  for  Economic 
Development  was  organized  in  May,  1943, 
Schindler  was  selected  to  direct  its  St. 
Louis  activities.  He  became  Under  .Secre- 
tary of  Commerce  on  April  18,  1945.

Non-Scheduled  Air  Service 
to  Hawaii  Urged  by  Chamber 

Protest  against  a  proptjsed  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  ban  on  non-sched- 
uled air  services  between  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  and  the  United  States  has 
been  registered  by  the  .San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Cf)mmerce. 
•  Planning  revision  of  its  regulations,  the 
Ci\  il  .Aeronautics  Board  proposes  non-sched- 
uled air  services  between  the  continental 
United  States  and  such  non-contiguous  points 
as  .Alaska,  Canada  and  .Me.xico,  but  excludes 
the  Hawaiian  Islands,  Puerto  Rico.  X'irgin 
Islands  and  Canal  Zone. 

The  Chamber  protested  this  exclusion  on  the 
grounds  that  Hawaii  Is  an  intef^ral  part  of  the 
United  .States,  and  as  non-contif^uous  territory  it 
is  all  the  more  in  need  of  air  service  enjoyed  by 
any  oth» 
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Board.  Braytim  Wilbur,  president  of  the  San  Krai 
Lisco  Clianiber  ol  Commerce,  declared 
.sympathy  with  the  belief  that  Hawaii  be  given  thi 
maximum  amount  of  transportation  that  can  be  fur 
nished  at  this  time,  provided  adequate  safety  precaU' 
lions  can  be  taken." 


Relief  for  Shortage 
of  Sheet  Steel  Sought 

-More  sheet  steel  for  .Saii  l*>ancisco 
Bay  Area  to  alleviate  critical  short- 
ages is  the  object  of  efforts  being  inade 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  In- 
dustrial Department  and  rejiresenla- 
tives  of  Bay  Area  sheet  metal  con- 
tractors and  manufacturers. 
•  The  special  efforts  result  from  I  he  na- 
tion-wide scarcity  of  steel  sheets  which  has 
become  particularK  acute  in  the  Ba\'  Area 
and  has  been  aggra\ated  by  local  demands 
said  to  be  three  times  greater  than  prewar. 

The  Civilian  Production  .Administra- 
tion is  being  urged  to  adjust  its  alloca- 
tion directives  so  that  sufficient  steel 
will  be  made  available  to  Bay  .Area  shops 
to  keep  them  operating  beyond  Octo- 
ber I.  Unless  some  relief  is  obtained,  it  is 
claimed  that  75  per  cent  of  the  local 
sheet  metal  working  plants  will  be  forced 
to  close  by  October  1,  with  a  resultant 
layoff  of  650  sheet  metal  journeymen 
and  a  larger  number  of  helpers,  laborers, 
truck  drivers  and  incidental  employees 
in  San  Francisco  alone.

Pointing  out  the  delays  resulting  from 
inadequate  facilities,  Alvin  C.  Eichholz, 
manager  of  the  Chamber's  World  Trade 
Department,  said,  "The  volume  of  im- 
ports is  300  to  400  per  cent  over  six  months 
ago,  but  the  facilities  are  so  limited  that 
the  work  involved  in  sampling  and  ap- 
praising merchandise  is  a  month  to  six 
weeks  behind. 

"This  serious  congestion  is  slowing  up  de- 
liveries of  imports,"  he  declared,  "and  indi- 
cations are  that  the  volume  of  imports  will 
increase  and  the  problem  will  continue  to  get 
worse." 

"The  answer  to  this  problem,"  Eich- 
holz said,  "is  adequate  facilities  in  order 
to  expedite  the  examining,  sampling, 
appraisal,  and  entry  and  cleaiance  of 
this  merchandise."

RELIEF  FOR  STEEL  SHORTAGE 

{Continued  from  page  1) 

recent  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber's Iron  and  Steel  Section,  according  to 
G.  L.  Fox,  manager  of  the  Chamber's  In- 
distrial  Department. 

"Some  major  steel  producers  who  for- 
merly served  this  market  are  said  now  to 
be  giving  primary  consideration  to  users 
located  near  their  plants/'  Fox  said.  ''In 
the  face  of  current  large  demands,  it  has 
been  announced  that  the  Columbia  Steel 
Company  will  lose  a  portion  of  its  Pitts- 
burg, California,  sheet  mill  production 
shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year  in  order 
to  install  a  new  cold  reduction  sheet  mill 
at  an  aggregate  outlay  of  $25,000,000." 

When  the  new  Pittsburg  facilities  are  completed,  they 
will  turn  out  approximately  30.000  tons  of  cold  reduced 
sheets  per  month  until  the  critical  shortage  is  alleviated, 
it  is  reported. 

Capacity  of  the  new  Columbia  mill  will  be  ap- 
proximately 325,000  tons  a  year.  Of  this  amount, 
225.000  tons  will  be  used  for  tin  plate  and  100,000 
tons  will  be  allotted  to  sheet  production.  Despite 
this  vast  jump  in  local  production,  it  is  claimed 
the  increasing  tempo  of  steel  product  fabrication 
in  the  Bay  Area  will  require  other  sources  of 
sheets. 

Local  steel  company  executives  claim  that  a  high  per- 
centage of  Columbia's  production  for  the  third  and 
fourth  quarters  of  1946  has  been  taken  by  C.  P.  A.  cer- 
tification. It  is  reported,  however,  that  the  company  is 
doing  everi'thing  possible  to  help  solve  the  problems  of 
local  fabricators  by  continuing  operation  of  present 
facilities  as  long  as  possible  after  the  first  of  the  year 
until  such  time  as  new  construction  makes  a  shutdown 
necessary. 

According  to  Fox,  much  of  the  abnormal  de- 
mand for  sheets  is  caused  by  the  national  veterans 
housing  program,  20  per  cent  of  which  is  concen- 
trated on  the  Pacific  Coast,  chiefly  in  California. 

Nat  Lipman,  who  represented  the  Sheet  Metal  Con- 
tractors Association  of  San  Francisco  at  the  Iron  and 
Steel  session,  said  that  Association  members  require 
over  S50.000  worth  of  steel  sheets  a  week  to  meet  the 
demand  for  products  used  in  home  building.  He  stressed 
the  fact  that  sheet  stocks  are  being  depleted  and  that 
additional  allocations  for  this  area  must  be  obtained  if 
the  demand  for  veterans'  housing  is  to  be  met.

Public  hearings  on  new  Government  regulations 
facilitating  oil  and  gas  resource  development  on 
public  lands  will  be  held  by  the  Department  of  the 

i  Interior  at  the  Tramway  Building,  Denver,  Colo- 
rado, on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  September  30  and 
October  1,  Secretary  of  the  Interior  J.  A.  Krug 
announced  today. 

Under  Secretary  Oscar  L.  Chapman,  who  is 

'  scheduled  to  preside  at  the  hearings,  ex- 
plained that  persons  wishing  to  submit  views 
in  writing  for  the  hearing  should  file  their 
statements  with  the  District  Land  Office,  Bu- 
reau of  Land  Management,  Federal  Building, 
Denver  2,  Colorado,  on  or  before  September 
27.  Statements  may  also  be  submitted  at  the 
hearing.  All  interested  persons  are  invited  to 
attend  the  hearings,  which  start  at  10:00  a.m., 
September  30. 

•  CPA 

New  American  automobiles  and  trucks  will  con- 
tinue under  strict  export  control,  the  Civilian  Pro- 
duction Administration  announced  today.  Controls 
were  instituted  September  19,  1945,  when  the  au- 
tomotive industry  began  to  reconvert  after  V-J 
Dav.  through  the  issuance  of  General  Limitation 
Order  L-352,  because  of  the  shortage  of  motor 
vehicles  in  this  country. 

"Exports  in  these  very  limited  numbers  have 
been  permitted,"  John  E.  Graham,  Chief  of  Auto- 
motive Branch,  explained,  "because  of  the  necessity 
to  send  abroad  automotive  equipment  to  increase 
the  output  of  and  insure  our  receiving  raw  materials 
which  the  United  States  must  import  in  order  to 
produce. 

"Among  these  raw  materials  are  such  basic 
necessities  to  American  production — includ- 
ing that  of  the  automotive  industry  itself — as 
tin,  natural  rubber,  copper,  lead,  burlap  and 
•hellac.  All  of  these  materials  are  required  to 
make  and  equip  a  car  or  truck  and  none  of 
them  is  produced  in  sufficient  quantities  in 
the  United  States  to  meet  the  demand." 

The  procedures  by  which  eligible  persons  may 
buy  certain  materials  held  by  the  Reconstruction  Fi- 
nance Corporation  were  issued  today  by  the  Civilian 
Production  Administration. 

9  A  new  Priorities  Regulation,  Number  34, 
lists  thirty-three  metals,  minerals  and  other  materi- 
als held  by  RFC.  Table  A  to  Priorities  Regulation 
34  explains  in  detail  who  is  eligible  to  buy  these 
materials  from  RFC,  whether  or  not  specific  CPA 
authorization  is  necessary  for  the  purchase  and  the 
CPA  division  or  branch  which  is  responsible  for 
each  material.  The  table  also  gives  the  form  of  cer- 
tification required  of  each  buyer  in  those  cases 
where  specific  CPA  authorization  is  not  required

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Modesto  Farm  Laboratory 
Opened  By  Shell  Oil  Company 

A  new  agricultural  laboratory  and  experi- 
mental farm  is  now  operating  near  Modesto, 
according  to  an  announcement  by  the  Shell 
Oil  Company. 

The  new  laboratory,  constructed  at  a  cost 
of  half  a  million  dollars,  is  the  center  of  the 
company's  agricultural  research  in  the  United 
States. 

Dr.  Roy  Hansberry,  director  of  the  laboratory, 
announces  a  three-fold  purpose  for  the  new  plant. 
He  said:  "It  is  a  research  institution  for  developing 
new  ideas,  a  proving  ground  for  natural  and  syn- 
thetic products  derived  from  petroleum  and  a  clear- 
ing house  of  scientific  knowledge  and  information 
where  farmers'  problems  may  be  presented  and 
solved." 

#  The  experimental  farm  is  located  seven  miles 
northwest  of  Modesto  and  is  surrounded  by  142 
acres  of  diversified  crops  needed  for  field  testing. 

The  staff  of  30  has  been  assembled  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  on  the  basis  of  specialized 
experience  in  agricultural  science. 

The  Modesto  location  was  chosen  because  of  its 
suitability  for  growing  a  wide  range  of  crops  needed 
in  the  research  program.  The  projected  planting  will 
provide  100  acres  of  trees  and  vines  of  all  commer- 
cial types  and  30  acres  of  truck  crops. 
9  Construction  of  the  research  center  was  started 
a  year  ago.  Facilities  include  a  main  building  which 
accommodates  research  laboratories  and  administra- 
tive offices,  three  greenhouses,  a  lath  house  and  a 
service  building  for  garages  and  shops. 

The  new  center  is  a  coordinated  activity  of 
Shell  Oil  Company,  Shell  Chemical  Corpora- 
tion and  Shell  Development  Company. 

Charles  E.  Gihbs.  manager  of  the  Agricultural 
Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, was  present  at  the  opening  of  the  laboratory.

Electronics  Section 

To  Study  New  Methods 

At  Meeting  Here 

Results  of  the  High  Frequency  Heating 
Conference  held  in  San  Francisco  earlier  this 
month  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Electronics 
Section  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  In- 
dustrial Department  at  its  first  fall  meeting 
Wednesday,  September  25.

&  J.  H.  Gumz,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, was  general  chairnnan  of  the  Conference 
which  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  building.  Through  the 
cooperation  of  the  company,  various  manufactur- 
ers of  electronic  devices  installed  typical  equipment 
in  the  auditorium.  This  equipment  was  operated 
in  the  course  of  the  conference. 

Through  speakers  and  other  features  of 
the  program,  manufacturers  from  all  parts 
of  the  Bay  Area  were  familiarized  with  the 
new  devices  and  technfques  which  are  now 
available  as  the  result  of  developments  in  the 
electronics  field.

War  Asseis  Acliuiiiist  rat  ion's  tirst  compre- 
hensive coniniodlty  listing  of  surplus  war 
products  obtainable  at  sales  at  site  has  been 
completed  and  is  available  for  inspection  in 
W'AA  field  offices  as  a  reach'  reference  for  t  he 
benefit  of  prospective  purchasers,  Adminis- 
trator Robert  M.  Litllejohn  announced  to- 
day. 

The  commodity  listing,  a  30-page  descrip- 
tive \olume  of  what,  where  and  when  to  bu\ 
at  site  sales  marks  a  desired  departure  in 
WAA's  previous  pattern  of  ac(|uainting  the 
public  with  sales  at  site  details  principally  by 
geographical  locations  of  the  sales,  accom- 
panied by  only  a  niinimuni  of  information  on 
items  to  be  sold,  Administrator  Littlejohn 
explained. 

W'.A.^  plans  to  issue  a  new  commodity 
listing  every  30  days  with  an  index  listing: 
merchandise,  sale  locations,  priority  buying 
periods  for  federal  go\ernment,  veterans, 
small  business,  slate  and  municipalities,  non- 
profit institutions  and  non-priority  pur- 
chasers— all  reported  one  month  in  advance 
of  the  listing's  publication. 

•  CPA 

To  take  care  of  baling  re<iuirementB  of 
agricultural  products,  as  well  as  paper  and 
rags,  the  Civilian  Production  Administration 
today  again  extended  for  sixty  da\s  the 
period  during  which  War  .Assets  Adminis- 
tration is  required  to  channel  Government 
surplus  of  bale  tie  wire  to  producers  of  bale 
ties. 

Under  Direction  17  to  Priorities  Regulation 
13,  as  amended  July  26,  1946,  effecti\e  until 
September  30,  1946.  W'AA  was  required  to 
set  aside  out  of  Government  surplus,  7,500 
tons  of  carbon  steel  black  annealed  or  gal- 
vanized wire  suitable  for  use  in  making  wire 
bale  ties.  Under  today's  amendment  this 
period  is  extended  to  November  30  because 
this  amount  has  not  yet  been  reached. 

Bale  ties  are  used  for  baling  hay,  straw, 
alfalfa  and  other  farm  products,  and  paper 
and  rags.

Value  of  S.  F.  Exports

The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Cus- 
toms District  showed  another  increase 
in  the  \alue  of  export  shipments 
through  its  ports  in  June  and  during 
that  month  handled  45  per  cent  oi  the 
value  of  all  exports  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  area,  it  was  reported  today  b>' 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

#  The  report,  issued  by  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department,  isbased  on  figures 
released  by  the  Bureau  of  Census  of  the 
United  .States  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  \alue  of  exports  from  the  Northern 
California  Customs  District  increased  from 
$34,000,000  in  iMa>-  to  $35,000,000  in  June, 
the  largest  monthly  figure  in  the  history  of 
the  port. 

In  terms  of  value  of  imports,  San 
Francisco  increased  from  S6, 000,000  in 
May  to  $7,000,000  in  June.

Today  is  the  last  day  for  citizens 
of  San  Francisco  to  register  for 
voting,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment from  the  .San  Francisco 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  The  Junior  Chamber  is  sponsoring 
a  drive  to  git  .dl  fli.i;ible  lilizens  to 
register. 
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San  Francisco  Housing  Survey 


A  total  of  41,500  dwelling  units  in 
this  city  is  needed  to  pro\ide  ade- 
quate shelter  for  the  present  popula- 
tion, according  to  an  appraisal  of  the 
housing  situation  in  San  Francisco  by 
the  Research  Department  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  study  reveals  241,442  actual 
dwelling  units  in  San  Francisco  either 
available  or  provided  for  by  building 
permits  authorized  up  to  September  1, 
1946.  Of  this  total,  5,900  dwelling 
units  were  temporary-  war  housing  and 
another  2,000  were  classified  as  unfit 
for  use  by  the  pre-war  Real  Property 
Inventory.  This  leaves  a  balance  of 
233,542  permanent  and  habitable 
dwelling  units. 

Against  this  supply  of  perma- 
nent housing,  the  requirements 
of  the  current  population  based 
on  pre-war  occupancy  rate  is  esti- 
mated to  be  275,008  dwelling  units. 

The  survey  states  that  on  the  basis 
of  a  five-year  building  program,  and  a 
need  of  41,500  dwelling  units,  produc- 
tion should  be  increased  to  about  8,000 
units  per  year  to  meet  present  de- 
mands. 

•  The  Research  Department  points 
out  that  the  anahsis  is  based  on 
housing  requirements  for  the  current 
population,  but  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  there  will  be  an  additional 
demand  of  between  2,500  and  3,000 
homes  for  newcomers  and  the  newly- 
married.  This  brings  the  average  re- 
quirements for  the  next  five  years  to 
between  10,000  and  11,000  units  per 
vear.

Chamber  to  Act  As  Service 
Bureau  For  District  Information 

In  another  move  to  strengthen  rela- 
tions with  the  outlying  districts  of  the 
city,  the  Retail  Merchants  Association 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce this  week  announced  a  plan  to 
act  as  a  service  bureau  for  the  various 
district  merchants  associations. 
•  In  announcing  the  plan,  D.  P. 
Street,  managing  director  of  the  Retail 
Merchants  Association,  pointed  out 
that  many  of  the  problems  of  the  dis- 
tricts and  the  downtown  retailers  are 
inter-related  and  that  an  exchange  of 
information  between  the  two  groups 
would  be  beneficial  to  all. 

Street  said:  "We  want  to  have  the 
Retail  Merchants  Association  act  in  the 
capacity  of  a  service  bureau  or  a  clearing 
house  for  information  on  district  activ- 
ities. There  are  interesting  promotions, 
opportunities  for  joint  employee  edu- 
cational programs,  the  pressing  problem 
of  traffic  and  parking  and  many  other 
projects." 


Transportation  Board 
Considers  Car  Shortage 

Seriousness  of  the  freight  car  short- 
age situation  highlighted  the  two-day 
meetings  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Trans- 
portation Advisory  Board  in  Los  An- 
geles last  week,  according  to  Walter  A. 
Rohde,  Manager  of.  the  Transporta- 
tion Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  Commenting  on  the  meeting,  Rohde 
pointed  out  that  it  has  been  necessary  to 
retire  from  service  many  cars  which  were  in 
use  during  the  war.  In  addition,  the  percent- 
age of  bad-order  cars  is'  very  high  and  al- 
though the  railroads  are  making  strenuous  • 
efforts  to  restore  them  to  service,  they  are 
confronted  with  serious  manpower  and  ma- 
terial shortages. 

"The  net  result  is  that  there  are  now 
on  the  nation's  railroads  33,500  fewer 
serviceable  cars  than  were  available  two 
years  ago.  Over  53,000  new  cars  are  on 
order  but  deliveries  are  behind  schedule 
because  of  shortage  of  materials,"  Rohde  , 
said. 
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General   Business  Activity

•  TREND 

General  business  activity  in  San  F"rancisco  in  August,  based  on  our  index 
at  213.9,  rose  4.1%  above  July  and  14%  above  last  August.  The  average  for 
the  first  eight  months  was  up  5. .3%  above  the  same  period  last  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  eight-month  period 

real  estate  sales  in   San   Francisco  had    

broken  all  previous  annual  records  and 
amounted  to  $190,848,789.  This  surpassed 
the  all-time  annual  high  of  $182,907,216 
made  in  1925.  Building  permits  for  the 
eight-month  period  more  than  tripled 
the  total  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
Dwelling  units  provided  for  during  the 
eight  months  totaled  2,234  and  are  up 
69'^c,  while  the  value  of  new  residential 
permits  is  up  over  100%. 

Bank  debits  for  the  cumulative  period  are 
up  8.7'^f,  and  stock  exchange  transactions 
101. 7' c  in  number  and  49.8Cf  in  value. 
Postal  receipts  settled  55^^  compared  to 
last  year,  chiefly  due  to  decreased  activity 
of  the  overseas  mail.  Exports  through  the 
San  Krancisco-Oakland  Custom  Districts 
during  the  first  half  of  1946  attained  the 
highest  in  the  history  of  the  port.  Despite 
merchandise  shortages  and  strict  export  con- 
trols on  many  items,  the  export  volume  for 
the  first  six  months  amounted  to  $156,059,- 
000,  and  imports  to  $40,411,000,  and  this 
district  continued  as  the  leader  on  the  West 
Coast. 

•  MANUFACTURING  INDUSTRIES 

Production  workers  emplo>ed  in  manu- 
facturing industries  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Industrial   Area   in   August    totaled    138,300 


compared  to  122,900  in  July,  according  to 
the  State  Department  of  Industrial  Rela- 
tions. Employment  in  the  non-durable  in- 
dustries rose  to  75,800  from  61,200  in  July; 
durable  to  62,500  from  61,700.  A  year  ago 
August  the  total  employed  was  185,300,  of 
which  65,900  were  in  the  non-durable  and 
119,400  in  the  durable  group.  August  pro- 
duction workers  payroll  was  up  178.5'^Ji 
abo\e  the  1940  pre-war  level  but  ?2%  below- 
last  August.  A\erage  weekly  earnings  in 
August  amounted  to  $53.42  compared  to 
$50.88  in  July  and  $58.28  last  August.  Aver- 
age hourly  earnings  amounted  to  $1,308  in 
August,  $1,321  in  July  and  $1,340  in  August 
last  year.  Hours  worked  per  week  were  40.8 
compared  to  38.5  in  July  and  43.5  last 
August. 

During  August  460  industrial  plants  with  out- 
lays of  $12,231,500  were  reported  In  Northern 
California  by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Depart- 
ment, and  ii  expansions  totaling  $4,107,400 
bringing  the  total  investment  to  J16,.?48,900.  Of 
this  total  the  Bay  .\rea  accounted  for  $11,074,500 
In  new  plants  and  $3,818,400  In  expansions.  This 
brings  the  8  months'  cumulative  for  the  Bay 
Area  to  425  new  plants  with  Investment  of 
$40,524,625  and  .128  expansions  with  investment 
of  $52,696,165. 

•  RETAIL  TRADE 

Department  store  sales  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Metropolitan  Area  during 
August  were  36%  above  last  year,  with  the 
8  months'  cumulative  up  20%  compared  to 
35%  and  19'^(:  '"  San  Francisco;  37%  and 
22%  in  Northern  California,  and  40%  and 
28%  in  Southern  California.  Sales  in  Cali- 
fornia and  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  Dis- 
trict were  both  39%  over  last  .August  and 
25'i  for  the  cuniulati\e  i)eriod. 

Sales  of  Independent  stores  during  July,  accord- 
ing to  the  latest  Census  reports,  were  up  20% 
compared  to  July  last  year.  Sales  for  the  first 
seven  months  compared  to  the  same  period  last 
year  for  several  Bay  Area  Cities  are  as  follows:  San 
Francisco  15%;  Oakland  16%;  Berkeley  22%;  San 
Jose  32%;  Palo  Alto  40%;  Pittsburg  28%,  while 
sales  In  the  State  were  up  22%.

Food  costs  during  this  period  climbed  20.1%  compared  to  22.8%  during  the  entire  year;  clothing 
2.8%  compared  to  7.6%  for  the  year;  rents  still  remain  practically  constant  with  0.4%  increase  during 
the  past  year;  house  furnishings  likewise  remain  practically  constant,  increasing  only  0.2%  during 
the  year.  In  contrast  to  the  rising  costs  on  the  above  items,  the  fuel,  ice  and  electricity  item  has  dropped 
4.2^  during  the  past  three  months  and  11.4%  during  the  past  year,  influenced  by  reduction  of  gas 
and  electricity  rates.

•  TAXABLE  PROPERTY  EXEMPTIONS 


\'eterans"  exemptions  on  taxable  properties  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  .\rea  in  1946  numbered  59,538  with  value 
amounting  to  S47,807,819  compared  to  54,472  in  1945  with  value  of  $41,400,900,  The  average  exemption  in  1945 
amounted  to  $760  compared  to  S803  in  1946.  The  report  from  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  by  counties  included 
only  eight  Bay  Counties,  as  Solano  County  had  not  reported  during  1946.  The  San  Francisco  exemptions  in  1946 
numbered  22  095  amounting  to  $14,423,239,  compared  to  16,648  valued  at  $10,835,325  for  1945,  Reports  for  the 
State  as  a  whole  show  210,198  veterans  received  exemptions  totaling  $161,713,727  in  1945  and  277,345  valued 
at  $192,786,094  in  1946. 

Other  exemptions  listed  in  tiie  Bay  Area  in  1946  included  38  colleges  witli  property  valued  at 
$12,629,090  and  146  welfare  agencies  with  property  valued  at  $8,740,164.  State  totals  reported  69  col- 
leges amounted  to  $26,669,395  and  .548  welfare  agencies  with  exemptions  of  $22,826.614.

•  PROPERTY  DISPOSAL 

The  lour  major  changes  in  the  organization 
of  the  Office  of  Real  Property  Disposal  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  coordination  of 
activities  between  the  field  and  Washington 
head(|uarters  and  expediting  the  nation-wide 
program  of  surplus  real  property  disposal,  as 
announced  liy  the  War  Assets  Administra- 
tion, are  as  follows: 

•  Restoration  to  all  U  AA  Regional  Direc- 
tors of  responsibility  for  ihe  disposal  of  surplus 
real  property  in  their  respective  regions.  This 
rescinds  a  <iirecti\e  of  April  25,  1946,  placing 
responsibility  for  disposing  of  real  property 
in  the  hanrls  of  14  Deputy  Regional  Directors 
for  Real  Property  I^isposal  who  reported  di- 
rectly to  Washington.  I'nder  the  new  [)ro- 
cedure.  Regional  Directors  w  ill  be  in  charge  of 
all  WAA  activities  in  their  respective  juris- 
dictions, including  the  disposal  of  real  prop- 
erty. 

•  Appointment  of  a  Zone  Real  Property 
Director  In  each  of  the  six  WAA  Zones  re- 
cently established  by  WAA  Administrator 
l.ittlejohn  San  Francisco,  Chicago,  Dallas, 
Kansas  City,  Atlanta,  and  Philadelphia.  The 
res|)onsibilities  of  the  U  A.A  Zone  Real  Prop- 
erty Directors  will  include  the  supervision  of 
W.-XA  Regional  Directors  with  regard  to  real 
property  disposal  functions;  coordination  of 
efforts  within  each  zone  to  dispose  of  surplus 
real  property;  promotion  of  sales  and  dis- 
posals; and  the  development  of  highest  effi- 
ciencv'  in  the  management  of  real  property 
operations. 

•  Reorganization  of  Ihe  Real  Property 
Disposal  Board  st)  that  its  membership, 
which  consists  of  7  members,  shall  be  entirely 
independent  of  any  connection  with  the  oper- 
ating divisions  of  the  WAA  Office  of  l<eal 
Property  Disposal.  This  Hoard  shall  exercise 
final  decision  in  the  disposal  of  all  surplus  real 
propert  >'. 

•  Establishment  of  a  Planning  and  Re- 
search Division  w  hich  will  review  all  disposals 
to  date,  prepare  supplementarv  reports  to  (he 
Congress,  and  plan  the  long-range  program 
for  the  expeditious  disposal  of  surplus  real 
property . 

•  WAA  BIDS 

I'nder  new  streamlined  instructions,  WA.\ 
Regional  Directors  may  now  call  immediatel)' 
for  competitive  bids  after  fixed  price  offerings 
have  proved  unsuccessful  or  inappropriate. 
The  priority  and  preference  requirements  of 
disposal,  as  specified  by  Congress,  and  the 
fixed  price  method  of  sale  will  remain  the 
basic  method  to  be  followed  whenever  the  fair 
market  value  of  the  surplus  can  be  deter- 
mined In  advance.

Traffic  Safety 

Steps  Sought  by 

San  Francisco  Chamber 

Two  steps  to  reduce  the  large  num- 
ber of  traffic  fatalities  occurring 
monthly  in  San  Francisco  were  taken 
today  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

•  The  Chamber  requested  the  State  Higli- 
wav'  Department  to  install  a  traffic  signal 
on  Bav shore  Highway  at  the  parking  lot  en- 
trance to  .San  I'rancisco  Airport  to  remove 
the  hazard  created  bv  southbound  motor- 
ists making  left-hand  I  urns  through  oncoming 
traffic.

Permit  Authority  Urged 

Possibility  of  continued  decent ral 
i/.ation  of  Civilian  Froduclion  Ad 
ministration  building  permit  author- 
ity has  been  voiced  by  John  R. 
Steelman,  director.  Office  of  War 
Mobilization  and  Reconversion,  ac- 
cording to  inf(jrmation  received  1)> 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, 

•  Steelman's  opinion  was  ex- 
pressed in  a  letter  to  Congressman 
Richard  J,  Welch  following  receipt  of 
a  wire  from  Welch  urging  retention  of 
as  much  building  permit  authority  as 
possible  at  regional  levels,  Welch's 
action  followed  a  conference  between 
Chamber  and  industry  representa- 
tives and  regional  and  district  C.P,A, 
representatives. 

In  reply  to  Welch's  request,  Steelman 
said:  "I  am  keeping  in  mind  the  prin- 
ciple that  there  should  not  be  a  centrali- 
zation of  authority  in  Washington  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  destroy  the  useful- 
ness of  the  regional  offices.  Your  sugges- 
tion gives  me  added  confidence  in  the 
soundness  of  the  principle." 

[declaring  that  a  current  plan  to  concentrate 
construction  permit  authority  in  the  National 
Housing  Agency  in  Washington  was  inadvis- 
able and  unworkable,  Welch  urged  adjust- 
ment of  commercial  and  industrial  construc- 
tion quotas  for  this  region  "to  comply  with  a 
magnitude  of  problems  imposed  by  vastly 
increased  population  including  hundreds^  of 
thousands  of  veterans  and  their  families." 

Pointing  out  that  a  certain  amount  of  com- 
mercial and  industrial  construction  is  imperative 
in  order  to  provide  jobs  for  veterans  who  have 
settled  in  this  region,  Welch  said;  "The  Industrial 
and  commercial  construction  quota  for  this 
region  should  be  at  least  proportionate  for

The  Association  claims  that  this  policy  is 
in  opposition  to  freer  trade  and  to  the  policy 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Post  War  Planning  Committee. 
•  This  type  of  cotton  is  not  grown  in  the 
United  States,  it  is  maintained,  and  therefore 
does  not  compete  in  use  with  cotton  growers 
in  this  country. 

Furthermore,'  the  Association  pointed  out,  the 
short-staple  cotton  Is  used  by  Pacific  Coast  manu- 
facturers of  cotton  batting  and  cotton  felt,  and 
is  superior  to  the  longer-staple  cotton  grown  in 
this  country  in  the  manufacture  of  mattresses 
and  batting  for  quilts.

•  SURPLUS  GOODS 

By  a  second  amendment  to  Revised  Special  Order 
24  covering  pricing  and  distribution  policy  for  con- 
sumer goods,  the  War  Assets  Administration  con- 
firms its  policy  that  wholesalers  who  buy  surplus 
consumer  goods  and  distributors  who  buy  produc- 
tion materials  and  equipment  at  discounts  must  sign 
certifications  requiring  that  they  use  their  "best  ef- 
forts" to  sell  to  small  independent  buyers.  The  text 
of  the  certification  follows: 

"It  is  hereby  certified  that  the  purchaser  is 
and  expects  to  continue  to  be  engaged  in  the 
wholesale  business  normally  distributing  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  similar  to  those  speci- 
fied on  this  order  to  retailers  and  other  whole- 
sale customers,  and  that  in  consideration  of 
the  receipt  of  the  wholesaler's  discount  on  the 
purchase  of  surplus  property  from  the  United 
States,  in  accordance  with  the  War  Assets  Ad- 
ministrator's pricing  and  distribution  policy, 
the  purchaser  agrees  to  use  his  best  efforts  to 
sell  such  property  to  small  independent  re- 
tailers." 

Amendment  2  to  Regulation  21  covering  the 
same  policy  for  production  materials  and  equip- 
ment provides  for  similar  certificates  to  be  signed 
by  distributors. 

•  SURPLUS  HOUSING 

Surplus  structures  on  land  rented  by  the  Federal 
Governmenr  will  be  sold  direct  to  Veterans  Emer- 
gency Housing  Program  priority  holders,  according 
to  the  new  procedure  announced  by  Housing  Ex- 
pediter Wilson  W.  Wyatt. 

Under  the  new  disposal  method,  bidders 
must  certify  to  one  of  the  following:  (1)  that 
the  usable  materials  and  equipment  covered 
by  their  bids  are  required  for  construction  of 
housing  accommodations  for  which  HH  pri- 
ority ratings  had  previously  been  authorized 
under  the  housing  program;  or  (2)  that  the 
materials  and  equipment  are  required  for  con- 
struction or  maintenance  of  utilities  (water, 
power,  gas,  sewerage)  necessary  to  service 
housing  accommodations  for  which  priorities 
had  been  previously  assigned.  The  highest 
bidder  making  an  acceptable  offer  will  get  the 
structures,  and  the  same  procedure  will  apply 
to  surface  and  sub-surface  utilities. 

By  authority  contained  in  the  Veterans  Emer- 
gency Housing  Act  of  1<'46,  the  WAA  has  been 
directed  to  sell  surplus  structures  on  land  owned  by 
the  Federal  government  direct  to  VEHP  priority 
holders  after  a  10-day  offering  to  Federal,  State, 
and  local  governments,  and  non-profit  institutions. 
The  same  regulations  regarding  bids  and  certifica- 
tion apply. 

The  WAA  will  advertise  in  the  near  future 
more  than  265  installations  on  the  West  Coast 
which  will  be  sold  to  HH  priority  holders  on 
this  basis.

The  United  Nations  Headquarters  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  which  met  in  strategy  session  recently  decided  to 
settle  on  the  three  sites  named  as  coming  nearest  to  the 
qualifications  set  by  United   Nations  for  its  headquarters. 

The  Committee  emphasized  in  announcing  its  plan,i 
that  the  attitude  of  San  Francisco  is  that  location  of 
the  U.  N.  Headquarters  in  this  area  would  be  wel- 
corned  .should  there  be  a  decision  to  locate  here.  But 
it  is  realized  that  the  chance  the  Bay  Area  has  is  a 
"long  shot." 

"We  don't  want  to  create  any  impression  that  our 
chances  have  improved.  They  are.  frankly,  very  slim.  But 
as  long  as  we  have  a  chance,  as  long  as  there  is  any  possi- 
bility of  the  matter  being  reopened,  we  will  continue  our 
efforts,"  Haas  explained. 

The  Committee's  position  is  thai  if  U.  N.  wants  to 
come  to  the  Bay  Area,  then  there  arc  three  available 
sites  which  would  be  suitable  for  the  headquarters 
where  few  if  any  persons  would  be  displaced.

•  TEXTILE  MACHINERY 

Three  types  of  textile  machinery  have  been 
added  to  the  Civilian  Production  Administration's 
list  for  which  no  more  priority  racings  will  be 
granted,  except  in  emergencies,  until  the  supply  of 
machinery  more  nearly  approaches  demand.  The 
CPA  has  also  ruled  that  manufacturers  of  this 
equipment  —  buttonhole  machines,  button  sewers, 
and  36  inch  high  post  sewing  machines  (for  lug- 
gage)— may  now  sell  up  to  half  of  their  monthly 
output  to  non-priority  purchasers. 

The  WAA  states  these  decisions  are  in- 
tended to  support  production  by  enabling 
established  concerns  to  replace  worn-out 
equipment  without  priorities. 

•  PREFABRICATED  HOUSING 

The  prohibition  against  a  manufacturer  of  pre- 
fabricated houses,  sections  and  panels,  placing  an 
HH-rated  order  with  a  producer  has  been  revoked 
by  the  Civilian  Production  Administration,  through 
an  amendment  to  Direction  8  to  Priorities  Regu- 
lation 33,  governing  prefabricated  housing  under 
the  Veterans'  Emergency  Housing  Program. 

A  prefabrtcator  now  may  or  may  not  place 
rated  orders  with  producers,  depending  on  the 
provisions  of  Priorities  Regulation  1  and 
other  applicable  regulations.  In  cases  where  a 
producer  normally  sells  to  users  (including 
prefabricators)  and  to  distributors  buying  for 
resale,  paragraph  (p)  of  Schedule  B  to  PR-J3 
requires  him  to  continue  to  sell  to  both.  Such 
a  producer  must  sell  to  users  at  least  as  large 
a  percentage  of  total  sales  as  in  the  past.  He 
is  not  required  to  sell  more  than  that  per- 
centage, but  the  order  suggests  that  he  shou'd 
do  so  when  the  Veterans'  Emergency  Housing 
Program  would  benefit. 

•  SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

Sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  property  declared  sur- 
plus to  War  Assets  Administration  by  the  Office  cf 
Civilian  Defense  has  been  sold. 

On  April  15,  when  an  intensive  campaign 
was  begun,  the  property  was  situated  at  2,600 
locations  throughout  the  country.  By  October 
1,  1,500  of  these  locations  had  been  cleared 
through  sales  efforts. 

The  War  Assets  Administration  has  new  pro- 
cedures which  will  give  applicable  regional  offices 
a  program  for  selling  the  residue  of  OCD  property 
m  their  regions  after  priority  claimants  have  been 
satisfied. 

Detailed  information  may  be  obtained  from 
the  WAA  Regional  Office  in  San  Francisco 
as  to  what  amounts  of  the  property  are  avail- 
able in  that  district.

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Nation's  Imports  Highest  Since 
1926,  Says  Commerce  Bureau 

Reflecting  increased  industrial  activity 
throughout  the  United  States,  substantial  in- 
creases have  taken  place  in  the  imports  of 
many  basic  raw  materials  used  by  the  coun- 
try's factories  during  July  as  compared  with 
previous  months,  the  Chamber  reported  to- 
day. 

0  The  report,  issued  by  the  Chamber's  World 
Trade  Department,  is  based  on  figures  released  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Commerce. 

Imports  into  the  United  States  in  July, 
amounting  to  $4i2  million,  were  the  highest 
since  March  1926  when  imports  totaled  ^4  5 
million,  according  to  the  Census  Bureau.  The 
value  of  general  imports  for  July  was  $47 
million  above  the  June  level  of  $385  million. 


Sears  Point  Road  Data 
Presented  at  Hearing 

Elimination  of  hazards  on  the  Scars  Point 
and  Black  Point  cutoffs  were  strongly  urged 
before  the  California  State  Highway  Com- 
mission in  Sacramento  last  week  by  a  delega- 
tion representing  San  Francisco,  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District  and 
counties  in  the  Redwood  Empire. 
#  Dangerous  sectors  near  Sears  Point,  the  Peta- 
luma  Bridge  and  other  points  were  particularly  em- 
phasized, and  it  was  argued  that  traffic  on  the 
route  would  be  greatly  increased  if  the  traffic  haz- 
ards were  removed. 

The  delegation  pointed  out  that  bringing  the 
road  up  to  modern  standards  of  construction  and 
safety  would  make  it  a  desirable  artery  between 
valley  points  and  San  Francisco  by  way  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,  not  only  for  private  automo- 
biles, but  for  truck  traffic.

A  pamphlet  entitled  "California's  New 
Horizons"  has  recently  been  published  by 
Grace  Line,  Inc.

Installation  of  a  coordinated  visual  traffic  signal  system,  the  immediate  removal  of  the 
outer  street  car  tracks  on  Market  Street  and  other  traffic  improvements  have  been  urged  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  a  means  of  breaking  the  city's  traffic  bottleneck. 

•  Immediate  actiottltbn  these  measures  was 

urged  by  the  Chamber  at  a  meeting  at  which 
President  Brayton  Wilbur,  General  Manager 
Louis  B.  Lundborg,  E.  L.  Turkington,  chair- 
man of  the  Chamber's  Traffic  and  Highway 
Committee,  and  other  committee  members 
presented  a  12-poLnt  traffic  program  endorsed 
by  the  Chamber. 

The  program,  Lundborg  said,  was  ad- 
vanced after  a  study  of  the  Master  Plan 
and  Newton  Plan,  and  contains  ele- 
ments of  both  plans  that  can  be  under- 
taken immediately  with  current  funds. 
"The  time  for  further  traffic  studies  is 
past,"  Lundborg  declared.  "What  we  need 
now  is  action."

Stringent  enforcement   of   existing   traffic 
laws  and  ordinances  with  special  emphasis 
on  parking  regulations. 
-5.   Extension  of  Stockton  Street  car  line  across 

Market  Street. 
6.  Temporary  measure  for  the  next  90  days: 
educational  campaign  to  encourage  holi- 
day shoppers  to  shop  between  10:00  A.M. 
and  3:00  P.M.  and  to  leave  automobiles  at 
home  during  that  period. 
These    improvements,    according    to    Chairman 
Turkington,  could  be  financed  out  of  traffic  fines 
paid  for  violation  of  the  State  Motor  Vehicle  Code 
and  the  city's  Traffic  Code.  The  traffic  code  fines,  he 
said,  now  go  into  a  genera!  fund,  and  would  re- 
quire action   by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  ear- 
mark them  for  traffic  purposes  alone. 

"Two  and  one-half  years  of  fine  collections  would 
pay  for  the  necessary  improvements,"  he  declared. 
9  Six  additional  projects  advanced  by  the 
Chamber  which  would  require  additional  financing 
include: 

1.  Rehabilitation  of  the  transit  system  (fol- 
lowing the  Newton  plan). 

2.  Tunnel  through  Russian  Hill  between  Ma- 
son and  Leavenworth. 

3.  Off-street  parking  facilities — garages  and 
surface  or  sub-surface  parking  lots,  includ- 
ing fringe  garages. 

4.  Arterial  connections  with  the  Bayshore 
Freeway. 

5.  Portola  Freeway — modern  highway  over 
Twin  Peaks. 

6.  Replacement  of  Islais  Creek  Bridge  to 
eliminate  Third  Street  bottleneck. 

Pointing  out  that  part  of  this  long-range  pro- 
gram would  undoubtedly  require  a  bond  issue,  Wil- 
bur said  that  the  Chamber  intended  to  get  behind 
the  program  in  a  drive  to  enlist  public  and  civic 
support.  "We  intend  to  follow  through  on  this  pro- 
gram and  exert  continued  effort  until  the  desired 
results  are  attained,"'  he  declared. 


Brief  Filed  In  Freight 
Rate  Case  by  S.  F.  and 
Oakland  Chambers 

Protest  against  certain  features  of  the  pro- 
posed increase  in  railroad  freight  rates  was 
filed  today  with  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  by  the  San  Francisco  and  Oak- 
land Chambers  of  Commerce. 

#  A  general  increase  of  25  per  cent  is  being 
asked  by  the  railroads,  together  with  stated  maxi- 
mum increases  in  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  cer- 
tain commodities. 

In  a  brief  filed  by  the  Chambers'  transpor- 
tation managers,  the  Chambers  concede  that 
the  railroads  are  in  need  of  increased  revenue, 
but  point  out  that  California  railroads  have 
already  been  permitted  to  make  some  in- 
creases. "Preservation  of  existing  rate  rela- 
tionships is  essential  on  certain  California 
commodities  moving  in  volume  to  the  east," 
the  brief  states,  "if  those  commodities  are  to 
continue  to  move  and  provide  revenue  for  the 
railroads." 

A  full  25  per  cent  increase  on  canned  goods,  rice, 
beans,  floor  covering  and  edible  nuts  is  being  asked 
by  the  railroads.  The  Chambers  oppose  this  in- 
crease on  the  basis  that  these  California  products 
...  "^       ,        ' 

encounter  mtensive  competinon  m  eastern  markets 

from  like  commodities  moving  shorter  distances  at 
lower  rates.  A  percentage  increase  in  rates  without 
proper  limitation,  the  Chambers  claim,  would  add 
to  the  rate  disadvantage  of  the  California  products. 
0  The  railroads  also  propose  a  25  per  cent  increase  on 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  on  sugar,  with  a  maximum 
of  15  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  the  former  and  10 
cents  on  the  latter.  Declaring  that  these  maximums  do  not 
meet  all  of  the  exigencies  encountered  by  California  ship- 
pers, the  Chambers  expressed  the  fear  that  shipments  from 
California  would  be  curtailed,  causing  loss  of  revenue  to 
carriers,  unless  the  maximums  arc  modified  by  the  I.C  C. 
The  brief  pointed  out  that  the  railroads  have  al- 
ready received  increases  ranging  from  15.7  to  18.7 
per  cent  on  less  than  carload  traffic  within  California, 
effective  July  10.  1946,  and  increases  of  varying 
volume  on  both  carloads  and  less  between  California 
port  cities  and  those  in  Oregon  and  Washington,  ef- 
fective September  26.  1946.  "We  ask  you  to  take  note 
of  these  increases,"  the  brief  concluded,  "and  not  to 
cause  the  traffic  involved  to  suffer  a  duplication  of  in- 
creases or  bear  more  than  its  share  of  the  burden."

S.  F.  Bay  Area  Exports,  Imports 
Lead  West  Coast  During  July 

The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Customs  District  led  the  entire  Pacific  Coast  in  exports  and 
imports  handled  during  July,  1946,  it  was  reported  today  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  report,  issued  by  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department,  is  based  on  fig- 
ures released  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce. 

Bay  Area  exports  were  valued  at  $32,633,- 
000,  or  52.4  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments 
from  five  Pacific  Coast  customs  districts.  Ex- 
ports at  other  customs  districts  during  July 
were:  Washington,  ^'10,116,000;  Los  Angeles, 
?9,536,000;  Oregon,  $8,128,000;  and  San 
Diego,  $1,852,000. 

Reflecting  increased  industrial  activity,  Bay  Ar«a 
imports  totaled  $8,081,000  compared  to  $7,051,000 
in  June.  Imports  at  this  customs  district  amounted 
to  38.2  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments  from  all 
Pacific  Coast  customs  districts. 

Value  of  imports  at  Los  Angeles  was: 
$5,654,000;  Washington,  $5,494,000;  San 
Diego,    $954,000;    and    Oregon,   $946,000. 


Chamber  Traffic 
Steps  Adopted  by 
Board  of  Supervisors 

Prompt  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  adopt  the  first  two  steps  of  a  five-point 
traffic  program  recently  announced  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  was 
hailed  today  by  Chamber  President  Brayton 
Wilbur. 

•  Wilbur  urged  equally  speedy  action  on 
the  three  remaining  points  of  the  Chamber's 
traffic  action  program. 

The  three  points  are; 

1.  Increasing  the  one-way  street  sys- 
tem and  the  further  elimination  of  left 
hand  turns  in  Zone  1. 

2.  Stringent  enforcement  of  existing 
traffic  laws  with  special  emphasis  on 
parking  regulations. 

3.  Extension  of  Stockton  Street  car 
line  across  Market  Street. 

The  Chamber  disclosed  that  action  on  extension 
of  the  Stockton  car  line  was  due  for  the  near  future 
with  the  necessary  switch  already  ordered  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Commenting  on  the  remaining  points  of 
the  Chamber's  traffic  program,  Wilbur  said: 
"It  is  equally  important  that  the  one-way 
street  system  be  increased  to  the  fullest  extent, 
and  I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  prob- 
lem posed  by  citizens  who  illegally  park  their 
automobiles.  Parking  of  cars  in  restricted 
zones  not  only  delays  and  obstructs  the  entire 
flow  of  vehicular  traffic,  but  prevents  com- 
mercial vehicles  from  transacting  necessary 
business.  Stringent  enforcement  of  present 
city  regulations  is  vital  to  the  over-all  im- 
provement of  the  traffic  picture." 


Business  Trade 
Reports  Available 

A  monthly  series  of  trade  reports,  provid- 
ing accurate  up-to-date  measures  of  the  flow 
of  consumer  spending  is  now  available  to  San 
Francisco  businessmen,  according  to  a  joint 
announcement  today  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Commerce. 

#  The  service  is  a  cooperative  undertaking  of 
business  and  government  and  includes  a  series  of 
local  and  national  releases  for  the  retail,  service, 
repair  and  related  kinds  of  trade. 

Prepared  by  the  Census  Bureau  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Commerce,  the  national  re- 
leases show  trends  in  sales  and  receipts  of 
some  44  kinds  of  retail  trade  and  an  addi- 
tional number  of  personal  service  businesses. 

Census  representatives  are  visiting  San  Francisco 
.ind  other  communities  to  acquaint  businessmen 
with  the  details  of  the  service.  The  dau  gathered 
here  is  the  basis  for  a  monthly  trade  report  for  San 
Francisco  and  is  also  incorporated  in  the  national 
report. 

By  providinK  d  toiiipjriion  of  lUrreiil-Diunlh  sales 
ur  receipts  with  iho.se  for  the  previous  month  and  the 
presious  year,  the  trade  reports  enable  the  individual 
merchants,  suppliers,  wholesalers  and  producers  lo 
keep  up  with  changinc  trends,  and  furnish  an  im. 
prosed  factual  basis  for  business  decisions.

Edward  L.  Turkington,  chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Traffic  and  Highway  Committee, 
will  discuss  general  traffic  problems  and  will 
report  on  the  recently  announced  traffic  ac- 
tion plan  of  the  Chamber.

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Unemployment  Disability  Benefits  In  California

California  has  been  a  pioneer  among  the  states  in  the  expanding  field  of 
public  assistance  to  its  citizens. 

State  aid  for  the  indigent  aged,  blind,  and  orphans  has  been  provided  here 
practically  since  statehood  was  acquired  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century. 
As  early  as  1870,  state  grants  for  unemployment  relief  were  made  by  the  leg- 
islature to  local  governmental  units  and  to  private  institutions.  This  practice, 
however,  was  prohibited  by  the  1879  constitution,  and  it  was  necessarily  dis- 
continued until  1933  when  the  relief  administration  was  provided  for  by  con- 
stitutional amendment. 

•  SHELLEY  BILL 

The  latest  development  in  California's  many  ventures  in  the  public  assist- 
ance sphere  is  the  recently  enacted  Shelley  bill  passed  at  the  1946  special 
session  of  the  legislature.  It  provides  for  a  system  of  "unemployment  compen- 
sation disability  benefits"  to  be  added  to  California's  unemployment  insurance 
program.  Because  the  disability  benefits  program  was  enacted  as  a  component 
part  of  the  already  existing  Unemployment  Insurance  Act,  and  because  the 
former  is  closely  integrated  with  the  latter  both  administratively  and  sub- 
stantively, it  is  necessary  to  undersund  both  in  order  to  understand  either. 

•  PAYROLL  EXCISE  TAX 

Unemployment  relief  as  a  system  of  insurance  benefits  stems  from  passage 
of  the  federal  Social  Security  Act  in  1935.  That  law,  in  addition  to  setting 
up  a  federal  program  of  old  age  insurance  benefits  and  providing  grants  to 
the  states  for  needy  aged  relief  and  other  purposes,  imposed  upon  employers 
of  eight  or  more  (with  some  exceptions)  an  excise  tax  upon  payrolls.  The 
Social  Security  Act  did  not  establish  any  federal  unemployment  insurance 
system,  and  the  excise  tax  collections  were  placed  in  the  general  funds  of  the 
Treasury.  The  purpose  of  the  tax  was  to  induce  the  states  to  establish  unem- 
ployment insurance  programs.  This  inducement  took  the  form  of  a  provision 
that  employers  would  be  relieved  of  90%  of  the  federal  tax  (or  2.7%  of  the 
present  3%  tax)  if  they  were  required  to  pay  such  a  tax  to  the  state  under  a 
ttate  unemployment  insurance  plan  approved  by  the  federal  Social  Security 
Board. 

•  EMPLOYEE  TAX 

The  financial  "bait"  was  of  course  irresistible  to  all  the  states.  California 
passed  its  Unemployment  Insurance  Act  in  1935.  It  taxed  employers  of  eight 
or  more  employees  (with  exceptions)  to  the  full  extent  of  the  90%  credit 
allowable  under  the  federal  law.  It  also  taxed  employees  1  %,  of  their  wages. 
Effective  January  I,  1946,  by  action  of  the  1945  legislature,  the  coverage  of 
the  California  law,  and  the  tax,  were  extended  (with  exceptions)  to  all  em- 
ployments of  one  or  more  employees. 

Twelve  other  states,  like  California,  had  enacted  an  employee  tax  of  1% 
(Rhode  Island's  was  1 14  %) ;  but  today  only  California,  Rhode  Island,  New 
Jersey,  and  Alabama  still  impose  the  tax  on  employees.  Experience  since  1935 
has  indicated  that  the  employers'  tax  alone  is  sufficient  to  carry  the  unem- 
ployment insurance  program. 

In  1942,  Rhode  Island  passed  a  disability  benefit  law  to  be  financed  by  1% 
of  the  1  /J  %  employee  tax.  The  disability  benefit  reserves,  however,  had  been 
shrinking  since  that  date,  and  in  April  1946,  the  Rhode  Island  law  was 
amended  to  apply  the  entire  1  Vi  %  employee  tax  to  disability  benefits,  to 
eliminate  benefits  in  pregnancy  cases,  and  in  other  particulars. 

The  California  law  was  modeled  after  the  Rhode  Island  act,  with  certain 
changes  designed  to  eliminate  some  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  Rhode 
Island.  A  similar  bill  was  defeated  in  the  1945  legislative  session.  California's 
experience  will  be  closely  observed  throughout  the  country,  as  several  states 
(notably  New  Jersey,  Illinois,  Missouri  and  Washington)  are  already  consid- 
ering similar  legislation. 

•  COVERAGE 

The  California  act  is  sweeping  in  its  coverage.  There  are  enumerated 
excepted  classes  of  employment,  the  most  important  of  which  are  farm  and 
domestic  employees;  self-employed  are  also  excluded.  Otherwise,  it  covers 
every  employee  in  the  state.  Disability  benefit  payments  will  commence  as  of 
December  1,  1946,  by  reason  of  recent  action  by  Congress  in  H.R.  7037  in 
releasing  that  portion  of  unemployment  insurance  funds  contributed  by  em- 
ployees to  the  states  for  use  under  state  disability  benefit  plans.  This  will 
presumably  give  California  a  fund  in  excess  of  $100,000,000  as  a  reserve  from 
which  disability  benefits  can  be  paid. 

•  ADMINISTRATION 

Administration  of  the  act  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  California  Em- 
ployment Stabilization  Commission,  the  body  which  administers  the  unem- 
pIo)Tnent  insurance  system.  The  Commission  is  an  ex-officio  body,  consisting 


of  the  three  members  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Appeals  Board  and 
the  heads  of  the  two  main  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Employment.  All 
five  of  these  officials  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  approval  of  the 
Senate;  the  latter  two  serve  at  the  Governor's  pleasure,  while  the  former  three 
are  appointed  for  staggered  terms  of  four  years  each. 

•  PROVISIONS 

A  "disability"  is  defined  as  a  physical  or  mental  illness  or  injury  (ex- 
cluding pregnancy),  which  prevents  the  worker  from  performing  his  cus- 
tomary work.  There  is  a  seven  day  waiting  period  before  benefits  are  payable; 
and  disability  benefits  are  not  payable  for  any  week  in  which  the  employee  is 
entitled  to  unemployment  insurance  payments  or  to  workmen's  compensation 
benefits.  Both  unemployment  insurance  payments  and  disability  benefits  may 
be  collected  by  the  same  individual  in  the  same  year,  but  not  in  a  total  amount 
exceeding  one  and  one-half  times  the  total  benefit  payable  under  either  pro- 
gram alone. 

Amount  and  duration  of  disability  benefits  are  calculated  in  the  manner 
and  on  the  basis  prescribed  for  unemployment  insurance  payments.  Briefly, 
these  depend  upon  past  earnings  which  determine  both  the  maximum  total 
benefits  payable  and  the  weekly  .-ate  of  payment.  The  total  benefits  payable  in 
any  one  "benefit  year"  vary  from  ?163  to  ?468,  and  weekly  rates  vary  from 
$10  to  $20.  Duration  of  payments  will  range  from  approximately  9  to  23 
weeks.  Actual  calculations  are  made  from  tables  contained  in  the  Unemploy- 
ment Insurance  Act. 

As  has  been  indicated,  benefit  payments  are  to  be  financed  entirely  from 
the  1%  employee  tax  on  wages  and  salaries  (up  to  $3,000),  which  formerly 
went  into  the  unemployment  insurance  fund  held  in  trust  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. These  tax  payments,  including  past  payments  to  be  returned  by  the 
federal  government,  are  to  be  placed  in  a  special  disability  fund  in  the  state 
treasury.  Not  more  than  5%  may  be  used  for  cost  of  administration. 

Provision  is  made  for  substitution  of  "voluntary"  plans  for  payment  of 
disability  benefits  in  place  of  payments  by  the  state  from  the  disability  fund. 
Such  private  plans  are  subject  to  approval  by  the  Employment  Stabilization 
Commission.  After  approval,  the  employees'  tax  is  no  longer  payable,  and 
payroll  deductions  (not  to  exceed  1%  however)  may  be  made  by  the  em- 
ployer to  defray  the  cost  of  the  private  plan.  Private  plans  may  be  provided 
through  self-insurance  by  the  employer,  who  must  then  be  bonded,  or  through 
a  private  insurance  carrier  admitted  to  do  business  in  this  state. 

•  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

A  voluntary  or  private  plan  must  be  consented  to  by  a  majority  of  the 
employees  involved.  It  must  afford  them  rights  "greater  than  those  provided 
for"  by  the  act  itself  as  administered  by  the  state.  It  must  be  satisfactory  to 
the  employer.  If  it  involves  a  private  insurer,  the  policy  form  must  have  been 
approved  by  the  insurance  commissioner.  Informally,  it  is  understood  that 
"greater"  benefits  means  that  the  benefits  provided  by  the  private  plan  must 
equal  those  of  the  law  with  respect  to  amount  of  benefit,  duration  of  benefit, 
and  eligibility  for  benefit;  and  must  exceed  those  of  the  law  with  respect  to 
at  least  one  of  these  categories. 

Private  plans  can  be  adopted  to  take  effect  either  coincidentally  with  the 
law,  or  on  the  first  day  of  any  calendar  quarter  thereafter.  Forms  of  applica- 
tion are  now  being  prepared,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  Commission  will 
require  them  to  be  used  in  filing  for  approval.  It  is  expected  that  private  car- 
riers will  develop  satisfactory  programs  for  voluntary  disability'  benefit  cover- 
age, and  it  is  expected  that  the  Commission  and  employers  will  welcome  use 
of  these  plans.  Indeed,  approval  of  a  voluntary  plan  by  the  Commission  is 
mandatory  if  it  meets  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

It  is  not  possible  within  the  limitations  of  this  discussion  to  go  into  the 
many  administrative  provisions  and  problems  of  the  act.  Rules  and  regula- 
tions are  now  being  drafted  by  the  Employment  Stabilization  Commission 
for  approval  by  the  Appeals  Board,  and  these  will  no  doubt  be  published 
shortly. 

The  California  disability  benefits  act  is  a  social  experiment  of  considerab'e 
significance.  Its  operation  is  likely  to  affect  legislation  in  many  jurisdictions, 
and  may  well  influence  future  activities  of  private  insurance  carriers  in  the 
group  insurance  field  in  particular,  and  perhaps  in  other  fields  as  well.  The 
act  itself  is  by  no  means  in  a  form  of  final  perfection.  Experience,  and  a 
willingness  on  the  part  of  capital,  labor,  and  government  to  acknowledge  the 
superiority  of  fact  over  fancy,  will  be  required  to  achieve  the  social  aims  of 
this  type  of  legislation.

Northern  California  gained  32  new  plants 
to  cost  $5,019,500  and  26  expansions  to  rep- 
resent expenditures  of  $402,650  during  Sep- 
tember, 1946,  according  to  tabulations  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment.

At  the  close  of  the  third  quarter  of  1946,  general  business  activity  in  San 
Francisco  was  still  climbing,  based  on  our  Index  at  216.4.  September  activity 
was  up  11.8%  over  last  September  and  1.2%  above  August.  The  9  months' 
cumulative  showed  a  gain  of  6%  over  a  like  period  a  year  ago. 

Among  the  fields  of  activity 
showing  the  most  marked  gains 
for  the  9  months'  cumulative 
period  are  construction,  real  es- 
tate, retail  trade,  wholesale  trade, 
most  of  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries, bank  and  stock  exchange 
financial  transactions,  airport 
traffic,  general  employment  and 
payrolls. 


•  Manufacturing  Industries 

Production  workers  employed  in  the 
manufacturing  industries  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  industrial  area  in  September 


were  identical  to  August  in  number 
and  totaled  138,300,  according  to  a 
report  by  the  State  Department  of  In- 
dustrial Relations.  During  this  period 
the  non-durable  industries'  workers 
increased  1,200  to  77,000,  while  the 
durable  workers  dropped  1,200,  re- 
ducing the  total  to  61,300.  During 
September  all  industries,  both  in  the 
durable  and  non-durable  fields  except 
tobacco  and  transportation  equip- 
ment industries,  were  well  above  the 
level  of  a  year  ago,  in  both  employ- 
ment and  payrolls,  as  shown  in  the 
following  table:

Trucking  Restrictions 
Opposed  by  Chamber 

Discontinuance  of  the  investigation 
of  the  trucking  industry  now  being 
carried  on  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  California  was  urged  today  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

•  The  Commission's  investigation  was 
instituted  with  a  view  to  recommending 
changes  in  the  laws  governing  highway  and 
city  carrier  operations. 

In  support  of  its  request  for  discon- 
tinuance of  the  investigation,  the  Cham- 
ber pointed  out  that  in  view  of  the  pre- 
vailing rail  car  shortage  which  is  expected 
to  continue  for  some  time,  as  well  as 
strikes  and  other  difficulties  which  are 
crippling  water  transportation,  a  greater 
burden  is  being  thrown  on  the  trucking 
industry. 

"Trucks  are  now  being  used  for  many  movements 
which  ordinarily  were  made  by  rail."  the  Chamber's 
report  declared.  "In  addition,  experience  has  shown  that 
the  number  of  available  trucks  is  barely  sufficient  to 
move  the  fruit  and  vegetable  crops  during  the  peak 
season. 

"It  Is  essential,  therefore,  that  nothing  be  done 
which  would  In  any  way  restrict  or  limit  truck 
transportation  in  California." 

The  Chamber's  testimony  will  be  presented  at  a 
hearing  of  the  Railroad  Commission  today  by  Walter 
A.  Rohde,  manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transportation 
Department.

The  Office  of  Alien  Property,  through  the 
Department  of  Justice,  will  sell  to  American 
citizens  publications  containing  4,000  pages 
summarizing  37,000  mechanical  and  electrical 
patents  seized  from  enemy  nationals. 

Attorney  General  Tom  C.  Clark  points 
out  that  the  abstracts  of  the  patents 
offer  many  opportunities  for  American 
industry  to  manufacture  new  products, 
improve  old  ones,  and  aid  in  the  lessen- 
ing of  production  costs  and  in  the  util- 
ization of  new  materials.  Of  particular 
interest  are  patents  in  the  classifications 
of  electricity  and  electronics,  machinery 
and  metal  working,  aeronautical  and 
automotive,  foods  and  food  machinery, 
textiles  and  textile  machinery,  packaging 
machinery  and  materials,  agricultural 
equipment,  process  industries  equip- 
ment and  materials,  printing,  and  toys. 

The  abstracts  may  be  purchased  by  sending 
$10  to  the  Office  of  Alien  Property,  Depart- 
ment of  Justice,  Washington  25,  D.C.,  which 
will  furnish  without  cost  an  index  and  guide 
giving  a  description  of  the  abstracts  and  con- 
taining complete  licensing  information.

International  interest  in  the  event  is  e.\- 
pected  because  of  .San  Francisco's  historic 
close  relalionsliip  to  the  metal  mining  industry. 

Statewide  Program  of  Game 
Management  Urged  Here 

Establishment  of  a  statewide  pro- 
gram of  game  management  to  protect 
California's  grazing  lands  from  raids 
by  deer  herds  was  urged  this  week  in  a 
report  sent  to  Governor  Earl  Warren 
by  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  Current  laws,  aimed  at  game  protection, 
rather  than  game  management,  the  report 
claims,  have  allowed  the  deer  population  to 
increase  to  the  e.\tent  that  they  inflict  damage 
on  crops,  compete  with  livestock  for  forage, 
and  have  poorer  reproduction,  consequently 
supplying  less  meat  than  livestock  for  the 
amount  of  forage  used. 

The  amount  of  pasture  and  range  In  California 
is  fixed  within  certain  limits,  the  report  pointed 
out,  making  It  necessary  to  adjust  the  livestock 
numbers  to  the  amount  of  feed  produced.  "With 
excessive  stocking,  gains  drop,  losses  Increase, 
and  the  number  of  offspring  Is  reduced. 

"Maximum  production  can  be  maintained  only  by 
applying  these  livestock  principles  to  big  game  animals 
and  by  determining  the  capacity  of  the  game  ranges 
and  removing  the  surpluses."  the  report  stated. 

"If  the  farmers  and  livestock  men  are  to  enjoy 
the  legitimate  fruits  of  their  toll  without  the  sta- 
bility of  the  Industry  being  continually  threat- 
ened by  an  increasing  and  unregulated  number  of 
wild  game  animals  and  birds;  If  the  sportsmen  are 
to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  maximum  game  produc- 
tion and  utilization,  and  if  the  citizens  and  tax- 
payers of  this  state  are  to  realize  the  full  value  of 
our  greatest  natural  resource,  forage  production, 
then  It  Is  imperative  that  a  way  be  found  to  har- 
monize the  use  of  this  resource  equitably  be- 
tween domestic  animals  and  wild  life."

California  Trust  Company's  office  there  for  ' 
a  year.  In  1931  he  returned  to  San  Francisco 
where  he  worked  for  a  short  period  as  a  finan- 
cial reporter  on  The  Chronicle.  Leaving  the 
newspaper,  he  went  to  Europe  for  two  years, 
where  he  worked  in  20-odd  countries  as  a 
free  lance  journalist. 

In  1938  Smith  accompanied  Herbert 
Hoover  to  Europe,  visiting  15  countries. 
He  began  the  war  as  a  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander in  charge  of  the  Navy  Press  sec- 
tion under  Admiral  Hepburn  in  Wash- 
ington. In  August,  1942,  he  became 
OWI's  Acting  Director  of  Domestic  Oper- 
ations and  Deputy  Director  in  charge  of  f 
military  information.  Ten  weeks  later  he 
resigned  his  commission  as  Lieutenant 
Commander  and  enlisted  in  the  Marines 
as  a  private.

U.  N.  Site  Committee  Arrives  in  San  Francisco 


Three  Aviation 
Developments  Asked 
by  Chamber  for  Area 

Three  major  developments  needed  for  the 
expansion  of  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  aviation 
facihties  were  recommended  today  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  Kenneth  R.  MacDonald,  manager  of 
the  Aviation  Department  of  the  Chamber, 
hsted  the  following  as  the  three  main  points: 

1.  Development  to  the  maximum  degree 
possible  of  existing  major  airports  to 
meet  the  needs  of  commercial  aviation 
and  the  development  of  smaller  fields  to 
meet  the  needs  of  private  flyers. 

2.  Planning  and  development  of  whatever 
additional  major  airports  may  be  re- 
quired. 

3.  Careful  planning  in  the  field  of  state 
aviation  legislation  and  a  constant  vigi- 
lance to  prevent  enactment  of  restric- 
tive legislation  which  could  hamper  or 
retard  the  growth  of  all  phases  of  avia- 
tion. 

MacDonald  is  secretary  of  the  Bay  Area  Avia- 
tion Committee  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  manager 
of  the  Chamber's  Aviation  Department  and  secre- 
tary of  the  Chamber's  Aviation  Committee. 
9  The  report  pointed  out  that  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  organized  and  developed  the  Bay  Area 
Aviation  Committee  in  1944  to  work  on  the  prob- 
lem of  a  complete  coordinated  system  of  airports 
adequate  to  serve  the  Bay  Area. 

Stressing  the  importance  of  the  Bay  Area 
as  an  international  air  center,  the  report  em- 
phasized the  immediate  and  pressing  need  for 
"clear  thinking  and  sound  planning  on  the 
entire  question  of  airport  development."  (The 
Board  of  Supervisors  last  August  adopted  as 
official  policy  a  recommendation  of  the 
Chamber's  Aviation  Committee  that  a  mas- 
ter plan  for  city  and  county  aircraft  landing 
facilities  be  developed.) 

MacDonald's  report  was  prepared  for  use  on  a 
panel  discussion  during  the  forthcoming  Chronicle 
Forum,  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 


Members  of  a  35-40  man  sub-committee  of  the  United  Nations  Site  Commisssion  have 
arrived  in  San  Francisco  to  inspect  possible  permanent  headquarters  sites  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area. 

•  Accompanied  by  engineers  and  tech- 
nicians, the  committee  members  will  spend 
five  days  on  an  inspection  tour  of  the  Bay 
Area  before  returning  east  to  inspect  sites  in 
Boston.  Prior  to  their  arrival  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  sub-committee  had  spent  two  days 
touring  sites  in  Philadelphia. 

Bay  Area  sites  which  will  receive  ma- 
jor consideration  are  a  Crystal  Springs 
location,  a  site  in  Moraga  Valley,  Contra 
Costa  County,  and  a  third  location  at 
the  southern  end  of  the  San  Francisco 
peninsula. 

Complete  data  on  all  these  sites  has  been 
assembled  and  embodied  in  a  special  presen- 
tation brochure  prepared  by  a  "task  force" 
unJer  the  direction  of  Carl  J.  Eastman,  Cham- 
ber director  and  vice  president  of  N.  W. 
Ayer  and  Son,  Inc. 

•  In  the  meantime,  evidence  of  Pacific 
Coast  support  of  a  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
U.  N.  headquarters  site  appeared  in  an  edi- 
torial in  the  Portland  newspaper.  The  Ore- 
gonian. 

Comments  the  editor,  "San  Francisco 
has  everything  that  a  world  capital  may 
desire — space,  climate,  central  location 
between  nations  of  East  and  West,  ship 
and  air  transportation  to  all  parts  of  the 
globe,  international  communications, 
quiet  residential  areas,  recreation  and 
tranquillity.  Above  all  else,  it  is  in  a  part 
of  the  world  that  is  not  tainted  by  the 
stresses  and  strains  of  European  poli- 
tics; it  is  in  the  midst  of  a  friendly  and 
peace-loving  people  who,  as  hosts  to  the 
diplomats  of  (ifty-one  nations  last  year, 
proved  their  abiding  faith  in  a  world  or- 
ganization for  peace." 


industrial  Building 
Permits  Show  Gain 

For  the  week  ended  November  7,  79  non- 
housing  construction  applications  represent- 
ing outlays  to  aggregate  ^1,522,713  were 
granted  for  northern  California,  according  to 
Gilbert  H.  Kneiss,  District  Manager  of  the 
Civilian  Production  Administration. 
9  This  was  73.5  percent  of  the  aggregate 
amount  of  applications  considered  during  the 
week,  according  to  the  S.  F.  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department,  and  is  the  highest  percentage  granted 
in  many  weeks.  The  S.  F.  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department  has  been  endeavoring  to  secure  the 
granting  of  additional  industrial  construction  per- 
mits, contending  that  San  Francisco  C.  P.  A.  and 
National  Housing  Agency  representatives  have 
been  unduly  restrictive  so  far  as  factory  projects 
have  been  concerned. 

Major  industrial  projects  which  have  been 
protested  by  the  local  N.  H.  A.  representative 
to  Washington  are  still  having  the  attention 
of  the  Industrial  Department  and  their  grant- 
ing is  said  to  be  essential  to  the  economic  wel- 
fare of  the  bay  area. 

While  the  Industrial  Department  has  been  a-- 
tive  in  behalf  of  veterans  housing,  it  has  been 
guided  by  the  contention  that  additional  factor*' 
projects  are  necessary  to  assure  ample  future  job 
opportunities  in  this  region.

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Wholesalers'  Sales  and  Inventories 


Merchant  wholesalers'  dollar  sales  for  the  month  of  September  on  the  Pacific  Coast  were  up  467<  over 
September,  1945,  and  17c  over  August  of  this  year,  with  the  sales  for  the  nine  months'  cumulative  period 
up  23  Cr,  it  was  reported  today  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  report,  released  by  the  Chamber's  Research  Department,  was  based  on  a  joint  survey  made  by  the 
National  Association  of  Credit  Men  and  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

Sales  in  the  nation  during  September  were  up  44%  over  September,  1945,  and  up  287c  for  the  nine 
months'  cumulative  period,  but  were  off  49c  compared  to  August  of  this  year. 

September  inventories  of  Pacific  Coast  merchants  wholesalers,  value  at  cost,  were  up  40%  over  Sep- 
tember, 1945,  and  7%  above  August,  1946. 

It  is  pointed  out  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  that  a  large  part  of  the  general  increase  over  a  year  ago, 
both  in  dollar  sales  and  inventories,  is  accounted  for  by  the  rise  in  general  price  levels.  Something  of  the 
long  range  trend  in  wholesale  price  index  of  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Labor,  based  on  889  commodities  with 
1926  as  the  base  year,  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  chart  and  serves  to  visualize  the  rapid  rise  during 
the  current  year  to  October  26,  1946.

•  SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

War  Assets  Administration  has  emphasized 
that  veterans  who  desire  to  purchase  surplus 
property  by  mail  order  need  not  send  funds  of 
any  type  until  they  are  informed  that  the 
items  ordered  are  available  and  in  the  quan- 
tities they  request. 

WAA  stresses  this  procedure  to  avoid 
tying  up  funds  of  veterans  who  feel  obli- 
gated to  forward  the  full  money  value  of 
their  mail  order  which,  in  many  in- 
stances, cannot  be  satisfied  immediately 
in  full. 

•  SURPLUS  TENTS 

Four  million  dollars'  worth  (original  cost  to 
the  government)  of  new  and  used  surplus 
tents,  flies  and  flaps  will  go  on  sale  by  War 
Assets  Administration  on  a  competitive  bid 
basis  starting  December  2,  1946,  and  closing 
December  20,  1946.  Heretofore  government 
surplus  tent  sales  have  been  conducted  on  a 
fixed  price  basis,  with  about  four  million  dol- 
lars' worth  finding  its  way  back  to  federal 
agencies,  veterans  and  commercial  buyers. 

Thirteen  different  types  of  tents,  flies 
and  flaps  will  be  ofFered  in  the  December 
sale,  which  is  open  for  all  levels  of  buyers. 
Bids  may  be  made  for  one  or  more  lots  of 
tents  in  any  or  all  regions.  The  tents  are 
to  be  sold  "as  is,  where  is,"  f.o.b.  ship- 
ping point.  The  bulk  of  these  surplus 
tents  is  located  in  the  San  Francisco  and 
Los  Angeles  regions,  in  the  Fort  Worth, 
Te.xas,  region,  and  in  the  Birmingham, 
Alabama,  region.

Negotiations  are  now  being  conducted  between  the  United  States  delegation 
to  the  United  Nations  and  the  War  Department  for  release  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Presidio  as  the  United  Nations  permanent  headquarters. 

•  This  statement  was  made  by 
Mayor  Roger  D.  Lapham  as  he  pre- 
pared to  return  to  New  York  to  con- 
tinue San  Francisco's  campaign  for 
the  headquarters  of  the  United  Na- 
tions. 

"I  think  the  chances  of  the  United  Na- 
tions headquarters  coming  to  San  Fran- 
cisco are  brighter  than  ever,"  said  Mayor 
Lapham. 

Members  of  the  U.  N.  site  selection  com- 
mittee left  San  Francisco  Sunday  for  Boston 
following  four  days  in  the  Bay  Area  inspecting 
possible  headquarters  locations.  Sites  which 
received  most  favorable  consideration  were 
the  Presidio  and  a  site  near  Crystal  Springs  in 
San  Mateo  County. 

•  Prior  to  their  tour  of  the  sites,  com- 
mittee members  viewed  an  exhibit  of  site  in- 
formation prepared  by  a  "task  force"  under 
the  direction  of  Carl  J.  Eastman,  Chamber  of 
Commerce  director. 

Leaving  Sunday  by  chartered  plane  for 
Boston,  the  site  committee  was  accom- 
panied to  the  airport  by  a  group  of  civic 
officials  which  included  Mayor  Lapham 
and  Walter  Haas,  chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's United  Nations  Headquarters  Com- 
mittee.

New  plants  and  expansions  in  North- 
ern California  during  October  1946 
exceeded  September  industrial  devel- 
opment for  the  area  by  $2,196,550, 
according  to  tabulations  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment. October  tabulations  repre- 
sented 56  new  plants  to  cost  $4,955,700 
and  40  expansions  to  represent  outlays 
of  $2,663,000  for  a  total  of  96  projects 
to  cost  $7,618,700. 

•  Total  northern  California  devel- 
opments for  1946  through  October 
represent  621  new  projects  aggregating 
$62,358,655  and  454  plant  expansions 
representing  expenditures  of  $59,810,- 
748  which  together  add  up  to  1,075 
projects  with  total  investments  of  $122,- 
169,403.  Bay  Region  (12  Counties) 
developments  for  the  same  period 
were:  487  new  plants  at  $48,056,975 
and  384  expansions  at  $55,168,615  for 
a  total  of  871  projects  at  $103,225,590. 

Industrial  development  in  both 
Northern  California  and  the  Bay 
Region  through  October  is  con- 
siderably ahead  of  the  same  period 
in  1945.  Last  year  the  Industrial 
Department  reported  599  projects 
at  $116,743,045  for  Northern  Cali- 
fornia and  for  the  Bay  Region  492 
projects  costing  $100,007,820.

"Naturally,  I  feel  greatly  honored  to 
have  been  elected  president  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  for 
1947;  but  at  the  same  time  I  am  aware 
that  the  job  for  next  year  is  a  great 
responsibility. 

"Our  nation  has  passed  through  the  war 
years  and  an  extremely  difficult  year  of  re- 
conversion, and  while  I  am  aware  that  further 
readjustments  will  take  place  in  1947,  it  is  my 
feeling  that  some  of  the  major  knots  in  that 
weighty  problem  will  be  untangled  before 
1947  is  over. 

"This  means  that  we  must  tackle  some 
of  the  jobs  next  year  that  were  unavoid- 
ably neglected  during  the  war  and  the 
immediate  reconversion  period  that  fol- 
lowed. 

"VVe  must  now  begin  to  consolidate  the 
gains  in  industry,  population  and  economic 
development  made  during  that  period. 

"There  is  not  an  intelligent  person  in 
San  Francisco  who  does  not  realize  that 
the  city  and  all  of  Northern  California  Is 
today  on  the  threshold  of  tremendous 
expansion. 

"It  is  the  job  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  be  the  community  agency  which  pulls  to-  ' 


gether  the  various  groups  and  interests  to 
work  for  the  common  cause  of  economic  de- 
velopment and  prosperity.  The  man  who 
accepts  the  presidency  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  assumes  a  position  of  leadership 
and  responsibility  so  great  as  to  make  one  feel 
quite  solemn  in  the  face  of  it. 

"Much  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
Chamber  in  the  past  year.  It  is  my  desire 
to  carry  on  some  of  the  splendid  projects 
initiated  during  Brayton  Wilbur's  term 
of  office. 

"The  action  of  the  Traffic  and  Highway 
Committee  in  presenting  a  plan  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  city's  traffic  situation  is  an 
accomplishment  of  major  importance.  In 
1947,  the  Chamber  intends  to  increase  its  ac- 
tivities in  this  direction.  It  is  obvious  that 
traffic  is  one  of  San  Francisco's  major  prob- 
lems ...  a  problem  that  must  be  solved  if  San 
Francisco  is  to  assume  the  role  of  world  great- 
ness for  which  she  is  destined.  During  my 
term  of  office,  I  will  recommend  that  the  en- 
tire facilities  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  be 
directed  toward  aiding  in  the  solution  of  this 
problem. 

"Another  important  project  for  1947 
will  be  the  further  development  of  the 
relations  between  the  Chamber  and  the 
citizens  and  merchants  of  our  various 
San  Francisco  districts.  During  this  past 
year,  a  series  of  luncheon  meetings  be- 
tween Chamber  leaders  and  district 
leaders  was  inaugurated.  In  1947,  we  in- 
tend to  continue  these  meetings  and,  in 
addition,  develop  further  cooperative 
programs  of  this  nature  which  we  believe 
will  work  for  the  benefit  of  all  San 
Franciscans. 

"1  have  mentioned  but  a  few  of  the  many 
Chamber  projects  for  1947.  In  the  coming 
year  we  will  have  to  face  many  other  prob- 
lems and  it  is  my  belief  that,  supported  by  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco,  we  can  surmount 
them. 

"The  policies  of  Northern  California 
Unity,  of  good  neighborliness  toward  the 
cities  and  agricultural  areas  surrounding 
San  Francisco,  of  developing  the  Bay 
Area  and  Northern  California  as  a  great 
world  center  are  policies  which  I  hope  to 
continue  in  the  coming  year. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  the  policy  of  unity 
rests  on  two  principles,  unity  within  and 
friendliness  without.  The  various  groups 
within  our  own  community  must  work  together 
with  each  other;  and  the  community  as  a

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•  TREND 

The  general  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  established  a  new  all 
time  high  for  the  month  of  October  with  the  Chamber  index  at  223.8. 
This  was  3.4%  above  September  and  6.7%  above  October  last  year.  The 
ten  months'  average  was  6.1%  above  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago. 
There  was  no  one  factor  entirely  responsible  for  the  continued  rise  except 
the  characteristic  seasonal  trend  from  already  high  levels,  partly  attribut- 
able to  changes  in   the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar. 


•  Consumer  Prices 

Consumer  prices  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  reached  new  highs 
during  October  based  on  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor  index  at  153.0 
for  "All  Items"  or  1.4%  above  Sep- 
tember, 11%  above  June  and  15.1% 
above  October  last  year.  Cost  of  in- 
dividual items  during  October  com- 
pared to  October  last  year,  were  as 
follows:  Food  up  29.5%;  clothing  up 
11.5%;  house  furnishings  3.7%;  mis- 
cellaneous 7.1%.  Gas  and  electricity 
were  the  only  items  to  show  a  de- 
crease, which  brought  fuel,  electricity 
and  ice  items  down  11.4%  compared 
to  a  year  ago. 

•  Retail  Trade 

Department  store  sales  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  October  were  22%  above  last 
October  with  the  10  months'  cumula- 
tive up  20%.  Sales  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Metropolitan  Area 
were  up  23%  and  21%  respectively; 
Central  Valley  October  sales  were 
40%  above  a  year  ago  with  cumula- 
tive sales  up  31%;  Northern  Cali- 
fornia sales  were  up  26%  and  23% 
respectively ;  Southern  California  sales 
were  up  30%  and  29%  respectively, 
while  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve 
District  sales  were  up  29%  and  26% 
respectively.  Apparel  store  sales  dur- 
ing the  same  period  were  only  slightly 
above  last  year,  with  109  stores  in  the 
Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District  re- 
porting an  average  increase  of  only 
2%. 

•  World  Trade 

World  trade  through  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Customs  District  for 
the  first  eight  months  of  1946  was 
above  the  corresponding  period  last 
year  both  in  value  and  quantity.  Ex- 
ports were  up  28.2%  in  value  and 
110.7%  in  quantity  and  imports  up 
56.3%  in  value  and  23%  in  quantity. 
The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Customs 
District  exports  and  imports  led  the 
other  four  customs  districts  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  by  a  wide  margin  and 


accounted  for  38%  of  the  exports  and 
45%  of  the  imports  of  the  entire 
Coast. 

•  Transportation 

The  October  San  Francisco  Airport 
trafific  was  less  than  the  three  pre- 
ceding months  but  above  a  year 
ago,  with  the  number  of  scheduled 
planes  up  41.4%  with  an  average  of 
157  daily.  Number  of  passengers  on 
and  off  were  up  80%  and  averaged 
2,630  daily;  number  of  express  ship- 
ments by  rail  were  off  8.6%  but  by 
air  were  up  26.2%.  October  freight 
car  movements  exceeded  September 
by  11.8%  but  were  22.6%  below  a 
year  ago.  Receipts  of  dairy  and  poul- 
try products  in  San  Francisco  in  Octo- 
ber were  above  September  and  also 
above  October  last  year.  Receipts  of 
fruits,  vegetables  and  livestock  were 
also  above  September  but  under  Oc- 
tober a  year  ago. 

•  Manufacturing 

Employment  and  payrolls  of  pro- 
duction workers  in  the  manufacturing 
industries  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  during  October  were  well  above 
last  October  levels  in  all  industries 
except  shipbuilding  and  tobacco,  but 
tobacco  was  above  in  payrolls.  Al- 
though total  employment  was  ofT  5.0% 
compared  to  a  year  ago,  payrolls 
were  up  4.4%.  Average  weekly  earn- 
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ings  in  the  manufacturing  industries 
during  October  amounted  to  $53.31 
compared  to  $50.53  in  September  and 
$48.40  in  October  last  year.  Average 
hourly  earnings  rose  to  $1,334  from 
sSl.322  in  September  and  $1,203  last 
October.  Average  hours  worked  per 
week  amounted  to  40  in  October  com- 
pared to  38.2  in  September  and  40.2 
in  October  a  year  ago. 

In  the  non-manufacturing  industries 
in  October  payrolls  in  tlie  wholesale 
trade  were  up  24.8%  over  last  October 
and  retail  trade  34.3%  and  in  the  hotel 
industry  15.6%. 

October  industrial  expansions  reported  by 
the  Industrial  Department  for  San  Francisco 
included  19  projects  with  outlays  of  $1,004,- 
000,  with  the  Bay  Area  accounting  for  70 
projects  with  outlay  of  $5,055,000,  bringing 
the  10  months'  cumulative  for  the  Bav  Area 
to  871  projects  with  outlays  of  $103,225,590. 

•  Building 

San  Francisco  October  building  per- 
mits value  was  up  42%  above  last 
October.  The  residential  classification 
was  up  87.3%  and  provided  260 
dwelling  units.  Of  these,  167  were  of 
the  single  family  type.  Dwelling  units 
provided  for  by  the  permits  issued 
during  the  10  months  totaled  2,700 
with  1,893  single  family  types,  com- 
pared to  1,680  and  923  respectively 
for  the  same  period  last  year. 

•  Employment 

The  San  Francisco  labor  market 
during  October  became  more  active 
than  at  any  time  since  April,  with  the 
San  Francisco  office  of  the  U.  S.  Em- 
ployment Service  reporting  a  contact 
load  of  47,000  persons;  however,  new 
applications  for  employment  in  Oc- 
tober declined  to  5,435  from  5,772  in 
September.  While  there  has  been  a 
constant  flow  of  new  workers  into 
this  area,  there  was,  however,  some 
out-migration ,  particularly  for  ofT  con- 
tinent employment.  Most  of  these  are 
skilled  craftsmen  who,  though  newly 
arrived  in  this  area,  have  chosen  to 
leave,  not  because  of  limited  employ- 
ment opportunities  but  because  they 
were  unable  to  find  adequate  housing. 

Placements  reported  during  the  month 
were  classified  as  follows:  Total,  4,694,  of 
which  professional  125;  clerical  1,663; 
service  690;  skilled  173;  semi-skilled  441; 
and  unskilled  1,602.  At  the  end  of  Oc- 
tober the  office  reported  a  total  of  4,261 
unfilled  openings  in  San  Francisco.  Of 
these,  488  were  professional,  2,931  cler- 
ical, 235  service,  312  skilled,  173  semi- 
skilled and  122  unskilled.  Unemployment 
claims  filed  as  of  week  ending  November 
14  totaled  16,398,  of  which  7,150  were 
compensable.  Of  those,  5,810  were  in- 
dustrial and  1,340  commercial.

Mis  talents  in  this  field  became  apparent 
earh  in  his  career  when  he  became  assistant 
to  the  president  of  the  New  England  Furni- 
ture and  Carpet  Company  and  later  adver- 
tising director  of  the  firnt  and  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors. 

•  From  New  England,  he  moved  West,  be- 
coming national  sales  and  advertising  mana- 
ger for  Kings  Food  Products  Company  of 
Portland.  Oregon. 

In  1924.  Eastman  joined  N.  W.  Ayer  & 
Son  in  Philadelphia  as  an  advertising 
representative  and  one  year  later  came 
to  San  Francisco.  As  an  executive  and 
officer  of  this  firm,  Eastman  has  accu- 
mulated wide  experience  in  sales,  dis- 
tribution, merchandising  and  adver- 
tising. 

Since  Eastman  has  been  in  San  Francisco, 
he  has  gained  the  reputation  as  one  of  the 
city's  most  civic  minded  citizens.  As  a  writer 
and  lecturer  on  sales  and  advertising  subjects, 
he  has  appeared  as  a  speaker  on  radio  pro- 
grams and  before  conventions  and  university 
classes. 

•  His  tremendous  interest  and  enthusiasm 
led  him  to  take  an  active  part  in  Chamber  of 
Commerce  affairs.  In  addition  to  being  elected 
first  vice-president  of  the  Chamber  for  1946, 
Eastman  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's important  Domestic  Trade  Committee.

Senate  Public

Proposed  legislation  to  relieve  fi- 
nancial problems  of  various  western 
counties  because  of  the  large  holdings 
of  land  by  the  Federal  Government 
was  the  subject  of  a  hearing  in  San 
Francisco  on  December  3. 
•  A  U.  S.  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Pub- 
lic Lands,  of  which  Senator  A.  Murdock  of 
Utah  is  chairman,  held  its  hearing  in  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  chambers  at  the  City 
Hall.  In  addition  to  Senator  Murdock,  Sena- 
tor Guy  Cordon  of  Oregon  and  Senator  Glen 
H.  Taylor  of  Idaho  were  present  at  the  hear- 
ing. Congressman  Clair  Engle  of  Red  Bluff 
also  indicated  interest  in  the  matter. 

Senators  Murdock  and  Cordon  have  introduced  bills 
in  Congress  to  provide  relief  for  various  political  sub- 
divisions because  of  financial  problems  by  which  they 
are  confronted  due  to  the  large  areas  within  the  various 
sub-divisions  owned  by  the  Federal  Government  and 
on  which  taxes  are  not  paid. 

Among  organizations  which  sent  representa- 
tives to  the  hearing  are  the  National  Association 
of  County  Officials,  the  Interstate  Association  of 
Public  Lands  Counties,  and  the  County  Super- 
visors Association  of  California.

$20,960,000,  accounting  for  38  per  cent 
and  27  per  cent  respectively,  of  the  total 
export  value  and  shipping  weight  for  this 
area. 

Value  of  exports  at  other  Pacific  Coast 
customs  districts  was:  Los  Angeles,  $11,329,- 
000;  Oregon,  $10,298,000;  Washington,  $9,- 
728,000;  and  San  Diego,  $2,221,000. 

Reflecting  increased  industrial  activ- 
ity. Bay  Area  itnports  rose  38  per  cent  in 
value  during  August  to  a  total  of  $11, 163,- 
000,  accounting  for  almost  the  entire 
increase  in  the  value  and  shipping  weight 
of  imports  into  the  Pacific  Coast.  Total 
Pacific  Coast  imports  rose  19  per  cent  in 
value  from  $21  million  to  $25  million,  in 
contrast  to  declining  imports  from  July 
to  August  in  other  areas.

•  HOUSING 

According  to  the  Cixilian  Production  Ad- 
ministration, manufacturers  are  facing  a 
c  hanging  market  pattern  through  the  East-to- 
W  est  shift  in  non-farm  housing  construction 
throughout  the  United  States. 

With  California  and  Texas  leading  the 
trend  to  Western  home  building,  a  study 
based  on  building  permits  issued  during 
the  first  nine  months  of  1946  shows  that 
the  following  regions  of  the  country  are 
building  a  bigger  share  of  the  Nation's 
houses  than  they  did  during  the  same 
period  of  1941 : 

Pacific  States 
Mountain  States 
West  South  Central  States 
West  North  Central  States 

In  New  England,  Middle  Atlantic,  East 
North  Central,  and  South  Atlantic 
States  fewer  housing  units  are  being 
built  than  were  built  during  the  year  of 
Pearl  Harbor. 

The  CPA  points  out  that  transplanted  in- 
dustries and  the  attendant  population  shifts 
only  partly  explain  the  difference  between  the 
1941  and  1946  housing  pictures,  but  distribu- 
tors will  have  to  recognize  developing  market 
areas  and  some  shrinking  markets  in  other 
areas. 

•  PREFERENTIAL  PURCHASING 

The  Ci\ilian  Production  Administration 
has  announced  that  under  provisions  of  an 
amended  Direction  1,?  to  the  steel  order, 
M-21,  the  certification  plan  under  which 
foundries  currently  receive  preference  in  pur- 
chasing pig  iron  to  be  used  for  housing 
products  and  for  railroad  brakeshoes  has  been 
extended  through  the  first  fjuarter  of  1947. 

Under  this  plan,  foundries  which  have 
orders  for  railroad  brakeshoes  or  for  any 
of  the  housing  products  listed  in  the  Di- 
rection may  obtain  preference  by  certify- 
ing to  this  effect  in  applying  to  their  sup- 
pliers for  pig  iron  to  be  shipped  in  the 
first  three  months  of  1947. 

The  amended  Direction  also  authorizes  a 
change  in  the  sizes  of  the  various  housing 
products,  such  as  bathtubs,  which  are  entitled 
to  this  certification  assistance  to  conform  to 
the  same  sizes  of  housing  products  which  are 
entitled  to  receive  priorities  assistance  in  ob- 
taining steel.  The  latter  group  is  listed  in 
Schedule  A  of  Direction  18  to  Priorities  Regu- 
lation 28. 


^^UN  Success  More  Important 
Than  Site  Location^^ —  Wilbur 

Following  the  active  campaign  waged  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  the  selection  of  .San  Francisco  as  the  permanent  headquarters  of 
the  United  Nations,  Chamber  President  Brayton  Wilbur  released  the  follow- 
ing statement: 

•  "All  of  us  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  have,  naturally,  followed  with 
the  closest  interest  debates  of  the 
United  Nations  upon  location  of  its 
permanent  headcjuarters.  The  City's 
and  Chamber's  official  representatives 
are  now  in  New  York  to  offer  the  wel- 
come of  our  people  and  to  give  any  pos- 
sible help  or  information  that  may  be 
desired.  These  official  matters  are 
properly  in  the  hands  of  our  official 
representatives,  who  have  the  whole- 
hearted support  of  all  of  us. 

"Meanwhile,  in  the  light  of  such  cur- 
rent developments  as  the  Russian  objec- 
tion to  location  in  San  Francisco  and  the 
changes  of  position  by  the  U.  S.  Delega- 
tion it  may  not  be  inappropriate  for  me, 
as  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce President,  to  put  in  clearest  terms 
the  feeling  of  our  people  that  the  su- 
preme concern  of  the  world  today  is  the 
successful  functioning  of  the  United 
Nations,  whose  charter  was  created  in 
our  city.  As  the  spiritual  birthplace  of 
the  United  Nations,  San  Francisco  is 
anxious  only  that  the  spirit  of  friendly 
unity  prevail  in  the  councils  of  the 
United  Nations. 

•  "In  line  with  this,  it  should  be  made  clear 
that  our  citizens  in  this  area  will  support  any 
choice  that  may  be  made  by  UN  for  its  perma- 
nent headquarters.  While  San  Francisco 
would  feel  honored  if  chosen  and  has  extended 
the  fullest  possible  welcome,  the  people  of  this 
area  hold  the  unity  and  success  of  the  United 
Nations  to  be  so  sacred  that  it  is  the  only 
factor  in  our  minds  which  merits  considera- 
tion. 

"We  feel  sincerely  that  this  city  has  the 
best  environment  to  offer  which  would 
favor  the  aims  of  UN.  While  we  will  sup- 
port any  choice  that  is  made,  our  hands 
are  still  extended  in  welcome  and  our 
hearts  are  with  the  United  Nations."

Concentration  of  Christmas  shop- 
ping between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and 
3  p.m.  was  urged  today  by  Edward  L. 
Turkington,  chairman  of  the  Traffic 
and  Highway  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
•  Turkington  pointed  out  that  this  shopping 
concentration  plan  was  part  of  the  Chamber's 
overall  traffic  impro\ement  program. 

Commenting  on  the  plan,  he  said:  "It 
is  obvious  to  every  San  Franciscan  that 
something  must  be  done  to  alleviate  the 
tremendous  traffic  jams  caused  by  many 
shoppers  going  to  and  from  downtown 
during  the  rush  hours.  It  is  an  unfair  and 
unnecessary  hardship  on  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  who  work  downtown  for 
non-working  housewives  to  further  com- 
plicate the  present  traffic  and  shopping 
situation." 

The  Chamber's  plan  was  cornniended  by  Karl  StuII, 
managing  director  of  the  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association 
ot  San  Francisco.  Stull  sent  a  memo  to  all  Association 
stores  urging  their  support  in  a  continuing  campaign  to 
encourage  shoppers  to  visit  the  stores  between  10  a.m. 
and  3  p.m. 

"Not  only  would  this  plan  aid  the  people  who 
work  In  the  downtown  areas,  but  it  would  aid 
every  citizen  who  comes  downtown  to  shop  by 
speeding  the  flow  of  traffic  to  and  from  down- 
town," Stull  said.

Good  Western  Market  for 
English  Goods,  Says  Article 

Possibilities  for  the  sale  of  British 
products  in  the  Western  market  are 
excellent  and  are  likely  to  continue  for 
some  years  to  come,  according  to  an 
article  appearing  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  London  Board  of  Trade  Journal. 

•  Written  by  the  British  Consul  General 
at  San  Francisco,  the  article  cites  new  popula- 
tions in  the  West,  bringing  new  markets,  new 
facilities  and  an  enormous  back  log  of  pent-up 
demand,  as  supplying  promising  prospects  for 
trade  with  the  United  Kingdom. 

"The  eleven  Western  states  comprise, 
broadly  speaking,  the  most  rapidly  grow- 
ing regional  economic  unit  of  the  United 
States  of  America,"  the  article  states, 
"and  the  three  Pacific  Coast  states — 
Washington,  Oregon  and  California — 
might  well  be  considered  as  a  separate 
territory. 

"The  effective  buying  income  of  the  three  Western 
states  in  1944  amounted  to  12  per  cent  of  the  nation's 
total,  and  the  per  capita  income  of  $1,625  was  39  per 
cent  above  the  national  average.  San  Francisco,  Seattle 
and  Portland  exceeded  the  West  Coast  average  and 
were  among  the  highest  in  the  nation,  an  indication  of 
the  high  buying  power  of  the  Western  public." 

•  The  article  urges  British  exporters  interested  in  the 
Western  market  to  visit  it  periodically  and  consider 
seriously  the  appointment  of  separate  agents  for  this 

This  recognition  of  ttie  growing  importance  of 
tile  Western  marltet  confirms  efforts  of  the  World 
Trade  Department  of  tlie  San  Francisco  Cliamber 
of  Commerce  to  Influence  exporters  and  manu- 
facturers of  the  European  countries  to  serve  the 
Western  marltet  directly  rather  than  through 
New  Yorlc.

Area's  Industrial 
Development  Cited  by 
Fox  at  State  Meeting 

There  is  e\ery  indication  that  the 
high  rate  of  industrial  development  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  will  con- 
tinue for  some  time  to  come,  subject 
to  clarification  of  the  nation-wide 
labor  situation,  according  to  G.  L. 
Fox,  manager.  Industrial  Department, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  Speaking  at  an  Industrial  Section  meeting 
of  the  19th  annual  California  State  Chamber 
of  Commerce  conference,  Fox  said  that  during 
the  14  months  beginning  with  the  end  of 
World  War  II  in  August,  1945,  and  ending  in 
October,  1946,  1,480  industrial  development 
projects  were  reported  for  48  Northern  Cali- 
fornia counties,  representing  outlays  exceed- 
ing $184,663,000. 

Out  of  the  total.  Fox  said,  526  projects, 
representing  $88,529,000,  represent  ex- 
pansions, and  854  projects,  involving 
$97,134,000,  are  new  plants. 

"During  the  14-month  period,  these  48 
counties  attracted  854  new  plants,  over  IS  per 
cent  of  the  number  they  had  in  1939,  and  626 
plants  were  expanded,"  Fox  continued.  "Like- 
wise, new  plants  located  in  the  12  Bay  Area 
counties  during  the  same  period  numbered 
673,  or  15  per  cent  of  the  number  they  had 
in  1939." 

•  About  85  per  cent  of  northern  California's 
industrial  development  has  taken  place  in  the 
12  Bay  Area  counties,  according  to  Fox.  The 
most  amazing  industrial  strides  are  being 
made  in  .Mameda,  Contra  Costa,  San  Mateo, 
Santa  Clara  and  San  Francisco  counties,  he 
said,  in  addition  to  the  major  outlays  in 
dollars. 

Fox  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
during  the  two  years  an  aggregate  of  only 
30  projects  was  reported  in  the  textile 
field,  an  industry  "where  our  opportun- 
ities are  undoubtedly  the  greatest  be- 
cause of  the  immediate  availability  of 
raw  materials  and  our  proximity  to  one 
of  the  richest  markets  for  apparel  in  the 
world."

Wholesalers'    Sales    and    Inventories 


Merchant  wholesalers'  dollar  sales  for  the  month  of  October  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  were  up  40  per  cent  over  October,  1945,  and  15  per  cent  above  Sep- 
tember of  this  year,  it  was  reported  today  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  report,  released  by  the  Chamber's  Research  Department,  was  based 
on  a  joint  survey  made  by  the  National  Association  of  Credit  Men  and  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

Sales  for  the  10  months'  cumulative  period  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
were  up  25  per  cent  over  the  same  period  last  year,  the  Chamber 
revealed. 

October  sales  in  the  nation  were  up  46  per  cent  over  October,  1945,  and 
17  per  cent  above  September  of  this  year. 

•  October  inventories  of  Pacific  Coast  merchant  wholesalers,  v^alued  at 
cost,  were  up  46  per  cent  over  October,  1945,  and  9  per  cent  above  September 
of  this  year,  compared  to  48  per  cent  and  7  per  cent  respectiveh-  for  the 
nation  as  a  whole.

Railroad  Rate  Increase 
Effective  January  1; 
ICC  Terms  Analyzed 

For  the  benefit  of  organizations  in- 
terested in  the  recent  decision  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to 
grant  a  rate  increase  to  the  railroads, 
Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager,  Transpor- 
tation Department,  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  has  made  the 
following  analysis  of  the  various 
phases  of  the  rate  increase: 
•  "The  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion on  December  5,  authorized  the  railroads 
of  the  country  to  generally  increase  their  rates 
20%,  with  certain  exceptions,  to  be  effective 
not  earlier  than  January  1,  1947.  Rates  on 
manufacturers  and  miscellaneous,  also  less 
than  carload  and  any  quantity  rates,  between 
official  territory  and  other  territories  may  be 
increased  22.5%,  which  includes  such  rates 
between  California  points  and  the  entire  terri- 
tory east  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  north  of 
the  Ohio  and  Potomac  Rivers.  Rates  for 
switching,  reconsignment  and  other  special 
services  may  be  increased  25%. 

"For  various  reasons,  increases  of  lesser  votume 
are  authorized  on  certain  commodities,  including 
some  produced  heavily  in  California.  On  rice, 
dried  beans  and  peas  and  dried  vegetables,  iive- 
stock  and  live  poultry,  the  increase  will  be  15%. 
Citrus  and  deciduous  fruits,  fresh  veftetables  and 
canned  goods  will  be  subject  to  maximum  in- 
crease of  13c  per  100  pounds.  On  beet  or  cane 
sugar,  the  maximum  will  be  10c;  and  on  wool,  20c 
per  too  pounds.  The  brief  filed  jointly  by  the  Oak- 
land and  San  Francisco  Chambers  of  Commerce 
in  this  case,  urged  the  Commission  to  prescribe 
maximums  on  canned  goods,  rice,  beans,  fruits, 
vegetables  and  sugar,  as  well  as  on  floor  covering 
and  edible  nuts,  but  the  Commission  did  not  see 
fit  to  do  so  on  the  latter  two  items. 

"Minimum  charges  per  shipment  are  increased  to 
$1.00. -and  minimum  charges  per  car  to  $20.00.  Mini- 
mum line  haul  rates,  where  pick  up  and  delivery  services 
are  included,  are  increased  to  SOc. 

**The  State  counterpart  of  the  application  of 
the  railroads  was  heard  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  California,  formerly  the  Railroad 
Commission,  on  December  18.  The  railroads  asked 
that  the  same  increases  be  made  applicable  on 
intrastate  California  traffic  as  those  authorized 
by  the  I.  C.  C,  except  on  less  than  carload  traffic 
where  they  have  already  put  into  effect  increases 
amounting  to  18.72^,  except  on  agricultural 
products  and  certain  other  commodities  where 
previous  increases  amount  to  15.36%.  The  rail- 
roads ask  that  the  above  be  raised  to  the  fuU  20%, 
except  on  such  commodities  as  have  been  sub- 
jected to  a  lesser  Increase  by  the  I.  C.  C,"

Government  Termination  of 
Havana  Ship  Service  Protested 

Continued  operation  by  the  U.  S.  Maritime  Commission  of  steamer  service 
from  the  Pacific  Coast  to  Havana,  Cuba,  was  urged  today  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  Operated  by  Panama  Pacific  Line  prior  to  the  war,  this  service  was 

resumed  as  a  government  operation 
by  the  Maritime  Commission  a  year 
ago,  with  the  Panama  Pacific  Line  as 
agent. 

The  recent  announcement  by  the 
Maritime  Commission  of  termination  of 
service  to  Havana,  means  that  the  last 
ship  will  be  berthed  in  a  few  days,  leaving 
some  eight  thousand  tons  of  cargo  for 
Havana  in  the  San  Francisco  area  alone 
without  means  of  shipping. 

The  Commission  has  suggested  that  the 
I'anama  Pacific  Line  or  other  qualified  Ameri- 
can operator  charter  government  vessels  for 
such  operation.  As  yet,  representatives  of 
these  lines  have  not  made  commitments  for 
such  operation,  declaring  that  the  chartering 
of  vessels  under  the  circumstances  would  in- 
volve considerable  risk,  in  that  return  cargo 
would  not  be  availal)lc. 

Through  the  Chamber's  Washington 
office  and  members  of  the  C^alifornia 
Congressional  delegation,  the  Chamber 
is  urging  the  Maritime  Commission  to 
continue  this  service  until  private  opera- 
tion is  ready  to  take  over.  Discontinuance 
of  this  service  at  this  time  leaves  large 
quantities  of  goods  which  have  been  sold 
without  means  of  shipping,  the  Chamber 
claims,  and  trade  which  has  been  built 
up  over  many  years  is  in  danger  of  being 
lost. 


Proposed  Reduction 
of  Nation's  Copra 
Imports  Protested 

Protest  against  a  proposed  reduction 
in  the  allocation  of  Philippine  copra  to 
the  United  States  was  registered  to- 
day by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  upon  recommendatif)n  of 
its  Agricultural  and  World  Trade 
Committees. 

•  The  proposal  is  being  made  by  a  sub-Cabi- 
net committee  of  the  Departments  of  .'\gricul- 
ture,  Commerce  and  State. 

Under  this  proposal,  the  Chamber  claims,  the 
supply  of  copra  allocated  to  the  United  States,  set 
at  iOO.OOO  tons,  would  leave  this  country  three 
quarters  of  a  billion  pounds  short  of  our  historical 
imports,  and  would  barely  supply  .SO  per  cent  of 
the  crushinjt  capacity  for  the  West  Coast. 

This  curtailment  would  Rieatly  reduce  tiie  supply  of 
cocoanut  oil  which  is  inadequate  to  meet  all  needs  at 
present,  it  is  maintained,  and  would  reduce  the  already 
decreased  supply  of  copra  cake  meal  urgently  needed 
for  dairy  cattle  .Mready  faced  with  a  deticient  supply 
of  the  protein  meals  needed  to  increase  their  production 
of  dairy  products,  the  cattle  and  dairy  industry  of  the 
United  States  is  threatened  by  a  serious  situation 
which  would  be  aggravated  by  a  further  reduction  in 
the  allocation  of  this  product,  it  was  pointed  out. 

"We  believe  that  the  practical  way  to  meet  the 
exigency  of  the  situation  would  be  to  keep  the 
American  mills  fully  supplied  with  copra,  allow 
the  exptirt  of  a  proportionate  share  of  the  oil  to 
foreign  claimants  who  are  Inadequately  equipped 
to  crush  increasingly  large  quantities,  because  of 
the  reported  lack  of  fuel  and  power,"  the  (Cham- 
ber's report  stated.  "N*M:essary  quantities  of  meal 
could  be  exported  to  them  to  permit  rehabilita- 
tion of  their  cattle  herds." 

Supporting  this  recommendation,  the  Chamber 
pointed  out,  is  the  fact  that  foreign  claimants  have  ac- 
cess to  almost  the  full  supply  of  the  following  products 
from  other  countries:  copra  from  the  Netherlands  East 
Indies  and  South  Sea  Islands;  palm  kernels  from  East 
Africa  and  Netherlands  East  Indies;  peanuts  from 
Ceylon  and  India;  and  whale  oil  and  sundry  minor  oils 
from  various  sources. 


Crary  Named  Advertising

Its  advertising  committee,  in  addition 
to  supervising  a  substantial  advertising 
program  financed  by  the  airlines  and  the 
manufacturers,  is  a  policy-making  com- 
mittee for  the  general  over-all  sales  effort 
of  the  airlines. 


California  and  Texas  Lead 
Nation  in  Home  Construction 

California  and  Texas  lead  the  trend 
to  Western  home  building,  according 
to  a  Civilian  Production  Administra- 
tion study  based  on  building  permits 
issued  during  the  first  nine  months  of 
1946. 

•  The  Pacific  states.  Mountain  states.  West 
.South  Central  states,  and  West  North  Cen- 
tral states  are  building  a  bigger  share  of  the 
nation's  houses  than  they  did  during  the  same 
period  in  1941 ,  the  report  stated. 

Of  these,  the  Pacific  states  built  132,448 
dwelling  units,  or  20.2  per  cent  of  the 
nation's  total,  during  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1946.  During  the  first  three 
(|uarters  of  1941,  95,158  dwelling  units,  or 
16.4  per  cent  of  the  nation's  total,  were 
built  in  the  Pacific  states. 

Transplanted  industries  and  the  attendant 
population  shifts  only  parlly  explain  the  dif- 
ference between  the  1941  and  1946  housing 
pictures,  CPA  pointed  out,  but  distributors 
will  have  to  recognize  developing  market 
areas  and  some  shrinking  markets  in  other 
areas.

•  GROWTH 

The  Bay  Area  business  and  industrial  growth  during 
the  first  postwar  year  has  been  healthy  and  sound. 
Nearly  all  lines  of  trade  and  industry  are  expanding  to 
serve  new  markets.  National  observers  select  this  area 
to  rank  with  the  highest  potential  growth  regions  in 
the  nation  and  proclaim  compelling  e\idence  that  the 
outlook  is  excellent. 

A  few  brief  measurements  of  the  present  status 
of  this  area  against  the  prewar  level  reveal  startling 
growth.  The  Nine  Bay  Counties  population,  now 
estimated  at  2,600,000,  is  nearly  900,000  or  47'; 
above  the  1940  level.  Income  of  Bay  Area  residents 
for  1946  is  estimated  well  over  four  billion  dollars. 
Retail  trade  will  amount  to  more  than  2.3  billion 
dollars.  Although  1946  retail  prices  will  average 
about  51%  above  prewar  level,  sales  are  up  three 
and  one-half  times.  Wholesale  trade  is  estimated 
at  about  4.3  billion  dollars,  and  while  1946  com- 
modity prices  at  wholesale  will  average  about  46% 
above  prewar  level,  the  volume  of  sales  has  more 
than  doubled.  Financial  transactions,  measured 
by  bank  debits  to  individual  accounts  in  the  Bay 
Area,  will  total  about  thirty  billion  dollars  for  1946, 
or  46%  above  the  prewar  level.  Civilian  employ- 
ment is  estimated  to  be  one-quarter  million  above 
1940,  while  wages  in  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries alone,  during  1946,  are  estimated  at  one- 
quarter  billion  dollars,  or  more  than  double  the 
1940  level. 

Astounding  as  Bay  Area  growth  has  been  since  1940,  prospects  for 
continued  expansion  and  development  are  excellent  because  of  the 
widely  diversified  rerjuirements  of  the  greatly  expanded  market 
which  includes  a  resident  population  nearly  half  again  that  of 
prewar  years. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

The  outlook  in  the  Bay  Area  for  ci\ilian  employment 
i^  exceptionally  good  with  many  unfilled  openings  in 
~cveral  skilled  building  trade,  clerical  and  semi-profes- 
sional lines.  Estimated  civilian  employment  for  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  industrial  area  at  the  close  of  1946  was 
about  9%  above  the  spring  level  and  surpassed  the  pre- 
war level  by  nearly  one-quarter  of  a  million  people.  Em- 
ployment in  the  Bay  Industrial  Area  is  now  estimated 
above  the  closing  months  of  tiie  war.  The  estimated 
present  level  of  approximately  800,000  is  only  about  6% 
lielow  the  all-time  peak  during  the  mid-war  period  in 
1943  when  shipbuilding  was  at  its  highest.  The  trade  and 


service  activities,  including  personal  employment,  have 
experienced  the  greatest  growth  with  shipbuilding  ex- 
periencing the  heaviest  decline.  There  also  has  been 
some  improvement  in  the  construction  field. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  pattern  by  in- 
dustrial groups  in  the  Bay  Industrial  Area  at  the 
end  of  1946  probably  will  nearly  approach  the  pat- 
tern in  the  prewar  year  of  1940,  which  by  industry 
groups  was  as  follows:  agriculture  2.8% ;  construc- 
tion 3.5%;  government  9.3%;  manufacturing 
20.7%;  mining  0.2%;  trade  services  49.3%;  trans- 
portation, communications  and  utilities  10.8%; 
and  unclassified  1.6%. 

Throughout  California  the  number  of  people  filing 
unemployment  claims  with  the  State  shrunk  this  year 
from  a  peak  of  475,000  jobless  in  March  to  186,000  in 
December  and  the  Bay  Area  is  no  exception  in  this 
trend.  Although  the  Bay  Area  contains  about  29%  of 
the  insured  workers  of  the  State,  both  the  December 
total  claims  on  file  and  the  compensable  claims  were 
only  18%,  of  the  State  total. 

In  the  manufacturing  industries  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Industrial  Area,  the  average  weekly  earnings  are  about  10',' 
above  last  year  during  final  quarter  of  1946,  and  the  average 
hours  worked  per  week  at  40  are  nearly  identical  to  the  same 
period  last  year. 

During  the  year  the  Bay  Area,  as  well  as  other  regions  of  the 
nation,  was  handicapped  by  work  stoppages — the  effects  of  which 
reached  far  beyond  the  immediate  groups  concerned.  But  despite 
these  han<licaps,  a  high  level  of  production  was  maintained  gen- 
erally and  it  appears  at  the  close  of  the  first  full  year  of  activity  in 
the  postwar  period  that  early  prognostications  of  excessive  unem- 
ployment in  the  Bay  Area  and  California  during  the  reconversion 
period  were  greatly  in  error.  This  in  spite  of  an  influx  of  some  20,000 
out-of-stale  people  per  month  who  have  poured  into  the  State  during 
this  year. 

•  MANUFACTURING 

Big  name  industries  are  blazing  new  trails  to  western 
markets  and  bringing  to  the  Bay  Area  and  California 
opportunities  for  an  integrated  industrialization.  The 
U.  S.  Steel  Corporation  is  investing  $100,000,000  alone 
in  its  new  western  development.  Of  this  about  866,000,- 
000  is  in  Geneva,  Utah  and  825,000,000  at  Pittsburg  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  A  check  of  one  hundred  Bay 
Area  industrial  firms  announcing  expansions  or  new  de- 
velopments tied  into  the  postwar  period  reveal  total  an- 
ticipated expenditures  of  8125,000,000.  The  30  largest 
establishments  account  for  an  outlay  of  8100,000,000 
with  two  of  them,  the  Columbia  Steel  Co.  and  Fibre- 
board  Products,  accounting  for  nearly  one-third.  There 
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were  20  establishments  with  expeiuiitures  ranging  be- 
tween one-half  to  one  million  dollars.  Their  total  outlay 
amounts  to  $12,()00,(U)().  Another  sSl  2,000.000  outlay  was 
set  up  by  50  establishments  ranging  between  $100,000 
and  S500,000.  Following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  big  in- 
diisiries  in  the  Ba>'  Area  which  reveals  their  outlays  and 
also  liie  wide  di\ersilication  of  activities:

About  MV'o  of  these  big  industrial  projects  can  be 
traced  to  food  and  related  industries  which  are  stepping 
np  capacities  to  serve  the  new  markets  in  the  Bay  Area 
and  the  West. 

The  food  industry  projects  in  and  around  the  Bay 
Area  with  outlays  of  a  million  and  more  are: 

•  Campbell  Soup  Co.,  which  moves  into  western 
manufacturing  for  the  first  time  with  a  $4,000,000  soup 
plant  in  130  acres  at  Sacramento.  H.  J.  Heinz  Co.  is 
operating  its  new  cannery  on  75  acres  at  Tracy.  Butler 
Packing  Co.  a  new  million  dollar  plant  on  10  acres  at 
Oakland ;  Sperry  division  of  General  Mills,  $2,000,000 
breakfast  food  plant  at  Lodi;  International  Mineral 
&  Chemical  Co.,  monosodium-glutemate  plant,  using 
sugar  beet  pulp,  San  Jose,  $1,000,000;  Beechnut  Pack- 
ing Co.  enters  the  W'est  for  the  first  time  too,  with  an 
$800,000  baby  foods  plant  at  San  Jose. 

Among  beverage  plants  are  B.  Cribari  &  Sons 
Winery,  San  Jose,  and  Rainier  Brewing  Co.  expan- 
sion at  San  Francisco,  $1,000,000  each;  Liberty 
Winery,  Lodi,  $375,000;  Community  Grape  Corp., 
Lodi,  $260,000;  General  Brewing  Corp.,  San  Fran- 
cisco, $325,000;  Coca-Cola  bottling  plant,  San 
Mateo,  $1,000,000. 

•  Colgate  Palmolive  Soap  Co.  is  in  the  list  for  a  mil- 
lion dollar  five-story  addition  to  its  Berkeley  soap  plant; 
Leslie  Salt  Co.  for  a  $1,075,000  expansion  of  its  Alviso 
works.  Blakes  Restaurant  of  Berkeley  has  bought  an 
8-acre  site  at  Davis  to  pack  frozen,  precooked  meals. 

The  postwar  construction  boom  accounts  for 
many  industrial  expansions,  notably  the  Paraffine 
Co.  $4,500,000  expansion;  American  Radiator  & 
Standard  Sanitary  Corp.  $3,500,000  plumbing  sup- 
plies plant  at  Richmond;  a  Johns-Manville  20,000- 
ton  paper  mill  at  Pittsburg,  and  a  $100,000  Oakland 
expansion  in  furniture  by  National  Automotive 
Fibres,  Inc. 

('oncentrated  in  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula  as  far 
youth  as  San  Jose  are  Blaw-Know  Corp.  of  Pittsburgh, 
Penns>-lvania,  which  purchased  a  26-acre  Santa  Clara 
site  for  a  million-dollar  food  processing  and  road  building 
equipment  plant ;  General  Electric  giant  motors  plant 
authorized  at  San  Jose;  Gar  Wood  Industries  $750,000 
earth-m.o\"ing  equipment  plant  for  Sunnyvale;  Wool- 
ridge  Manufacturing  Co.  $400,000  Sunny^'ale  expan- 


sion in  earth-moving  equipment  plant;  Oregon  Wood- 
work, $300,000  Santa  Clara  |)lant  for  packaged  mill 
products. 

Oil  and  chemical  industry  projects  are  led  by 
Standard  of  California's  $7,000,000  of  improve- 
ments at  Richmond;  Tidewater  Associated  Oil  Co., 
Avon,  $2,500,000;  Shell  Chemical  Co.  $1,000,000 
Pittsburg  expansion  in  ammonia  and  ammonia 
sulphate. 

•  Eastman  Tag  &  Label  Co.  is  listed  for  a  $400,000  plant  at  the 
new  Parr  industrial  di\  ision  of  Richmond,  and  U.  S.  Envelope  Co. 
for  a  half-million  dollar  new  plant  at  Emeryville;  Schlage  Lock 
Co.,  San  Francisco,  $450,000  for  new  equipment  and  ronslruclion. 

As  further  indication  of  the  magnitude  of  the  industrial 
development  in  the  Bay  Area,  the  1946  number  of  new  projects 
and  expansions  alone  will  reach  over  1000  with  outlays  of 
nearly  $125,000,000  compared  to  700  in  1945  with  outlays  of 
$118,000,000.  This  continual  flow  of  new  outlays  in  the  post- 
war period  in  the  industrial  field  is  supplementing  and  aug- 
menting a  well  diversified  field  which  in  prewar  accounted  for 
nearly  4,500  manufacturing  establishments  with  an  output 
of  better  than  a  billion  dollars  in  1939. 

In  recognition  of  the  tremendous  opportunities  in  the  apparel 
market  and  the  apparel  Industry  on  the  West  Coast,  a  group  of  lead- 
ing garment  manufacturers  and  designers  in  San  Francisco  formed  a 
cooperative  venture  to  centralize  "needle  trade"  operations  in  one 
project  known  as  "Apparel  City."  Construction  is  now  under  way 
on  this  ultra-modern  $7,000,000  multiple-building  manufacturing 
center,  located  on  a  34-acre  site  in  the  heart  of  the  industrial  area  in 
San  Francisco  on  one  of  the  major  boulevards.  It  is  about  a  ten- 
niinute  ride  from  the  heart  of  the  .San  Francisco  business  district. 
When  completed  it  will  provide  over  one  hundred  million  square  feet 
of  sunny,  well-ventilated  working  space  for  from  ten  to  fifteen 
thousand  workers  engaged  directly  in  the  apparel  trades.  Provision 
is  being  made  for  offices  and  services  including  doctors,  dentists, 
beauty  parlors,  banks,  cafes,  service  stations,  auto  repair  shops, 
cable  offices,  delivery  service,  a  post  office,  travel  resen.atlons  for  air 
lines  and  railroads,  and  cleaning  establishments.  Recreation  facilities 
are  being  provided  which  include  a  spacious  swimming  pool. 

•  WORLD  TRADE 

San  Francisco  Bay  has  long  been  the  dominant  ship- 
ping center  on  the  Pacific  Coast  in  world  trade.  War- 
time activities  brought  about  considerable  de\'elopment 
in  various  industries.  These  new  developments  will 
make  possible  a  great  variety  of  exports  through  San 
Francisco  Bay  ports.  Basic  industries  established  here 
will  consume  a  larger  volume  of  imported  raw  materials. 
It  is  generally  thought  that  the  Pacific  Era  has  arrived. 
Economic  and  commercial  developments  of  the  coun- 
tries around  the  Pacific  Basin  will  take  on  a  new  impetus. 
The  rehabilitation  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  the  indus- 
trialization of  the  Far  East,  and  the  re-establishment  of 
business  and  facilities  of  other  countries  will  mean  tre- 
mendous orders  for  products.  The  western  part  of  the 
llnited  States  is  now  in  better  position  than  ever  before 
to  supply  the  increasing  needs  and  requirements.  The 
bulk  of  these  products  unquestionably  will  move  through 
the  Bay  Area  ports  because  of  the  leadership  in  banking, 
insurance,  shipping  facilities  and  trade  development 
here.  Some  of  the  steps  already  organized  to  develop  a 
greater  two-way  Pacific  trade  include: 

The  work  of  the  Far  East-American  Council  of 
Commerce  and  Industry  in  bringing  together  busi- 
ness and  industrial  interests  to  help  develop  busi- 
ness with  India,  Burma,  Japan,  Korea,  the  Philip- 
pines, Indo-China,  Thailand,  Malay  and  Indonesia. 
The  World  Trade  Center,  a  proposed  forty-million- 
dollar  project  for  San  F'rancisco,  is  reported  un- 
questionably feasible  by  an  expert  conducting  the 
investigation  in  behalf  of  the  State  Harbor  Com- 
mission. San  Francisco  Bay  Area  holds  the  key  po- 
sition for  serving  the  entire  West.  It  is  the  western 
capital  of  finance,  insurance,  management  and 
transportation  by  rail,  air  and  steamship.  It  con- 
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tains  one  of  the  world's  greatest  natural  harbors. 

f  Thus  a  World  Trade  Center  established  here  can  be 
helpful  in  the  fuller  industrialization  of  the  entire 
West  through  expeditious  handling  of  its  com- 
merce. 

Also  headquartered  in  San  Francisco  are  a  number  of 
ureal  construction  firms  brought  here  during  the  war  to 
build  Pacific  bases.  They  are  now  negotiating  to  help 
rebuild  much  needed  facilities  in  the  countries  in  the 
Pacific  Basin.  Philippine  trade,  always  an  important 
factor  to  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  is  approaching  the 
normal  pre-war  volume. 

.Since  much  of  world  trade  success  today  is  dependent  upon 
international  trade  policies,  recent  steps  taken  by  the  State 
Department  are  considered  important.  It  has  set  April  1947 
as  the  probable  date  on  which  reciprocal  trade  negotiations 
will  be  carried  on  between  the  United  States  and  some 
eighteen  participating  nations  including  .Australia,  Belgium, 
Brazil,  Canada,  Chile,  China,  Cuba,  Czechoslovakia,  France, 

\  India,  Lebanon,  Luxembourg,  Netherlands,  New  Zealand, 
Norway,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Re- 
publics and  the  United  Kingdom. 

I'rovislons  have  been  made  also  by  the  United  States  for  iniple- 
Mienting  and  expanding  world  trade  to  supply  nearly  twent\'  billion 
dollars  in  foreign  exchange  and  credit  to  foreign  nations  for  economic 
recovery  and  expansion;  three  billion  dollars  for  the  Kxport-Iniport 
Hank  loans  and  credit ;  ^.7S  billion  dollars  credit  to  the  British  (".ov- 
eniment  and  six  billion  dollars  to  the  International  Bank  for  recon- 
struction and  development,  and  the  international  monetar\  fund; 
,ilso  several  billion  dollars  cre<lit  for  lend  lease  inventories,  pipe  lines, 

'       .ind  sale  abroad  of  surplus  property  on  credit. 

•  AVIATION 

San  Francisco  International  Airport,  recognized  as  one 
cif  the  world's  major  airports  which]  carried  unprece- 
dented wartime  load  of  passengers  and  cargo  traffic, 
enters  an  era  of  peace  with  a  twenty-million-dollar  mod- 
ernization and  e.xpansion  program  designed  to  ser\e  the 
air  age  as  a  major  passenger,  cargo,  and  "mail  gateway" 
for  world  commerce.  Offices  are  maintained  here  b>'  five 
major  air  lines,  four  of  which  offer  regular  scheduled 
■  r\ice,  linking  the  Ba>'  Area  to  the  rest  of  the  United 
Mies  and  the  world.  Charter  air  ser\ices,  fi.xed  base  op- 
er.itions,  flight  training,  airplane  repair  and  maintenance, 
and  distribution  and  sales  of  airplanes  are  services  a\  ail- 
able  through  the  ever-e.\panding  network  of  smaller  air- 
ports in  this  area  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  private 
plane  owners.  This  area  is  the  major  West  Coast  gateway 
ni  the  Far  East,  and  is  the  base  for  operations  for  two 
airlines  offering  regular  scheduled  service  to  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  the  Philippines.  Australia  and  the  Orient. 

Some  of  the  recent  developments  included  United 
Kir  Lines'  selection  of  San  Francisco  International 
.\irport  as  its  system-wide  repair  and  maintenance 
base;  Pan  American  Airways'  expansion  of  the 
Pacific-Alaska  headquarters  base  at  the  Airport; 
Slick  Airways'  ( largest  of  the  non-scheduled  freight 
carriers)  establishment  of  a  base  here;  Pacific  Air- 
lines, an  intra-state  carrier,  started  service  out  of 
vSan  Francisco;  and  Southwest  Airways  Inc.,  re- 
cently granted  a  West  Coast  feeder  line  route  by 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  has  decided  to  base  250 
employees  at  San  Francisco. 

The  rapidly  increasing  trend  of  air  traflic  in  and  out  of  the  Bay 
.\rea  is  portrayed  by  .San  Krancisco  .\irport  traflic.  During  1946  esti- 
mated planes  in  and  out  of  the  .-Xirport  totalefl  54.000  or  2.7  times  the 
1940  traflic:  and  pa.ssengers  on  and  off  planes  in  1946  reached  an  esti- 
liiaiefl  866.000  or  nearU  8  times  the  1940  traffic.  The  1946  traffic  was 
up  about  ?'^'"i  and  93' j  respectively  for  the  preceding  year. 

•  CONSTRUCTION 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  in  both  real  estate  sales 
.end  private  building  construction  chalked  up  one  of  the 
great  years  in  its  history  during  1946.  The  \alue  of  real 


estate  sales  in  San  Francisco  established  an  all-time  high. 
Construction  contracts  for  .San  Francisco  Bay  Area  will 
I)robal)ly  add  up  to  nearly  S270,000,0()0  for  the  full  year 
1946.  The  market  for  permanent  housing  today  in  the 
Bay  Area  is  very  large  and  is  growing  with  each  passing 
month.  At  present  there  is  need  for  about  144,000  addi- 
tional new  permanent  dwelling  units  in  the  Bay  .Area 
(Nine  Counties)  to  accommodate  the  present  population 
on  the  basis  of  the  prewar  ratio  of  dwelling  units  to  popu- 
lation. Assuming  an  average  cost  per  dwelling  unit  of 
S7,000,  here  is  a  ready-made-market  for  .SI  .000,000,000  of 
construction. 

California  construction  contract  awards  esti- 
mated by  State  officials  based  on  analysis  of  the 
first  eight  months  were  distributed  as  follows :  Pub- 
lic construction  30. 2',^  and  private  69.8*^ , .  Public 
construction  included  public  works  24' ;  ;  public 
housing  3.4',  ;  and  public  buildings  2.8' ;.  Private 
construction  showed  35.5' 7  for  residential,  li.b'l 
for  industrial  and  20.7%  for  commercial  and  others. 

Whh  most  of  the  building  program  of  the  nation  being 
funneled  from  a  spigot  during  the  war  years  and  up  until 
late  in  1946,  the  outlook  during  the  \ear  just  ahead  with 
most  restrictions  remo\ecI  will  bring  many  changes 
in  the  field  of  construction,  including  building  materials 
and  supplies.  Those  close  to  the  field  in  the  Ba>'  Area 
foresee  g(xid  possibilities  for  completing  homes  in  much 
less  than  the  10  months  a\erage  experienced  under  the 
many  handicaps  of  restrictive  regulations. 

On  the  larger  horizon  of  the  Far  Western  Regional  .Market, 
reports  indicate  total  contracts  around  $1,480,000,000  for  the 
first  50  weeks  of  1946,  compared  to  $814,000,000  for  1945. 
Opinion  was  expressed  that  probably  around  $20,000,000,000 
of  western  construction  is  needed  now,  not  including  build- 
ings. Based  upon  these  estimates  of  the  visible  needs,  it 
would  take  about  10  years  and  $2,000,000,000  a  year;  then 
probably  by  that  time  as  much  again  would  be  lined  up  for 
future  years. 

•  UTILITIES  AND  OTHER  PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS 

Big  expansion  programs  by  the  major  public  utilities 
serving  the  Ba\'  .'\rea  got  well  under  way  and  others  were 
announced  during  1946  to  pro\-ide  additional  facilities 
and  ser\  ices  for  the  increased  population.  The  Pacific 
Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  which  serves  the  Ba>-  Area  and 
Northern  California  exclusi\ely,  has  announced  a  2-year 
$160,000,000  construction  program  because  "the  present 
and  future  prospective  demands  compel  it  to  make  this 
enormous  e.\|x'nditure." 

Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.,  with  Pacific 
headquarters  in  San  Francisco,  recently  announced 
a  $330,000,000  program  for  plant  additions  on  the 
Coast  during  the  next  two  years,  representing  a  re- 
vision upward  of  many  million  dollars  to  take  care 
of  the  tremendous  operations  growth. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  .San  Francisco  is 
planning  to  spend  S55,000,000  in  new  water  supply  pipe 
lines  from  Hetch  Hetchy,  for  reservoirs,  pump  works,  and 
other  facilities  and  expansions  during  the  next  ten  years. 
The  East  Bay  Municipal  Utilities  also  anticipate  large 
expenditures  and  are  alread>^  constructing  new  pipe  lines 
from  the  Sierra  to  the  East  Bay  for  additional  water 
supply,  and  have  approved  a  825,000,000  bond  issue  for 
sewage  and  waste  disposal  facilities. 

In  addition  it  has  been  estimated  that  it  will  require  ap- 
proximately $700,000,000  and  a  10-year  program  in  the  Bay 
Area  to  bring  the  street  and  highway  system  up  to  required 
standards.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the  big  items  among  the 
many  facilities  which  must  be  enlarged  and  expanded  to  meet 
the  backlog  of  demands  and  to  provide  services  for  the  new 
population.  Other  improvements  facing  similar  problems  in- 
clude freeways,  bridges,  interurban  street  car  lines,  school 
buildings  and  other  public  facilities. 
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•  AGRICULTURE 

The  Bu>-  Area  is  fortunately  a  part  of  and  is  bounded 
by  four  of  the  major  agricultural  regions  of  California, 
which  include  the  North  Coast,  the  Central  Coast,  the 
Sacramento  N'alley  and  the  San  Joaquin  Valley.  These 
regions  account  for  68%  of  the  number  of  farms  and  78% 
of  the  farm  acreage  of  the  state.  Cash  farm  income  from 
the  principal  crops  and  livestock  items  in  these  regions 
contiguous  tt)  and  including  the  San  Francisco  Ba>-  Area 
account  for  about  68%  of  the  State's  annual  farm  income, 
or  about  one  and  one-quarter  billion  dollars. 

Basic  relation  between  the  Bay  Area  and  these 
agricultural  regions  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
here  in  the  Bay  Area  cluster  regional  headquarters 
of  some  twenty-eight  Federal  and  State  agricul- 
tural agencies;  the  sales  and  financial  headquarters 
of  other  related  industries;  research  laboratories; 
and  export  offices  necessary  for  the  wide  distribu- 
tion of  the  agricultural  products  of  these  regions. 
All  of  these  facilities  are  of  vital  importance  in 
moving  the  products  to  the  ultimate  consumer. 

New  agricultural  developments  are  under  way  in  the  Great  Central 
Valley,  which  is  tributary  to  the  Bay  Area.  The  Central  Valley 
Project  is  a  long-range  water  conservation  multi-purpose  program 
amounting  to  nearly  four  hundred  million  dollars.  Approximately 
one  hundred  sixty  million  dollars  have  been  expended  and  other  large 
amounts  are  authorized.  When  ultimately  completed,  it  will  bring 
several  million  acres  of  additional  fertile  land  under  irrigation  in  the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  \'alleys.  It  is  expected  that  about 
500,000  acres  will  be  irrigated  for  the  first  time  and  bring  additional 
water  to  a  million  and  one-half  acres,  permitting  more  intensive  farm- 
ing and  making  possible  about  ten  thousand  more  farms — mostly  in 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

•  RETAIL  TRADE 

Retail  sales  this  year  to  the  e.vpanded  population  of 
the  Bay  Area  are  estimated  at  $2,342,000,000  or  nearly 
$400,000,000  above  1945  and  3.6  times  the  prewar  level. 
Latest  reports  from  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
reveal  about  58,000  retail  outlets  in  the  Bay  Area,  or 
25%  of  the  State's  total. 

A  recent  survey  by  State  officials  indicates  that 
many  additional  opportunities  are  available  in  the 
retail  and  service  fields  throughout  the  State.  Since 
V-J  Day  the  State  has  gained  32,000  sales  outlets  or 
25,000  above  the  peak  in  1941,  but  the  total  is  still 
35,000  below  the  number  required  to  bring  back 
the  pre-Pearl  Harbor  ratio  of  outlets  to  population. 
The  Bay  Area  contains  35%  of  the  State's  new 
population  since  1940,  and  Northern  California 
49%;  thus,  in  round  estimates,  there  are  oppor- 


tunities for  some  12,000  sales  outlets  in  the  Bay 
Area  and  17,000  in  Northern  California.  Retarded 
during  the  war  years,  the  demand  for  these  sales 
outlets  are  natural  in  the  face  of  a  46%  increase  in 
population  in  the  Bay  Area  and  34%,  increase  in 
the  State. 

•  SAN  FRANCISCO  BAY  AREA-MULTIPLE 
MARKET  AND  DISTRIBUTION  CENTER 

Bay  Area  estimates  on  January  1,  1946  indicate  the 
combined  resident  civilian  and  military  population  was 
2,543,700,  while  in  1940  the  Bay  Area  population  was 
1,734,308— representing  a  gain  of  808,792  over  1940. 
This  was  the  nation's  greatest  metropolitan  gain.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  population  of  the  nine  Bay  Counties 
live  within  a  single  integrated  area  comprising  eleven 
contiguous  central  cities  and  embodying  only  138  square 
miles  of  land.  The  civilian  resident  income  in  this  area 
during  1946  was  estimated  at  about  $4  billion,  while 
sales  at  wholesale  amount  to  about  $4.3  billion. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  ranks  among  the 
foremost  distribution  centers  of  the  nation  with 
unexcelled  communications  services,  quick  de- 
liveries and  low  distribution  costs.  A  vast  trans- 
portation network  including  transcontinental  rail 
and  highway  facilities,  air  transportation  service 
and  steamship  lines  converge  in  San  Francisco, 
bringing  unexcelled  transportation  to  local  indus- 
try and  business.  San  Francisco's  fortunate  geo- 
graphic position  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  combined 
with  the  excellent  distribution  facilities  and  one 
of  the  finest  communication  systems  in  the  world, 
make  it  possible  for  business  and  industry  loca  3d 
here  to  serve  a  larger  portion  of  the  Western  Mar- 
ket at  lower  distribution  costs  than  exists  in  any 
other  Pacific  Coast  city. 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  the  financial  and  insurance  capital  of  the 
West,  is  the  nation's  second  most  important  financial  center.  Seven 
of  the  nation's  one  hundred  largest  commercial  banks  are  located  in 
San  Francisco.  The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco  is  the 
headquarters  of  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District,  and  ranks 
third  in  volume  of  business  among  all  districts  in  the  United  States 
measured  by  bank  debits.  Many  hundreds  of  firms  with  national 
reputations  have  established  their  Western  headquarters  in  San 
Francisco  and  some  their  national  headquarters,  including  railroad 
and  banking  systems  of  world  rank.  Today  San  Francisco  is  the  head- 
quarters of  the  largest  bank  in  the  world.  The  San  Francisco  Stock 
Exchange  has  moved  next  to  the  top  of  regional  Exchanges  in  the 
nation.  The  expeditious  handling  of  widely  diversified  transactions 
has  contributed  greatly  to  sound  industrial  and  trade  relations  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  the  Western  Regional  Market. 
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
